with occasionally an inclination towards the East about tbe middle of the 
day in the shape of sea breeze. In the mornings for the most part heavy 
dew is deposited, and occasionally fog is experienced, which reaches only to 
two or three feet above the surface of the ground. The weather is mostly 
very serene, presenting about twenty da>s of uninterrupted clearness and 
five of haze or mist, the remaining days being cloudy, with perhaps a single 
shower of rain. Lightning is almost unknown in this month.

Throughout this mouth the South or alongshore wind with every unequal 


force prevails : it is accompanied with a profuse dampness and sultriness, 
which renders its effects highly prejudicial to health and comfort. On this 
account the sea breeze which sets in at noon, and blows till sun-set, is less 
courted than at other seasons : the sky is however beautifully clear for about 
twenty seven days, the remaining four being cloudy. Dew less frequently 
occurs, and is less in quantity than last month. Rain and lightning are lit- 
tle known.

On the 3 1st of December 1 GOO, Queen Elizabeth chartered the first East 
India Company ; which Company, through many vicissitudes, existed under 
the same denomination until the year 1702, when it was absorbed by the 
United Company, which, on the 22d day of April 1834, placed its trading 
charters in abeyance, and had its designation altered to “The Eust India Com- 
pany governing India until the 30th of April 1854, and dividing £630,000 
a year until the 30th of April 1874 : then receiving twelve millions sterling in 
fill] of every claim.

I. Goa, which consists of the Goa islands (annexed to the Portuguese Crown 
in 1510) ; of the peninsula of Salsette and Bardez ; of the five provinces 
of Zambaulim, 'commonly called Panchmally, viz. Astrager, Embarbaxem,

TO CIVIL SERVANTS WHEN IN EUROPE. 


attracts from a letter from the Honorable the Court of Directors , 
dated 31s/ December 1824. 

10. €i That after an actual residence in India in the Civil Service often 
years or upwurds, a Covenanted Civil Servant of the Company, upon either of 
the Establishments of Bengal, Madras, or Bombay, shall be entitled, whether on 
account of ill health, or from any other cause, and without reference to his pri- 
vate fortune, to come once to Europe on leave for three years, and to receive for 
that period from the Company’s Cush an allowance of £500 per annum, provid- 
ed that in no case shall a greater number of Servants come home under this 
Regulation annually than seventeen fiorn Bengal, nine from Madras, ami six 
from Bombay ; nor shall a larger number of Servants who may have come home 
under this Regulation, be absent in the whole, at one time, than fifty-one from 
Bengal, Iweniy-seven fiom Madras, and eighteen from Bombay ; and that the 
preference shall be given fust to Servants producing Medical Certificates upon 
oa<b, that a visit to Eui ope is indispensably necessary for the restoration of 
health, and then toSeivunts iri their order ofseriioiity according to the rank 
assigned to them by the Court ol Directors in the Gradation list ot the Service. 

20. “ That in cases of Civil Sejv^nts compelled by illness, certified upon 
oalb, to come to Europe previous to their completion of an actual residence in 
the Civil Service of ten yeais, such Covenanted Servants shall each be presented 
with the sum ol 2,000 Sicca Rupees as Passage Money, and shall be entitled for 
a period not exceeding three years to an Allowance from the Company’s Cash of 
£250 per annum ; but that Servants having received this indulgence shall not in 
the event of their again coming to Europe, after having completed a residence of 
ten years or upwards, he entitled to any Allowance under the first Regulation, 
except their return be again occasioned by illness, to be in like manner certified 
upon oath, and then only to the difference between what they have before drawn, 
in ihe shape of Absentee Allowance, exclusive of Passage money, and that of 
£500 per annum for three years. 

21. “ That Servants coming in the first instance to the Cope of Good Hope 
for the benefit ot their health, and being compelled from the same cause to come 
Irom thence to Europe without previously returning to India, shall be considered 
as entitled to the benefit of the foregoing Regulations. 

22. “ That in all cases, as well in those of Servants coming in the first in- 
stance to the Cape, as of those coming direct from India, the said Allowances be 
considered as commencing from the dale of leaving India, and terminating at 
the expiration of three years from that date, or at the time of arrival in India, 
whichever may first happen. 

23* “ That the same be paid quaiteily in Europe. 

24. u That on no account or plea whatsoever the allowances in question 
be extended beyond the period of three years ; and 

25. “ That any Servant being in the receipt of Absentee Allowance from 
a Civil Fund, shall not be entitled to receive during the same period of absence, 
the Allowances prescribed by these Regulations, beyond such amount as may 
bring the total of Ins annual receipts from both sources to the sum' hereby limit- 
ed/' 

Orders of Government , dated Qt/i July 1825 and 2 6th August 1828. 

’ In pursuance of the Honorable Court's instructions, the Governor in Coun- 
cil is prepared to grant the benefit of these Regulations to such Civil Servants as 
may produce the prescribed Medical Certificate as the cases may arise. Every 
Civil Servant so applying, must obtain a Certificate in duplicate from the Trus 
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tees to the Civil Fund, notifying either that he will receive no allowance from the 
Fund during his absence in Europe, or, if he is to receive any, the nature and 
extent of such relief ; one copy of which Certificate must be submitted with his 
application to Government ; the other, upon his arrival in London, must be pro- 
duced before the Auditor of East India Accounts. 

Civil Servants desirous to avail themselves of these Regulations, and not 
producing the prescribed medical certificate, are hereby required to make known 
their desire to Government on or before the 1st December of each year, when the 
indulgence will be granted in order of rank to such extent as the foregoing Regu- 
lations and circumstances shall permit. 

Every Civil Servant proceeding to Europe under these Regulations, whether 
on sick certificate or otherwise, before receiving his passage order must have 
applied for and received from the Secretary to Government in the Public Depart- 
ment a certificate specifying the grant of the permission, and whether granted 
upon sick certificate, or on account of private affairs, also specifying as nearly 
as possible the date of embarkation for Europe ; which Certificate, upon his arri- 
val in London, must be produced before the Auditor of India Accounts. 

Order of Government , dated Ath November 1825. 

The Governor in Council has been pleased to resolve, that in lieu of the 
medical certificate upon oath prescribed in Paragraphs 19 and 20 of the Regula- 
tions of the Honorable Court of Directors for the grant of Absentee Allowance,

In framing the Regulations, 
it was our object, that whilst euch Civil Servunt might be enabled once in the 
course of his service to have the benefit of the Absentee Allowance, the number 
annually returning to England with that view should be limited, an object which 
would be defeated if Civil Servants were allowed to come home, and wait their 
turn in England. 

6. The other question is, “ Whether the ten years actual residence in India 
is to be considered to embrace the period pasyd at Hertford College,” to which 
we reply that such is not the intention. We mean the regulation to be construed 
in the sense which it expresses, fi actual residence in India.” 


JE a * tracts from a General Letter from the Honorable the Court of Directors in 
the Public Department , dated the 25th July 1827. 

Para. 3. “ Previous to the enactment 53d Geo. 3. Cap. 155, it was our prac- 
tice to forward to you Lists of the relative rank of Wi iters appointed from time to 
time to your Establishment. Under the authority of that enactment legulations 
were framed for the government of our College of Haileybury, one of which pro- 
vided that the relative rank of Writers should be fixed by the College Council, and 
specified in the College ceitificate, subject however to loss of such nink in the event 
of the Writers* failing to proceed to India within a specified time. Lisfs of the 
rank of Writers under this regulation aie now periodically foi warded to you. 

4. The offers of the Absentee Allowance are to be made in the order in 
which Civil Servants have been, or may be classed under the Rules to which we 
have adverted, to such of the Servants as shall have actually resided m India in 
the Civil Service of your Establishment during a period of not less than ten years,* 
commencing from the* date of arrival at Madras. 

G. On reference to our letter dated 26th of A pul 1826, Para. 5, you will 
perceive that it is not competent for a Civil Servant, having completed a resi- 
dence of ten years, to come to England, and there wait his turn for the Absentee 
Allowance. That Allowance is to be granted in each case by the local govern- 
ment under the Regulations which we have preset ibed, and no Civil Servant will 
be permitted to draw Absentee Allowance m England who sliull not, previously 
to his quitting India, have been admitted to that benefit by the Government of 
the Presidency to which he may belong. 

7. So soon as the aggregate number of Civil Servants absent, and who 
shall have come home upon the Absentee Allowance of £500 per annum, shall 
amount to twenty-seven, the same indulgence is only to be granted as Servants 
included i.i that number may either return, or quit the Seivice ; so that the total 
number of absentees having left Madias upon the allowance of £500 per annum 
is never to exceed the limit of twenty-seven, fixed by our orders dated the 30th 
December 1824.

That Civil Servants coming to England under the Absentee Regulations, or 
on special leave, shall immediately on their arrival repo it themselves with their 
address by letter to our Secretary, forwarding at the same lime the certificates 
which they received in India. 

That in all cases of leave, Civil Servants be required to join the Establish- 
ment to which they belong at the expiration of the term for which leave may have 
been granted, unless they shall have obtained an extension of it from us six 
months before the expiration of the said leave. 

That extensions of leave will notin future be granted by us except in cases 
of sickness certified to our satisfaction, or in cases in which it shall be proved 
that a further residence in Europe is indispensably necessary. 

That when under any such circumstances a Civil Servant shall have obtain- 
ed an extension of leave to a given period, he must at the expiration thereof ap- 
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ply for and obtain our permission, either to return to his duty , or to reside a fur- 
ther time in Europe, tailing in which he shall be liable to be struck off the List 
of Civil Servants. 

That the Act of the 33d Geo. 3d. Cap. 52, Sec. 70, as it respects Civil Ser- 
vants applies only to ruses of sickness, or infirmity, ami that no Civil Servant be 
hereafter considered eligible to return to the service after 5 years’ absence, under 
that enactment, who has failed to obtain agreeably to the foregoing Regulations 
an extension of leave under the circumstances referred to in the Act, 

2 . We desire tlmt the foregoing Regulations he published for general in- 
formation, and that each Civil Servant returning to this Country under the Ab- 
sentee Regulations, or on special leave, be furnished with a copy for his guidance.

In order to prevent embarrassment at the time of sailing, Gentlemen of the 
Civil Service quitting India are requested to observe, that applications for permis- 
sion to be received on board must be accompanied by a Gwitihcale from the 
Office of the Accountant General, tlmt there are no demands a >*unst the appli- 
cants on the Rooks of this Presidency. Commanders of Vessels removing per- 
sons from India without permission are liable to heavy penalty. 


Furlough Regulations. 


Fort St. George? October 8, 1830. 

First. A furlough granted to a Civil Servant, whether under a Sick Certifi- 
cate, or otherwise, in conformity with the Rules of the Honorable Court’s des- 
patch, uated 31st December 1824, and communicated to the Service on the 8th 
July 1825, shall be considered to have lapsed on the occurrence of any of the 
following events : — 

• 

1st. On the death of the party in the course of three years from the date 
of his leaving the Presidency. 

2d. On his retiiement from the service by the acceptance of an annuity 
granted under the rules of the Madras Annuity Fund. 

3d, On return to India before the expiration of three years. 

4th. On the expiration of three years from the date when the ship sailed in 
which the party proceeded to Europe.

Second . Civil Servants will he entitled to proceed to Europe on furlough 
on sick certificate, at any time of the year, provided there shall not be at the 
period of their applying tor the certificate, 27 individuals in the enjoyment of the 
furlough. 
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Third . On the 1st December next ensuing, and' on every subsequent 1st 
December, 'the number of furloughs to be tendered to Civil Servants of 10 years 
standing, and not claiming the indulgence on the ground of ill health, shall be 
calculated as follows : —

Fourth. If the applications received by Government before the 1st Decem- 
ber of any year should not equal in number the available furloughs, calculated as 
above, the same may lie over to be taken by Servants, either on sick certificate 
or otherwise, at any time of the year following, until the number shall be com- 
plete : when it may be so, further certificates on account of iapsing furloughs 
shall not be granted, except on the applications being accompanied by sick cer- 
tificates, the lapses in the course of the year being reserved to meet the demands 
of the Service, according to the principle laid down by the Honorable Court of 
Directors, that is, with due preference to cases of sickness, and to seniority. 


Fort St. George, December 27, 1836. 

Civil Servants admitted to the benefit of the Furlough Regulations are re-

Upon application duly made, the Government of each Presidency 
may grant leave of absence to any place or places in the Continent of India, 
whether within the Territories subject to the Government of the East India Com- 
pany, or not, to any Civil or Military Servant holding a Civil appointment, sub- 
ject to all the conditions prescribed in the rules that may be applicable to his case. 
Upon similar application the Government of each Presidency may also grant leave 
to s^h persons, subject to the like conditions, to proceed to the island of St. He- 
lona^ihe Colony of the Cape of Good Hope, or to any place situate between the 
36th Degree of North Latitude, and the 50th Degree ot South Latitude, such place

excess of the above periods, and if such excess shall exceed one month, the 
Office shall be vacated, unless otherwise specially ordered by Government. 

Sec. XV. Upon the first appointment of any Civil Servant who shall be 
reported qualified for the Public Service by the Examiners appointed by the Go- 
vernment, to any Civil situation, there shall be allowed for travelling expenses to 
the Station an allowance at the rate of 8 Annas per mile by the direct Post road 
according to the Polymetricul Tables of the Post Office, the Bill for which al- 
lowance will be passed by the Civil Auditor after the Officer shall havejoined the 
Station : if required in advance an order of the Government shall be necessary. 

Sec. XVI. The Salary of Office will be payable from the date only of ihe 
Officer joining, but in the case of Junior Civil Servants, the Salary of Assistant 
will be payable from the date of their being reported qualified for the Public Ser- 
vice, unless forfeited under the preceding rule through delay in joining the Station 
to which they may be appointed.*

claim the particular attention of Officers appointed to new aituationn, but who by the ex- 
press order of Government may be prevented from entering immediately on the duties 
thereof.— C ompiler. 

tf I. The Governor General in Council remarks that the Rule referred to, (No. XVI. of the 
Regulations of the 2ffth January 184C,j lequires in case of a change of Office, when ail Officer 
is appointed to a higher situation, that be shall not draw the higher salary until he joins. 

2. His Lordship inffiL'ouncil considers it expedient btrictly to maintain this Rule as one 
of general practice, ana that no exception ought to be allowed otherwise than under special 
circumstances and exigencies of the public service. 

3. His Lordship in Council in further of opinion, that as a general rule Officers ought 
not to be appointed to situations for tht» duties of wlucb they are not immediately available. 

4. When an Officer, for the convenience of the public service, has been detained by an 
erder of the Government in a situation of inferior emolument after he has been promoted, 
in such case the practice under the Bengal Presidency is to passtohim tlio higher salary of 
Ids new appointment, during the period of his being so detained. This exception to the Rule 
XVI. corresponds with the exception provided for id Rule XX. under the Chapter for Depu- 
tation Allowances, in which it ts declared that no Civil Servant temporarily officiating fin* 
another shall draw an amount larger than the entire emoluments of the office in which ho 
p officiating, but that the prohibition doesnotnpply to the case of an Officer who may be 
deputed for special reasons to act in »n office of i uteri nr emolument to his own. 

5. In order to ensure uniformity of practice at all iho Presidencies in the application of 
Rules XIV. XVI. and XVII., it is hereby explained that Rule XIV. refers to the appointment 
of Civil Servants previously not holding any permanent situation, such as Servant* fer the 
first time appointed to a fixed situation after their return from furlough. 

0. These Servants are entitled under Rule XIV. to the allowances of their new office 
from the day of appointment, provided they do not come under forfeiture by exceeding tho 
lime prescribed for jolniug their Station. 

7. And Rules XVI. and XVII. ure to beconitrued as applying to cases where there is 
a change of office with increase of salary ; a special course being prescribed with regard to 
Junior Civil Servants : they under Rule XVI. are authorised to draw the salary of Assistant 
from the date of their being reported qualified for the public service, unless forfeited through 
delay in joining the Station to which they bare been appointed." 
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Sec. XVIL In case of a change of 
Office, when an Officer is appointed to 
a higher situation, he shall not draw 
the higher salary until he joins. For 
the period occupied in travelling, tha 
Rule No. XIV. regulating the time 
and distance for joining Stations shall 
be applicable, and the Officer will, for 
the periods allowed in that rule, respectively druw out of the salary of the office 
he is about to join a sum equal to that of his previous situation.

Leave of Absence, Ac.— AMENDED RULES. 


Fort St. George, May 31, 1843. 

In re-publishing the following Rules, the Most Noble the Governor in 
Council directs that effect maybe given to them in respect to all Deputation 
Allowances, and leave of absence granted within the limits of this Presidency, 
subsequent to the 30th May 1843. 

Fort William : Financial Department , 17th May, 1843. 

The Honorable the President in Council, with the concurrence of the Right 
Honorable the Governor General, has revised the Rules published on 2Dtli Janu- 
ary 1840, for the grant of leave of absence, and for regulating deductions fiom 
Salaries and Deputation Allowances. The following Rules will have effect from 
this date for regulating Deputation Allowances, and the terms on which leave ot 
absence will be given to places situated within the limits of the respective Pre- 
sidencies to which the Applicants are attached. 

Sec. VT. (Amended.) Civil Servants absent from their Stations under 
Medical Certificate, within the limits of their respective Presidencies, shull be 
entitled to the Saluiies of. their Offices for the period of two yeais, subject to u 
deduction of id for the whole term of such absence, save and except that for 
the fit st yeur, if the Salary be not more than 500 Rupees per mensem, no deduc- 
tion shall be made, and if it be only so much snoie than 500 Rupees that the 
prescribed deduction of id would reduce the allowance below that sum, only the 
excess beyond Rupees 500 shall be deducted, but for the second year the full 
deduction shall be in force. An absent Servant, whether Civil or Military, shall 
in no case retain any Civil Office or employment, nor be permitted to draw any 
portion of official Salary for a longer period than two years, but a Civil Servant 
who may, on account of sickness duly certified, obtain un extension of leave 
beyond two years shall, if his period of actual residence be less than 12 years, 
be allowed to draw the second rate of subsistence allowance, and if the peiiod 
of such actual residence be 12 years, the highest rate of subsistence allowance, 
but if he continue absent in disobedience of an order to return, or without suffi- 
cient cause shewn, that allowance also shall be forfeited. The period of absence 
shall be computed from the date of his quilting his Station to the date of his 
return thereto. 

Sec. XI. (Amended.) The Government of each Presidency may grant 
to Civil or Military Servants holding Civil appointments leave of absence for one 
month in each year * without deduction from the Salaries and Emoluments drawn 
by such Servants. Such leave however will only be granted when the Govern- 
ment is satisfied that no inconvenience or expense will arise from the departure 

* As a general rule leave ia to bo granted in one period only, whether for a whole 
month or lest and not in detached portions to complete one mouth within the > ear, mid 
the term year ia to be held to mean the Calendar year, commencing with thev 1st of January 
and ending with the Slat of December, but the local Governments may, where good cause 
is shewn for the indulgence, and it is attended with no public inconvenience, sanction 
leave of absence under this Section to such parties as may not have occasion to apply for 
the whole at once, in instalments not to exceed m the aggregate one month within the Ca- 
lendar year, on the understanding that no leave chu be granted for any fresh Calendar 
year until the. completion of three months from the expiration of the entire leave, or of 
the last instalment of leave inked in $he pfcst Calendar year.— See Resolution of the Govern- 
ment of India, dated mb Nov. is*f Gomvilisb.

Sec. XII. (Amended.) The Government of each Presidency may, on 
sufficient cause being shewn, grant to a Civil or Military Officer holding a Civil 
Office special leave of absence on private uffuirs. Provided however that if any 
Officer to whom such leave shall be granted shall be absent from his Station for 
any period exceeding that to which under the last rule he may be entitled with- 
out deduction, the Absentee, if a Civil Servant, shall for the period in excess draw 
no more than one-half of his Salary and Allowances, and, if a Military Officer, 
only so much of the Salary and Allowances of any Civil Office to which he may 
stand appointed, as added to the Military Pay and Allowances which lie may be 
entitled to draw, shall equal one-lmlf of Ins entire Military and Civil emoluments. 
After an absence of three months (exclusive of any period which may be granted 
under Sec. XI.) any Office held by the Absentee shall become vacant. 

Sec. XIII. is rescinded. 

Sec. XVI II. (Amended.) The sum of Company’s Rupees 52,200 per 
annum hunng been fixed, under the orders of the Court of Directois, as the 
Maximum Salat y of Civil Office for the Officers of Government under the situa- 
tion of Member of Council, Civil and Military Servants holding Office in the

The Deputation Allowance shall in all cases be in addition to the Salary of 
the substantive appointment held by the Officer on deputation. 

A Civil Servant acting for another shall have no claim to Commission or 
Fees, where any such sources of emolument exist. These shall be regarded as 
forming part of the income of the Officer to be relieved, subject to the prescribed 
deductions. 

Sec. XXI. (Amended.) No Subordinate Officer acting for his Principal, 
or for any other person holding a superior appointment in the same Office or 
Establishment, at the same Station, shall be entitled to any Deputation Allow- 
ance until alter the expiration of one month, and then the Allowance is not to 
be drawn in arrear. But a Servant previously out of employment, or who may 
be deputed to act from a different Station, shall be entitled to Deputation Allow- 
ance from the date at which lie may enter upon the discharge of the duties to 
which he has been temporarily appointed. 

Civil Servants, if deputed to act at a distance 
from the stations where they are employed, or Military Officers holding Civil 
Office who may be so deputed, or who may be ordered by Government on 
special duty, shall be permitted to draw travelling allowances at the rate sanc- 
tioned in the case of a first appointment. 

Sec. XXIV. (Amended.) The Government of each Presidency may grant 
to Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains special leave of absence on private affairs, 
but if such absence shall exceed the period to which the Absentees may be entitled 
under the following Rule, they shall for the period in excess be subjected to ihe 
deduction of one-half of their Allowances, and after an absence of four months 
all Allowances shall be discontinued. 

Sec. XXV. (Amended.) Leave of absence for one month in each year, 
under the principle sanctioned in Sec. XI., may be granted to Chaplains or 
Assistant Chaplains by the Bishop of the Diocese, or when the Diocese may 
be vacant (but not otherwise) by the Archdeacon or other Ecclesiastical func- 
tionary performing the duties of an Archdeacon or Commissary; and such leave 
being consistent with the rule, will be recognized by the Civil Auditor after 
it has been published in the Government Gazette of the Presidency with the 
authority of Government. Information of every leave so granted by the Bishop, 
or other Ecclesiastical Officer above mentioned, shall be immediately transmit- 
ted to the proper Secretary to Government, for the purpose of notification in the 
Gazette .

Official notification* of Civil Appointments. 


Four St. George, February 26, 1841. 

The Right Honorable the Governor in Council resolves that in future, when 
Official Notifications of appointments by Government in the Civil Department 
are inserted in the Foi t St. George Guzetto, no separate communication of the 
same shall be made in writing to the purties concerned, except when special 
instructions are required. All Officers are to act on such notifications in the 
same manner as if they had been communicated by letter from the Secretary's 
office, and to join their Stations within the period prescribed by the Rules pub- 
lished at page 142 of the Gazette for 1840, unless otherwise directed ; taking, 
when necessary, the Oaths of Office m the manner prescribed in the Notification of 
Ihe 19th May 1835, or making the prescribed Declaration before any Court of 
Record, or any Justice of the Peace, previously to entering upon the duties of 
the Office to which they inay be appointed. The Judges of the Courts, or 
Justices of the Peace, before whom such Oaths or Declarations may, under this 
authority, be subscribed and recorded, will notify the same by letter to the Se- 
cretary to Government on the same day. 

Revenue Officers on their first appointment are required, before entering on 
their duties, to take and subscribe the restrictive Oath of Revenue prescribed by 
Act of Parliament, and referred to in Regulation I and II of 1803 ; and Magis- 
terial, Judicial and other Officers will, on every change of appointment, make 
and subscribe the Declaration prescribed by Act No. XXI of 1837, which dis- 
penses with the oaths requited to be taken by the general regulations of this 
Presidency. 

Public Officers, in reporting to the Civil Auditor their assumption of Office, 
are to certify that they have conformed to all the requisitions of the Law and 
orders of Government in respect of Oaths or Declarations of Office, and the 
Civil Auditor is hereby required to bring to the notice of Government any omis- 
sion in this respect.

Salaries of Absentees intended to be drawn toy Agents, 


Fort St. George, May 9, 1844. 

1. It is hereby notified, that every party who rnay be desirous of employing 
an Agent or Agents to draw his Salary from the Public Treasury during his ab^ 
sence" from ihe Presidency, will be lequired to furnish such Agent or Agents with 
a Power of Attorney, which Power of Attorney will, so long as it may require 
to be acted upon, be lodged with the Department through which payment it 
made. 

2. The Agent or Agents who may be authorized to draw the Salary of an 
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Absentee, will be required to produce securiiy for the fefund of any sum which 
may eventually be found to have been overdrawn.

GENERAL ORDER BY THE GOVERNOR GENERAL IN COUNCIL. 

Fort William, 18 th October , 1844. 

No. 283 of 1844. — The Right Honorable the Governor General of India in 
Council, under instructions from the Honorable the Couit of Directors, is pleased 
to direct the abolition of the Fees on Commissions issued to the Fiiiropeun Com- 
missioned Officers of the Honorable Company's Service, and to resolve, that the 
charge for the Stamps on Commissions in future, commencing from the first 
instant, to Officers of every branch and grade of the Armies of all the Presidencies 
be fixed at (30) thirty shillings, or Company's Rupees (15) fifteen each, one 
moiety of the amount of the above sum being charged for the Company’s and 
the other moiety for the Queen’s Commission. 

A similar proportionate reduction to be made in the fees chargeable on the 
Commissions of Native* Officers and upon Warrants to Warrant Officers, the 
future amount of which will be as follows :

Regulations respecting Military and other Officers retiring from the 
Company's Service* 

Officers who have served less than three years in India, and have lost their 
health there, are entitled to an allowance from Lord Clive’s Fund, if the Court 
of Directors shall adjudge them to be proper objects of that bounty, to the ex- 
tent of : ft 

If a 2d Lieutenant, Cornet, or Ensign, two shillings a day, or £36 10s. 
a year; if a Lieutenant two shillings and sixpence a day, or £45 12s. 6d. a 
year; provided they are not possessed of, or entitled to, reui or personal' pro- 
perty to the extent of, if an Ensign £750, if a Lieutenant £l,000. 

Officers who are compelled to quit the service by wounds received in action, 
or by ill-health contracted on duty afier three years service in India, are permit- 
ted to retire on the half pay of their rank, viz. 

If a second Lieutenant, Cornet, or Ensign, lliTee shillings a day, or £54 15s, 
per annum ; if a Lieutenant four shillings a day, or £73 per annum. 

A Subaltern Officer or Assistant Surgeon, having served six years in India, 
is permitted to retire on the half pay of Ensign, if his constitution should be so 
impaired as to prevent the possibility of his continuing in India. 

A Lieutenant having served thiiteen, or a 2d Lieutenant, Cornet, or Ensign, 
nine years in India (including three years for a furlough,) may retire on the half 
pay of his rank, in case his health shall not permit him to serve in India. 

Regimental Captains, Majors, and Lieutenant Colonels, who have not served 
sufficiently long in India to entitle them to retire on full pay, and whose ill state 
of health renders it impossible for them to continue to serve in India, are allow- 
ed to retire from the service on the half pay of their respective ranks, viz. 

Captains, seven shillings a day, or £127 15s. per annum, Majors, nine shil- 
lings and six pence a day, or £173 7s. 6d. per annum, Lieutenant Colonels, 
eleven shillings a day, or £200 15s. per annum. 

All Officers who have actually served twenty-two years in India, or twenty- 
five years, including three years for a furlough, are allowed to retue on the full 
pay of their respective ranks. 

Officers are also allowed to retire on the following pensions without reference 
to the rank they may have attained, if they have served ior the undermentioned 
periods, viz. 

After twenty-three years’ service in India, including three years for a 
furlough, on the full pay of Captain, viz. £191 12s. 6 d. per annum ; after twenty- 
seven years’ service in IndiA, including three years for a furlough, on the full 
pay of Major, £292 per annum ; atler thirty-one years' service in India, in- 
cluding three years for a furlough, on the lull pay of Lieut. Colonel, £3 65 per 
annum ; after thirty-five years’ service in India, including three years for ft fur- 
lough, on the full pay of Colonel, £456 5s. per annum.* 

When Officers on furlough retire upon the pay or half pny of their Tank, 
they are only entitled to claim the benefit of the rank held by them at the ex- 
piration of one year from the date of their landing in the United Kingdom. 

A Veterinary Surgeon is allowed to retire on seven shillings a day after 
twenty years’ service, including three years for one furlough ; five shillings and 
six pence a day after thirteen years' service, including three years for one 
furlough ; and three shillings a day after six years’ service : in the two last cases 
provided to health shall not permit him to continue to serve in India. 

A Chaplain (appointed previously to the 1st September 1836) after eighteen

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years’ service in India, including three years for one* furlough, is allowed to 
retire on the pay of Lieutenant Colonel, £365 per unnum ; after ten years (if 
compelled by ill health to quit the service,) on the half pay of Lieutenant 
Colonel, £200 15^. per annum ; after seven years, of, the half pay of Major, 
£173 7$. 6d. per annum. 

If appointed subsequently to that date, according to the following scale, viz. 
after eighteen years’ service, including three years for one furlough, the pay of 
Major, viz. £292 per annum ; after ten years’ service, (if compelled by ill 
health to quit the service) on the half-pay of Major, viz. £173 7s. 6d. per 
annum ; after seven years the half-pay of Captain, viz. £127 15s. per annum. 

A Commissary or Deputy Commissary of Ordnance, not being a Commis- 
sioned Officer, is allowed to retire on full pay if he has served twenty-seven years 
in India, of which twelve must have been in the Ordnance Department ; twenty- 
five years, fourteen of which in that Department ; or twenty-two years, seventeen 
years of which in the Ordnance Department. 

A Conductor of Stores is allowed to retire on £60 per annum after twenty- 
five years’ actual service in India. 

Officers retiring from the service will be considered to have retired from the 
date of their application for leave to retire; or from the expiration of two years 
and a half from their quitting India, whichever shall happen first. 

An Officer proposing to retire is required to forward, with his applica- 
tion for permission to do so, a certificate from the Department of the Ac- 
countant General that there are no demands aguinst him on the books of that 
department.*

inconvenience arising from the existing system under which dates are assigned 
to vacancies caused by the retirement, &c. of European Officers in India, the 
Hon’ble the President of the Council of India in Council, with the concurrence 
of the Right Hon’ble the Governor General, is pleased to establish the following 
rule, which is to be considered applicable to all the Presidencies. 

Rule , — Whenever an Officer may be desirous of resigning or retiring from 
the service, or of being transferred to the Invalid Establishment, he is required 
to state in bis application the date, which must be a prospective one, from which 
he wishes such resignation, retirement, or transfer to have effect ; and from the 
date so specified, the applicant, in the event of the decision of Government on 
his case not having been previously received, will, pending such decision, be ex- 
empted from the performance of ull military duty.

Tort St. George, 9 Ih May 1845. 

No. 85 of 1845. — 1. In order to obviate as far as possible risk of loss to 
the State, as well as to facilitate and expedite the adjustment of the Accounts of 
Officers of the Madras Army, who may resign, retire, or be removed, from the 
Service, while serving in the Tenasserim Provinces, Straits Settlements, China, 
Aden, or elsewhere without the limits of this Presidency and beyond Sea , the Most 
Noble the Governor in Council is pleased to direct that whenever an Officer so 
situated applies for permission to resign or retire from the Service, or is placed in 
arrest preparatory to trial by Court Martial, his Pay and Allowances of every 
description shall be thenceforth drawn on separate Abstract, and his Pay Ac- 
counts kept entirely separate from those of the Regiment or Detachment to which 
he may belong. 

2. Consequently an Officer, situated as above described, proposing to retire 
from, or resign, the Service, will not be permitted to sign the Pay Abstracts, See. 
of his Troop or Company ; but he is not, on that account, to be deprived of Troop 
or Company Command Allowance to which lie may under Regulation have Claim, 
to which he will continue entitled in the same way as if detached in the manner 
adverted to in Para. 4, head “Troops and Companies/' page 179, Section 9tli, 
of the Code of Pay and Audit Regulations. 

3. The Officers Commanding at the Stations in question are directed to 
send to Madras for immediate Audit, at the same time that the application for 
permission to resign or retire is forwarded, all Abstracts containing previous 
charges of the Officer about to retire or resign ; thus leaving, to lake the usual 
course of Audit, only common charges for lus own Pay and Allowances, in which 
there ought to be no mistake.

Furlough ^Regulation*. 


Officers (of whatever rank) must be ten years in India, before they can be en- 
titled (except in case of certified sickness, and as hereafter specified,) to their ro- 
tation to be absent on furlough, and the same rule is applicable to Assistant Sur- 
geons, and Veterinary Surgeons. The furlough to be granted by the Commander 
in Chief at each Presidency, with the approbation of the respective Governments.* 

Officers who have not served ten years in India, but whose presence in Eng- 
land is required by urgent private affairs, may be allowed a furlough for one year 
without pay. 

A Chaplain (appointed previously to the 1st September 1836,) after seven 
years* residence in India, is allowed to go borne on furlough and receive the pay 
of Major, £292 per annum. Should lie go home from sickness prior to this 
period of service, he is allowed the pay of Captain only, viz. £191 12s. 0 d. 
per annum. 

If appointed subsequently to that date, after seven years* residence in India, 
the pay of Captain, viz, £191 12s. per aunum ; and if compelled by ill health 
to go home prior to this period of service, the half pay of Captain, or £127 15s. 
per annum. 

A Conductor of Stores is allowed furlough pay only in case of goiug home 
from sickness. 


+ A second furlough on private affairs may be granted to Officers when the public service 
will permit the indulgence, but the rule which precludes an Officer receiving pay when absent 
in BurojiKpn such aJndra for a longer period than three years is to be Fully maintained. 
The following is a copy of the regulation as published in the Bengal code, and is applicable 
to all *ke presidencies : “No Officer who has drawn three years’ furlough pay is allowed pay 
during any future furlough, except in oases of certified Sickness; but if he has not received 
pay for the full term, he may during a second furlough on private affairs, be allowed the same 
for such space of time aa will complete the three years.

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Officers going to England on furlough, are required immediately to report 
their anival by letter to the Secretary, stating the name of the ship in which they 
came, uud their address, forwarding at the same time the certificates they receiv- 
ed in India. ^ 

The period of furlough is three years, reckoning from its date to the day of 
the return of the Officer to his presidency. 

Officers are required to join the Establishment to which they belong at the 
expiration of the three years’ furlough, unless they shall have obtained an exten- 
sion of leave from the Court six months before the expiration of that period. No 
furlough will be extended, except in cases of sickness, certified in the manner 
hereafter mentioned, or in cases in which it shall be pvoved to the Court that 
a further residence m Europe is indispensably necessary. 

All Officers finding it necessary to solicit a further leave of absence on 
account of sickness, must, if resident in London or its vicinity, appear before the 
Company’s Examining Physician, Dr. John Scott, 13, Straton Street, who will 
report to the Court of Directors his opinion on the state of such Officers’ health, 
and if resident in the country, in any part of the United Kingdom, they must 
transmit, with their letter of application for such leave, a certificate according to 
the following form, signed by at least two gentlemen eminent in the medical 
profession, viz. 

1 hereby certify, that I have carefully examined , ( state the nature of the case 
as well as the name of the party,) and I declare upon my honour , that according to 

the best of my judgment and belief is at present unfit for military duty , 

and that it is absolutely necessary for the recovery of his health , that he should 
remain, at least longer in this country. 

Also previously to such extension of furlough being granted, such further 
proof shall be adduced by personal examination, or other evidence, as shall be 
deemed satisfactory. 

Officers abroad in any part of Europe, applying to remain a further time from 
their duty on account of sickness, are to furnish a certificate of two eminent phy- 
sicians in the above form, with the attestation of a magistrate, that the persons 
who signed the certificate are physicians. 

Officers having obtained an extension of furlough to a given period must at 
its expiration apply for permission, either to return to their duty, or to reside a 
further time in England. 

Tn every case in which an Officer has bad his furlough extended beyond the 
prescribed period, on the ground of his health not being sufficiently restored, and 
shall apply for permission to return to his duty, he shall produce a certificate 
from the Examining Physician that his health is completely re-established, and 
that there is every probability of his being able to periorm the active duties of his 
profession in India. 

No Officer who has failed to obtain an extension of furlough, will be consi- 
dered eligible to return to the service after five yeuTS absence, under the Act of 33 
Geo. III. Cap. 52, Sec. 70. 

Every Officer upon leaving India will receive a printed copy of the General 
Order on this subject, published agreeably to the Court s instructions, and the 
plea of ignorance of the regulations will not be admitted as any j ustification of 
4 the breach of them. Officers, therefore, who shall go home on furlough, and who 
shall not in due time apply* so as to effect their return to the Presidency to which 
they belong within the period of three years from the commencement of their 
furlough* will subject themselves to the loss of the service, unless they shall be 
permitted by the Court to remain a further time in Europe. 

No Officer on furlough can receive pay for more than two years and a half 
from the period of his quitting India until he returns, excepting Colonels of 
Regiments, and those of the rank of Lieutenant Colonel regimental ly, when pro- 
moted to that of Major General J the latter are then allowed to draw the pay of 
their Brevet rank beyond the above period.

No. 226 of 1841. — The Right llon’ble the Governor General of India in 
Council is pleased to publish lor general information, the following paragraph of 
a letter from the Hon’ble the Court of Directors to the Governor in Council at 
Bombay, No. 42, dated 4th August 1841, on the subject of the extension of Fur- 
loughs to New South Wales, or any other of ller Majesty’s Colonies, the Rule 
therein laid down being applicable to all the Presidencies. 

“ Para. 2. In future cases when Officers muy he granted a Furlough on 
sick certificate, or on private affairs, to New South Wales, or any oilier Colony, 
we desire that they may be separately informed, that any applications which they 
may have occasion to prefer lor extended leave, ure to be addressed to us in suffi- 
cient time to allow of their receiving odr reply by the period when they should 
embark on their return, so ns to ensure their arrival within the original term of 
Furlough ; that if the application is preferred on account of health, it should be 
supported by Certificates from the Medicul Staff* Officers, or other undoubted 
medical testimony on the spot, shewing that the applicant is then incapable 
from ill health to return to the performance of military duty in India, and speci- 
fying the term for which they consider additional leave absolutely necessary for 
the recovery of the applicant’s health ; and that if the application is preferred oil 
the ground of urgent private affairs, it will be required, that the nature of those 
affairs should be'specified, and that the necessity for his continued absence should 
be certified by his ^^ifession&l adviser on the spot.”

With reference to the second subject, viz. the issue of the absentee 
allowances of Officers who are absent ut the Cape of Good Hope, we now em-* 
power you to frame a Regulation, by which our Officers who are entitled under 
existing Rules to draw Indian allowances upon their actual return to India from 
leave of absence to any place within the limits of the Company's Charter, or the 
Cape of Good Hope, or the Mauritius, or the Island of St. Helena, shall be en- 
titled through their Agents at their respective Presidencies, to draw their allow- 
ances from month to month, upon their giving sufficient security to refund the 
whole amount in the event of their proceeding to England without previously 
returning to India, or such part of the amount as may have been over issued on 
any other account. 
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6. You will take measures for introducing similar Regulations at the Pie* 
sidencies of Madras and Bombay, to the Governments of which we shall send 
copies of the present Despatch/’

GENERAL ORDERS BY THE MOST NOBLE THE GOVERNOR IN COUNCIL. 

Fort St. George, 10 tk August 1847. 

No. 178 of 1847. — The Most Noble the Governor in Council directs the 
publication of the following Regulations regarding the gram of leave on medical 
certificate to European Officers. 

1 . All Sick Officers for whose recovery change of climate, whether to places 
beyond or within the limits of the Presidency, inay be recommended will be 
required to appear for examination before aboard of Medical Officers. 

2. At the Presidency, and at all Stations where practicable, a Board of 

three Medical Officers shall be appointed for the purpose of grunting, confirm- 
ing, extending, and when necessary cancelling, medical certificates to Officers 

and none will be permitted to quit their Stations until they have been examined 
by such Board, before which the Officers’ Medical Attendants are always to 
appear for the purpose of affording information on each case. 

3. At the Presidency, a Member of the Medical Bo^H, the Superintend- 
ing Surgeon, and another Medical Officer to be appointed by the Commander in 
Chief, will form a Board ; and at other Stations the three senior Medical Officers 
will be nominated for the duty. When it does not interfere with their other 
duties, Civil Surgeons are to be considered available as Members of Boards, if 
there is not a sufficient number of Medical Officers without them. 

4. At stations where there may be only two Medical Officers besides the 
one who has charge of a Patient, the Commanding Officer shall constitute them 
a Board for the above purpose, and should there be a difference of opinion upon 
the case, the recommendation of the Officer’s Medical Attendant will be* suffi- 
cient to decide that a sick certificate shall be granted. 

5. At Stations where there is but one Medical Officer he may grant sick 
certificates, but in every such case, as also when a certificate is granted under 
the provisions of para. 4, the Patient is to be informed that lie will be required 
to appear for examination before a Board of Medical Officers at the first Station 
on his route at which a Board of three Members can be convened ; and with a 
view to obviate unnecessary delay or inconvenience to the Patient, the Officer 
Commanding the Station from which the Sick Officer is proceeding will com- 
municate with the Officer Commanding such Station on route, where the neces- 
sary steps will be taken to assemble the Board upon the Sick Officer’s arrival. 

6. Previous to departure from a Station, each Sick Officer is to be fur- 
nished with a sealed medical statement of his case, to be produced to the Board 
in cases contemplated by paras. 4 and 5, and which after examination will be 
returned to him sealed by the Board, for the purpose of being delivered to the 
Medical Officer by whom he may next be attended. 
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7. In cases in wbiah an Officer's sick certificate may not be confirm- 
ed by a Board at a Station on Ins route, he is to be allowed to remain there 
pending the orders of Government or the Commander in Chief upon the 
Board’s Proceedings. ^ 

8. Asa general rule Officers are not to be sent to the Presidency on sick 
certificate, except for embarkation or for the treatment of mental or optlmlmic 
disease — when however a residence with near relations at the Presidency is 
deemed advisable, or any special reason with regard to the Patient's health may 
exist, Medical Boards or Officers are to grant the certificates accordingly, and 
enter their reasons for doing so in the Proceedings of Boards, or in the certificates 
granted where Boards cannot be convened. 

9. A Board will be assembled annually under the orders of His Excellency 
the Commander in Chief for the examination of Patients on the Neilgherry Hills, 
of which the Superintending Surgeon Southern DMpiou will be President, and 
should there not be Medical Officers of experience residing on the Hills, the 
Commander in Chief will detach one or more from the adjoining Divisions as 
may be found convenient. 

10. All Officers on the Hills who have been absent from their duty for one 
year will be required to appear for examination before the Annual Board, and, 
according to its report, will either be allowed to remain on the Hills for a further 
period, or be required to join their Corps or Departments if the Board reports 
that by the re-establishment of their health they are fit for duty. 

11. Intermediate extension of leave on sick certificate to an Officer on the 
Hills will be granted only on the recommendation of a Board of Medical Offi- 
cers, to be convened by the Officer Commanding at Ootacamund. The Medical 
Officer doing duty on the Ilills who is not in attendance on the Patient is lobe 
nominated a Member of this Board, but if for want of Medical Officers a Board 
cannot be convened, the countersignature of a sick certifica|| by the Superintend- 
ing Surgeon of the Southern Division will be held sufficient to enable the Patient 
to remain until a Board can be assembled. 

12. The Proceedings on Medical Officers, which are to be prepared sepa- 
rately, are to be forwarded through the Medical Board — rand those for other 
Officers through the proscribed channels to Government or to the Adjutant Ge- 
neral of the Army. 

13. With the exception of the addition required in para 8 to the certificate 
of an Officer who may be sent to the Presidency without having appeared before 
a Board of Medical Officers, the forms of medical certificates given in Section 
VIII of the Medical Regulations are to continue in use as heretofore. 

14. The following form of Proceedings is to be adopted by Boards of 
Medical Officers, and will include one or more cases, according to the number 
of Officers to be examined. When medical certificates ar e confirmed, it will be 
sufficient to state the circumstance as briefly as possible — but m cases in which 
there may be a difference of opinion between the Officer who grants a certificate 
and a Board, whether at the same or at another Station, the reasons for not con- 
firming the certificate are to be fully recorded.

The present Regulations by which Superintending Surgeons ure entitled as 
such to Retiring Pensions of £300 and £365 a year, and Members of the Medical 
Hoard to Pensions of £500 and £700 a year, according to period of Service m 
those ranks respectively , f will cease to be the rule of the Service for Medical Offi- 
cers after the date of the introduction of the new arrangement ; but individuals 
then in the Seivice, and who may he appointed to the offices of Superintending 
Surgeon and Member of the Board within ten years from that date, will be 
allowed the option of retiring upon Pensions upon the old scale of length of 
service in those Ranks, instead of the new scale of length of seivice in India. 


The designation of 1st, 2d and 3d Members of the Medical Board is 
abolished, and the following Tales are substituted : 


Physician General 1st Member. 

Surgeon General 2d Member. 

Inspector General of Hospitals 3d Member. 


The Members of the Board will accordingly be commissioned with these Ti- 
tles, when appointed to the respective positions abovenientioued, und when retir- 
ing from the Service will be placed on the Retired List with the Title then 
lield by them. 

The Regulation which fixes the rank of Brigadier General as the relative 
Army Rank of Members of the Medical Board, will equally apply to those Mem- 
bers under the new Titles now established. 


All Surgeons of 30 years' Service to he designated iC Senior Surgeons," 
and their relative Rank with Officers of the Army to be that of Major. Tins 
arrangement, like all others having reference only to the rank and designation 
of Medical Officers, confers no claim whatever to superior allowances, und will 
make no change whatever in the nature of their employment.

No. 118 of 1843.— JJnder instructions from the Honorable the Court of 
Directors, received through the Government of India, the Most Noble the 
Governor in Council is pleased to publish the following regulations on certain 
points connected with the Medical rules published in G. O. G. No. 126, dated 
15th July 1842. 

1st. The Physician General, Surgeon General and Inspector General of 
Hospitals will, collectively, continue to perform the duties of the Medical Hoard 
as heretofore : their period of service, reckoning from the date of piomotion to 
Inspector General of Hospitals, will be five years, after which they will be re- 
quired, as was the case with a Member of the Medical Board, to retire ; and, as 
vacancies occur, the Inspector General will be promoted to the rank of Surgeon 
General, and the Surgeon General to that of Physician General. 

2d. No alteration has been made in the regulation which prescribes that 
ct vacancies in the Medical Board shall be filled up by selection from the Super- 
intending Surgeons, of such as shall be most distinguished for professional sci- 
ence and the zealous discharge of their duties, due regard being had to seniority 
in the Service when the qualifications of the individuals appear to be adequate to 
the correct performance of the duties of the office.” 

3d. A Superintending Surgeon, in virtue of his Staff' Appointment, is to 
take rank over all Garrison and Regimental Surgeons within his Division who 
maybe senior to him in the list of Surgeons; but in such cases, if Medical 
Officers desire it, they will be transferred to a Division the Superintending 
Surgeon of which is their senior in the Service. 

4th. The situation of Superintending Surgeon being considered a Staff 
appointment, the Government will be at liberty, should the interests of the pub- 
lic service require it, to remand him to the lank of Regimental Surgeon, or rather 
to remove him from his Staff appointment. 

5th. The regulation published in G. O. G. No. 226, dated Dth June 1835, 
which provides that no Medical Officer shall be considered eligible to the situa- 
tion of Superintending Surgeon, who shall not have served for two years in the 
military branch of his profession at some period subsequently to his promotion 
to the rank of Surgeon, continues still in force. 

6th. A Medical Officer holding the appointment of Superintending Sur- 
geon before Ins embarkation to Europe, will, on his return to India, be entitled 
to resume his appointment as a Superintending Surgeon.

The following Resolution of the Governor General in Council, is republish- 
ed for general information. 

No. 1656. — Fort William ; Financial Department , the 22 d November 1843. 

The Governor General in Council is pleased to direct that the following 
Resolution, prescribing the terms on which leave of absence on Private Affairs, or 
on Medical Certificate, will be granted hereafter to Medical Officers holding Civil 
Appointments, be published for general information ; 

Resolution . — Any Medical Officer in Civil Medical employ, who shall pro- 
ceed on leave of absence from the Station to which he is attached, whether on 
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Private Affairs or on Medical Certificate, shall forfeit enuring the period of such 
absence the whole of his Civil Salary, and shall be entitled to draw his Military 
Pay and Allowances only, subject to the Rules in the Military Department. The 
Medical Officer performing the duties of the absentee khall receive the entire. al- 
lowances of the situation in which he may be appointed \o officiate, unless he be 
iti Medical charge of a Regiment or the Wing of a Regiment, at the same Sta- 
tion, in winch case he will receive his allowance for such charge, and 100 Rupees 
a month additional for the performance of the Civil duties. 

Any Medical Officer in Civil Medical employ who shall be absent from Ins 
duty, whether on Medical Certificate or on account of his Private Affairs, for a 
period exceeding six months at one time, shall not be permitted to return to Ins 
Civil appointment without a fresh nomination (hereto, and shall be considered 
from the date of the expiration of the six months to be at the disposal of the Com- 
mundcr in Chief.

Promotion of Individuals In tlie Subordinate Grades of the 
Medical Department. 


Fort St. George, 16 tk July 1839. 

No. Ill of 1839. — The Right Honorable the Governor in Council is pleas- 
ed to establish the following regulations, for the promotion of individuals in the 
subordinate grades of the Medical Department. 

1. No Medical Apprentice shall be promoted to the rank of Assistant 
Apothecary, until reported qualified by the Superintendent of the Medical School; 
and any individual who shall /ail to qualify himself by the expiration of the 
prescribed course of instruction, will be removed from the Service. 

•Z. No Assistant Apothecary shall be promoied to the rank of 2d Apothe- 
cary, nor any 2d Apothecary to the rank of Apothecary, until he shall have 
passed his examination for the superior grade before a Board of Medical Officers 
at the Presidency. 

3. The Board will be composed of a Member of the Medical Board as 
President, with the Superintendent of the Medical School, or his Assistant, and 
the Senior Surgeon holding a fixed Medical appointment at the Presidency, as 
Members. 

4. The examination will embrace the following points, — pharmacy, and 
materia medica, reading and writing prescriptions, minor operations of surgery, 
general principles and pructice of vaccination, with such a knowledge of the 
nature and treatment ot diseases in general, as is considered sufficient to qualify 
the individuals for such charges as may usually devolve upon them. 

5. In the extent to which the examination is to be carried in the several 
particulars above specified, the Board will be guided in each case by the oppor- 
tunities whijdi the individual may have enjoyed of acquiring professional know- 
ledge^ as having had the advantage of previous instruction in the Medical School, 
or otherwise ; but uuder no circumstances is any individual to be passed for the 
superior grade, unless found perfectly qualified for the duties which he will 
actually be required to perform. 

6. Bach individual passed by the Board will receive a certificate of qualifi- 
cation for the next superior grade. 
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7. The examination will take place half yearly, in the months of January 
and July,* and for the convenience of individuals who may desire to obtain certi- 
ficates of qualification in anticipation of their promotion, Assistant Apothecaries 
from No. 1 to No. 10, add 2d Apothecaries from No. 1 to No. 5 inclusive, will 
be allowed to present (fiemselves before the Board for the purpose, which will 
obviate the necessity of their proceeding to the Presidency on their subsequent 
promotion. 

8. Second Apothecaries and Assistant Apothecaries succeeding to promo- 
tion when at distant Stations, not having already passed, will be appointed to 
act in the superior grade, until an opportunity may offer fbr their undergoing the 
prescribed examination at the Presidency. 

9. The assembly of the Board of Examiners, and all subsidiary details, 
will be under the direction of the Commander in Chief.

No. 181 of 1841. — In order to give just consideration to the claims of 
Medical Subordinates who may, by the exigencies of the Service, be continued 
for a protracted period under the provisions of Para. 8, G.O. G. 16th July 1839, 
No. Ill, and become unfit for further service, before an opportunity offers of 
their undergoing the required examination, the Right Honorable the Governor in 
Council is pleased to direct that they shall, in the first instance, be transferred to 
the Pension Establishment in the rank which they have permanently attained ; 
but that any Medical subordinate so situated shall be entitled to the Pension of 
the rank in which he was acting, from the date of his transfer to the Pension Es- 
tablishment, provided that he shall, immediately, or within the shortest practica- 
ble period, pass the examination required fora Medical Subordinate of that grade.

Art. 1. No person is admissible as a Subscriber to the Military Fund, un- 
less lie entered or dinll enter the service of the Honorable East India Company 
on the Madras Establishment as a Cadet or Assistant Chaplain, Cadets and 
Assistant Chaplains become Members of the Military Fund, as a condition of 
their appointment, and are eligible to its benefits from the date of their admis- 
sion on the establishment. Assistant Chaplains subscribe os Captains until they 
have served 15 years ; subsequently as Majors. — G.O. G., 12th June, 1838. 

Art. 2. Medical Officers (formerly received as Memben^inay continue 
in the Society on the old rules ; according to which a Surgeon pajte, fijid is en- 
titled to benefits, as a Cjkplain ; a Superintending Surgeon ; and a* 

Member of the Medical Board as Lieutenant Colonel ; but Medlcal Ofticers are 
no longer admissible. *' , 

Art. 3-* Assistant Chaplains or Cadets, being married, or having legitimate 
offspring, ure required to puy marriage donation and also subscription, at the 
Indian rates, of grade as married, with arrears to be calculated from the 
date of their admission on the establishment, or from the date of birth of the 
eldest surviving child, if the latter date be anterior ; with compound interest at 
8 per cent, per annum, on the whole amount of donation and subscriptjon/either 
at once, or by 25 equal monthly instalments, within 25 months of the date 
of admission. 

Art. 4. All subscriptions to the Fund are payable in India, monthly* in 
advance. 

Art. 5. Subscribers shall pay donations and subscriptions in the rime 
and manner hereafter defined agreeably to Tables A. and B. Wklowers with 
legitimate offspring to be considered and pay the same as married. Subscrip- 
tions are to commence from the date of admission on the Establishment of Fort

Art, 6. The donations of Cadets Cornets, 2d Lieutenants and Ensigns* 
and Assistant Chaplains may he paid, jn anticipation, in England ; thqso^nar- 
ried or having legitimate offspring will be further required on arrival in India to 
pay the subscriptions and iideUsi laid down in Article 3. ! ¥ 
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Art. 7. Donations on Entrance or Promotion mflst be paid immediately 
on becoming due, or by equal and regular monthly instalments, agreeably to 
Tabled., as married or single, commencing with the first pay drawn by the 
Subscriber after the event. If the Subscriber however\A)e promoted during the 
payment of such instalments, he must pay the new donation, as well as the 
balance of the old, at the higher rate of (he class into which he has been promoted. 

Art. 8. All marriages must be reported. — When a Subscriber, Widower 
or Bachelor, marries, his family will become eligible to the benefits of the Insti- 
tution if he duly report his marriage, and make, commence, or arrange to com- 
mence,* as below prescribed, the payments consequent thereon ; viz., increased 
subscription according to his class, arid the regulated donation, subject to increase 
agreeably to Table G. for disparity, if his age exceed that of Ins wife more than 
8 years.

Art. Q. If the repoTt of marriage be not made, and the prescribed pay- 
ment begun, within one month after the event, the donation will he increased 
by (I) one per cent, per mouth up to the date of announcement, and the pensions 
of the widow and children will be contingent upon the husband’s surviving 25 
months from the date of his report, and completing the payment together 
with all arrears of subscription (calculated from the date of marriage) and pe- 
nalties. Ifhowever the report be made within the month, and all the regular 
payments begun, or measures taken to begin them, and the husband should die 
before any or all of the instalments are paid, the widow and family will be en- 
titled to their pensions subject to the regulated deductions on account of Mi- 
nimum. 

Art. 10. The report of marriage must contain the dates of birth of the 
Wife and of the Subscriber, also the Christian name of the Wife. This informa- 
tion is necessary for the calculation of the amount of donation, and Subscribers 
should be careful in affording it, lest the omission, by leading to a reference, 
should involve a penalty as to time. In every case the best course to be follow- 
ed is, on making the report of marriage, immediately to commence the regulated 
subscriptions and instalments of donation, as laid down in Tubles A. and B. 

Art. 11. To secure for his daughters the continuance until marriage or 
death of the annuities to which they may become entitled from the Fund, in 
consequence of his decease, before they respectively attain the age of 21 years ; 
or to obtain for them similar Annuities at his death, if they have attained the 
Above age when the event occurs, a Subscriber is required within 10 days from 
date of birth of each daughter, to notify the same to the Secretary, and state 
that it is his intention to pay an additional donation of Rupees 282, which 
amount will become due to the Fund from date of birth, whether the child sub- 
sequently live or die. . If the Subscriber pay the whole donation within 30 days 
after the child’s birth, he will be allowed a discount or deduction of 10 per cent., 
if not, he must pay it within 12 months from date of birth of the daughter by 12 
equal monthly payments, commencing with the first month after the birth of 
the child* Vide Table A. Should he however fail in completing the payment 
within 12 months from date of the child’s birth, the amount will he forfeited to 
the Institution, and the child will be entitled to annuity only until 21 years of age. 

In addition to the above a monthly subscription of one Rupee or 2s. 3d. 
must be paid for each unmarried daughter and for each son under 21 years of 
age, without distinction of the rank of the Subscriber, who is consequently re- 
quired to report to the Secretary the date of birth, decease, and the attainment 
of 21 years of age of all children. 

Art, 12. A posthumous daughter, or a daughter whose father may die be-

Art. 15. Pleas of ignorance of the rules of the Society are not to be re- 
ceived in excuse for disregard of, or deviation from the Regulations ; nor does 
the employment of an Agent disinvest a Member or Annuitant of responsibility. 

Art. 16. All payments in India to the Fund must be made to Military 
Paymasters, or oilier functionaries from whose offices Subscribers receive their 
monthly pay and allowances, or into the Government Treasury at Madras. 

Art. 17. Payments of subscription to the Fund are made in England by 
deductions at the India House from the Pay bills or abstracts of Subscribers. 

Art. 18. All other payments to the Fund by Subscribers resident in Eu- 
rope are to be made to the Agents in London, whose particular duty it is to in- 
timate to Subscribers the existence and amount of all demands against them, 
and to obtain payment accordingly. 

Art. 19. The Secretary’s Office in India is solely one of check and audit 
of accounts, and he is prohibited from receiving cash or bills in liquidation of 
sums due to the Fund. 

Art. 20. Subscribers are exempted from the regular payments on ac- 
count of donation on promotion while absent in Europe on Furlough, or Sick 
Certificate, whether such promotion occur prior to leaving India or during their 
absence, but a discount of 10 per cent, will be allowed if the donation be paid 
within 30 days from the date of first receipt of pay in the advanced rank. 
On return to India and coming into the receipt of Indian Allowances the re- 
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gulated instalments must be commenced or resumed, 4 ' with the addition of 8 
per cent, on all payments suspended during such absence. 

A discount of 10 per cent, is allowed on all dotations if paid within 30 
days from the date they become due, viz., on entrance from date of admission 
on the Establishment in India, on marriage, or the birth of a daughter from 
the date of either event. On promotion from the date of drawing pay in the 
advanced rank. Donations are payable by regular and equal monthly instal- 
ments at the rate and within the periods laid down in Table A . of the regu- 
lations. 

Art. 21. Subscribers who may be prevented drawing pay by a tempo- 
rary cause, such as captivity, suspension from pay, or the like, shall, during 
such period, be exempted from penalties for non-payment of subscriptions 
or donations on entrance or promotion ; but on the removal of the cause, and 
upon the receipt of pay, they shall be required to pay up all arrears within a 
period equal to that of their temporary incapacity, and immediately succeeding 
it, by regular and equal monthly instalments. 

Subscribers omitting to draw pay, or whose Agent3 neglect or cease to 
draw pay on their account when due, are not under the above clause ex- 
empted from penalty on arrears. Officers proceeding to Europe on private 
affairs, or remaining on extended furlough and ceasing to draw pay from 
Government during such absence, are required to make anangements at Home, 
for the regular payments of subscription as it becomes due at the Europe rate. 

Art. 22. Expulsion or withdrawal from the Fund, dismissal from or 
resignation of the service, involve the forfeiture of all claims to the benefits of 
the "Fund, as also of the amount of the Subscribers’ donations and subscriptions,, 
and all other sums paid up to the period of separation ; but the restoration of 
a dismissed Officer to the service entitles him to re-ad missiou, on payment of 
arrears with compound interest at 8 per cent, per annum, within a period equal 
to and immediately succeeding that of his disqualification. 

Art. 23. Subscribers while in the receipt of income allowance from the 
Fund, ar enol exempted from the payment of monthly subscription, or of the in- 
stalments of marriage donation. 

Art. 24. The payment of the Minimum by no means exempts the Sub- 
scriber from the continuance of subscriptions and donations, so long as he shull 
remain a member of the Fund. 

Art. 25. Subscribers who retire from the service on the prescribed Pension 
of their ranks, or on Half Pay, or on Lord Clive’s Fund, shall not forfeit their 
rights as Subscribers to the benefits of the Fund, provided they continue the 
payments prescribed in Table B. The two last classes may, if they prefer it, 
pay donations and only half subscriptions, in which case their families at their 
death will be entitled only to half the benefits derivable from the institution. 

Art. 26. Subscribers who leave the service before they are entitled to any 
pension, cease to be members of the Fund, and shall not receive back any part 
of the sums they may have paid to it. 

Art. 27. Current Payments due by deceased Subscribers to the Military 
Fund, are recoverable from their Estates under the head of regimental debts. 

^ Art. 28. The benefits derivable from the Fund are, First , such as are 
granted to Subscribers while living — Second , such as are granted to the widows 
and legitimate children of deceased Subscribers. 

Art. 29* All applications for benefits will be decided agreeably to the 
Regulations, by the Directors, whose duty it will be in case of doubt to catl for 
further information from the claimants ; and if this information should not be 
satisfactory, they are authorized to disallow the claim till the decision of the 
Subscribers at large be known, to whom the case will be immediately referred. 

Art. 30. A Subscriber of whatever rank proceeding to Europe on sick 
certificate, is entitled for his equipment to Company’s Rupees 200, and if mar- 
ried, in addition thereto, to Rupees 200 for his wife, and Rupees 100 for each 
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legitimate child who ma/ accompany him. No allowance for equipment will, 
in any case, be made to a Subscriber or his family returning to India. 

Art. 31. A Subscriber, of the rank of Captain, about to proceed to Europe 
on sick certificate, in conformity with the regulations of the Army, and who does 
not receive passage money from, nor has a passage found him by Government, 
shall receive 1,400 Rupees from the Military Fund, on application. Passage 
money is not allowed to Field Officers except on loan. When passage money 
as a Subaltern is claimable from the Fund the amount is 1,200 Rupees. 

Art. 32. Subscribers proceeding to England on sick certificate, being 
allowed passage money by the Government, are not entitled to receive the same 
from the Fund. A Captain or Subaltern, who may have proceeded to Europe 
on sick certificate, is entitled, on return to India, if not provided with a passage 
at the expense of Government, to receive from the Agents in England, the former 
£110, the latter £95. 

Art. 33. Subscribers, being Subalterns, proceeding to England on sick 
certificate, shall be allowed the sum of £21 7 6 per annum for a Lieutenant, 
and £44 3 9 for a Cornet, 2d Lieutenant or Ensign ; commencing from the date 
of arrival in England, and continuing so long as they shall be in receipt of pay 
there, viz. 24 years. 

Art. 34. Captains of Artillery, Engineers or Infantry, and all Subalterns, 
who have proceeded to England on sick certificate, are entitled to income allow- 
ance for their families, if they are manied or widowers with offspring, as follows : 
£20 for the wife, and £10 per annum for each legitimate child with them ; the 
latter allowance, however, is to he reduced in the case of a plurality of children 
with them in the manner prescribed by Article 39. Provided, however, that 
such additional allowance for the whole family shall never exceed the sum of 
£48 15 0 per annum. Captains of Cavalry are not entitled to any income 
allowance for themselves or families. 

Art. 35. The personal benefits are issuable in one instance only ; — that 
is, a Subscriber can only once have passage money Home, and out, equipment 
allowance, and income allowance for himself and family for 2j years ; but any 
benefit not granted on the first, may be claimed on a future occasion of pro- 
ceeding on sick certificate to Europe, and on such occasion will be allowed 
according to the Subscriber’s rank and condition at the time of applying for it. 

Art. 36. The widow and legitimate children of a deceased Subscriber are 
entitled to the annuities specified in Table E, subject to the deductions prescrib- 
ed in Table I>, until his Minimum slmll have been made good. 

Art. 37. The annuity to a widow, shall, on re-marriage, be suspended 
during her coverture ; but if she survive this husband, she may revert to the 
annuity : and so for any number of re-marriages. A widow cannot receive two 
annuities from the Fund at the same time ; but if she have survived two or more 
husbands, members of the Fund, she shall be entitled to the annuity of the 
highest class either of her husbands may have belonged to, at their respective 
deaths. 

Art. 38. Sons may anticipate their annuities after fifteen years of age, at 
the rates iu Table JF, accordingly as the mother may, or may not, be living at 
ihe time ; and if she should die after this anticipation, and before his attaining 
21 years of age, the difference shall then be paid to the son according to sam™ 
Table, at the mother's death. In both cases a sufficient acquittance shall be 
required of the guardians for the security of the Fund against any future demand 
for annuity. 

Art. 39. The annuities of children of the same father and . mother whose 
mother is an annuitant are liable to the following deductions : 

Number of Children, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 0, 10, 

Per Centage, ... 5, 15, 30, 50, 75, 105, 140, 180, 225, 

on an average Annuity. 

Art. 40. The Quarterly applications for annuities of widows and daugh- 
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lets above the age of 12 years are to be accompanied by solemn declarations on 
honor that the Annuitants continue unmarried. 

Art. 41. The guardians of children bereft of both parents, or removed by 
competent authority from the cure of the mother, may receive the annuities on 
production of the authority for them to act as guardians. 

Art. 42. Every widow benefiting by the Military Fund, and not provided 
with a passage at the expense of Government, is entitled to passage money only 
once, whether to Europe or such place as she may desire to fix her residence in, 
according to the following scale, and provided she avails herself of this advati- 
tage within 5 years from the date of her husband's decease. 

To Europe or America, from India. 

To India, from Europe or America. 

Widow of a Colonel, Lieutentant Colonel, and Major, Rs. 1,500 
Captain and Subaltern, » 1,200 

To the Cape of Good Hope, from India. 

To Europe or India, from the Cape of Good Hope or other places beyond 
our Indian settlements, such as Australia, 2>3rds of the* above rates according 
to the respective class of the parties. 

Art. 43. Passage money to orphan children of deceased Subscribers 
under 12 years of age is also issuable once, without reference to the place to 
which proceeding from India. The rale of passage money for such children is 
fixed as follows : 

To an Orphan having lost hts or her Father, „ , . Rs. 250 
To each additional Orphan, up to the number of 4, . . ,, 250 

which is the Maximum to any one family of children having lost their father 
only. 

To an Orphan having lost both Parents, Rs, 700 

To 2 do. do. do „ 1,200 

To 3 or more do. do „ 1,500 

which is the Maximum allowed, under any circumstances, to orphans of the 
same family proceeding together to Europe or the Cape, &c. from India. 

Art. 44. Passage money drawn under Articles 42 and 43 and not applied 
to the purpose for which it is granted, within 6 months from«date of issue, must 
be refunded ; and if not returned on demand, payment of annuity will cease, 
until the amount is recovered in full. 

Art. 45. No claim to any arrears of annuity or other allowance, or to any 
personal benefit, shall be admitted unless preferred within three years after the 
benefit or arrears in question became claimable. 

Art. 46. From any sum claimable from the Fund by Subscribers or An- 
nuitants, is to be deducted, any balances due to it by them on account of unau- 
thorized arrears, and any former overpayment, loan or advance to them. 

0 Art. 47. With the exception of equipment allowance no benefit will be 
granted in full to any Subscriber or his family, unless the net balance of his 
account in favor of the Fund, after debiting all payments made to him during 
his life, against all his payments to the Institution, (with the exception of dona- 
tion for daughters, penalties and the per centage chargeable under the Disparity 
Scale) shall be equal to the amount of his Minimum as shown in Table C, and 
a fresh Minimum must be paid by remarried widowers for each family they may 
leave dependant on the Fund. Hence should the clear boitfi-fide balance fall 
short of this, deductions shall be made from every benefit, with the above excep- 
tion, agreeably to the rates laid down in Table X>, until the Minimum is rea- 
lised to the Fund. 
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Art. 48. All payments in India from the Fund are made by drafts on 
the Sub-Treasurer to Government, under the signature of five Directors, and 
the counter-signature of t)*e Secretary. 

Art. 49. Generallf all regular periodical payments from the Fund in 
India are made quarterly, on the 1st January, 1st April, 1st July, and 1st 
October in arrears, but whenever claimants are about to leave India, all arrears 
due are to be paid up to the latest date practicable. 

Art. 50. In order to prevent litigation, it is required that every application 
for any benefit from the Fund shall be accompanied by the written obligation 
of the applicant to conform and submit to the decision of the Directors or Sub- 
scribers. 

Art. 51. AH income derived from the Madras Military Fund is declared 
to be unalienable ; and the attempt to alienate such income, in any manner or 
under any pretence, involves the forfeiture of all claims on the Institution. 

Art. 52. Personal applications at the Military Fund Office are not con- 
sidered official ; every Officer making sucli application is required to write the 
substance of the information he requires in a letter to the Secretary before he 
leaves the Office, in order that the inconvenience occasioned by such personal 
applications may be obviated. 

Art. 53. The appeal of any Subscriber, Annuitant ot claimant on the Fund, 
against a decision of the Directors, upon any subject not specifically provided 
for by the regulations, if supported by three or more Directors, is to be referred 
for the consideration and decision by vote of the Subscribers. In like manner 
any three or more Diiectors may require any question, admitted by the majority 
at a Meeting to be unprovided tor by the regulations, to be referred for decision 
by vote of the Subscribers. 

Ait. 54. In tlie cases adverted to in the preceding article the decision of 
the Subscribers is final, and in all other cases the decision of the Directors is 
final. 

Art. 55. Any attempt of a Subscriber or Annuitant to revive or agitate by 
process of law a question finally disposed of ns above described, involves the 
highest penalty awarded by the regulations, which is absolute forfeiture of all 
claims on the Fund, present and prospective, for self and family. 

Art. 56. Loans are granted by the Fund to Subscribers in India wbo have 
been eight years, and upwards, in the Fund, under the following Rules and 
restrictions : 

1st. To a Subscriber proceeding from India to Europe (or America) on sick 
certificate, and not receiving a Passage, or Passage Money, from Government, 
nor from the Fund — a Loan of the amount of Passage Money fixed in the fol- 
lowing Table — and, under similar circumstances, Equipment Allowance in like 
manner — to be repaid, with interest, in full, in 25 monthly instalments, com- 
mencing from time of his return to India. 

2nd. To a Subscriber, paying as married, so proceeding on Sick Certifi- 
cate, for his wife, and for each child, accompanying him, a loan of the amount #f 
Passage Money and Equipment Allowance, as fixed in the following Table re- 
duced under Rule 4— to be repaid, with interest, in full (besides any Loangrant- 
ed for his own Passage, &c.) in 25 monthly instalments, commencing from the 
time of his return to India; or if still a Subaltern, from the time of his becoming 
a Regimental Captain, whichever he may prefer. 

3rd. To a Subscriber paying as married, requiring to send his wife and 
children, or either of them, from India to Europe, or elsewhere — or to bring 
them out to join him in India — a Loan of the amount of Passage Money for 
each person so proceeding as fixed in the following Table, and Rules— do bo re- 
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paid with interest in full, in 25 monthly, instalments, commencing from the Fay 
next received after the Loan.

The term Adult means each person above 15 years of age. 


The term Infant means each person under 15 years of age. 

4tli. When two or more persons of the same family are proceeding together, 
full Passage Money is allowed only to one person, und to each other person only 
half; viz. a Captain with his wife, and one child, are proceeding together to 
Europe: he could only be allowed as Passage Money Rupees 1,4004-700+300 
=2,400 Rupees. Tiiis reduction equally applies if the Subscriber receives his 
full Passage Money from Government or from the Fund. 

5th. When proceeding from, or to, India, to or from any other part of the 
world than Europe or America, two-thirds Passage Money only is allowed. 

6th. The following limits are fixed for the various ranks of Subscribers, 
beyond which no Loan can be granted under any circumstances, viz. 


Field Officers and Chaplains Raps. 5,000 

Captains and Assistant Chaplains ,, 4,000 

Subalterns ,, 2,500 


7th. The rale of interest on all Loans is fixed at 9 per cent, per annum, or 
12 Annas per month for each 100 Rupees : this must in all cases be regularly 
paid up, whether in Europe, India, or elsewhere, as the Subscriber draws his 
pay, until the principal is repaid. 

8th. Repayment of principal must be made in the prescribed number of 
monthly instalments, of equal amount (besides interest,) commencing from the 
time prescribed by Rule, and continued regularly each successive month until 
the whole is repaid. 

Oth. Should the Subscriber die while in debt to the Fund on account of 
any Loan, the amount so due and its interest shall in the first place be recovera- 
ble from the claims of his widow or children, as prescribed for Minimum in Ar- 
ticle 47. 

10th. In addition to the recoveries to he made whenever practicable, from 
the Annuities to families of deceased Subscribers, who die in debt, to the Fund 
on account of Loan, a levy of 1 per cent, will be made, on the issue of all per- 
sonal benefits to Subscribers, to meet every loss that may result from dispensing 
with Securities when Loans are taken. 

11th. No fresh Loan can be granted to any Subscriber yvhile any former 
Loan, or any part of such, remains unrepaid. 

12th, No Loan is allowable to any Subscriber while absent from India; 
nor to any Subscriber of less than 8 years* standing in the Fund. 

l&h. In applying for a Loan the Subscriber must forward his Declara- 
tion on honor, signed in the presence of two attesting Officers or Gentlemen, 
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specifying distinctly the ptirpose of which it is required, and engaging to refund 
immediately the whole, or any part, of the Loan which may not be appropriated 
to such purpose. # 

14th. Previous to jeceiving the amount of a Loan the Subscriber may fur- 
nish to the Secretary his personal Bond and irrevocable order on the Pay- 
master, signed in the presence of two attesting Officers, or Gentlemen; ir- 
revocably engaging to repay it os prescribed by these Rules, and authoriz- 
ing the recovery of the instalments, interest, &c., by stoppages from his 
pay abstract. 

Art. 57. Whenever interest is chargeable under the regulations on sums 
receivable or payable by the Fund, it is to be calculated at the rate of 8 per 
cent, per annum. 

# Art. 58. The entire management and control of the affairs of the Fund 
are entrusted to thirteen Directors, nominated from amongst the Subscribers 
temporarily stationed, or permanently residing at Madras, St. Thomas's Mount, 
and Puiaveram, by the votes of the Subscribers in India. Five or more Di- 
rectors form a quorum, and can transact business at meetings. The Director 
of the highest military rank, and the senior ol that rank, is considered the per- 
manent President, takes the chair at all meetings at which he is present, and has 
the privilege of giving a casting vote. When the President is absent from a 
meeting, the chair is taken by the Director of the highest military rank, and 
the senior of that rank, who may be present, and he exercises the privilege of 
giving a casting vote when requisite. 

Art. 59. Two Provisional Directors are nominated by the Subscribers in 
India, who succeed to places in the di lection on the occurrence of vacancies, 
anti are required to act as Directors during the absence from the Piesideucy, 
without vacating office, of permaj^nt Directors. 

Art. 60. A Director who obtains leave of absence from the Presidency for 
twelve months or moie, or who is absent, from any cause, for twelve consecu- 
tive months, is held to have vacated office. 

Art. 61. A meeting of the Directors is held regular ly once in each month, 
at the Military Fund Office, for the transaction of current and ordinary business. 
Special Meetings are held whenever required to dispose of urgent or particular 
business : and it rests with any Director or Directors, or with the Secretary, to 
represent the occurrence of such necessity to the President, who will convene a 
special Meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving the application. 

Art. 62. No special Meeting can be called for the purpose of reconsider- 
ing the resolution or resolutions of any former Meeting, unless at the requisi- 
tion of a greater number of Directors than attended the former Meeting. 

Art. 63. The Secretary is to commence circulating to all the Directors, 
fourteen days before each regular monthly Meeting, all letters received, and 
all drafts of letters despatched by him, on the business of the Fund, since the 
last monthly meeting. These documents, which, for convenience of reference, 
are to be divided into separate parcels niaiked respectively “ particular" and 
“ ordinary," are, after being circulated as above prescribed, to be laid before 
the Directors in meeting. They are, while in circulation, not to be detained 
by any Director for more than one day, and are to be returned to the circulat- 
ing peon on his application for them. 

Art. 64. A record of the proceedings of the Directors in each meeting 
is to be prepared by the Secretary, and authenticated by the signature of each 
Director present. The dissent of a Director or Directors from any resolution 
of the majority can only be expressed, for the information of the Subscribers, 
in the shape of a dissent or protest against it ; but any Director has the power 
of requiring the Secretary to enter opposite any resolution, in the manuscript 
record of proceedings, the names of the Voters for and against it. 

Art. 65. Printed copies of the records of proceedings of the Directors 
in meetings, in which are recorded the decisions of Subscribers on all sub- 
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jccts referred for their votes, and all other communications from the Board of 
Direction to the Subscribers in India, are transmitted by the Secretary in the 
manner prescribed in Article 104. t 

Art. 66. The Directors have the power of sanctioning such temporary 
extra expenses as are absolutely necessary, to enable them to perform their 
duties and have the office duties of the Secretary duly performed. Whenever 
extra expenditure is sanctioned, the circumstances, amount, See. are to be noted 
in the record of proceedings. The Directors have not the power of granting any 
permanent salary or making any money grant or payment unprovided for by 
regulations, except in cases of the most obvious and urgent necessity, and subject 
to express confirmation by two-thirds of the votes received, as prescribed iu 
the preceding article. 

Art. 67. Occasional Sub-Committees are appointed by the Directors, 
when necessary, for the purpose of framing regulations, inspecting and reporting 
upon the state of the Office Accounts and Records, and other purposes. 

Art. 68. A standing Sub-Committee of Finance and Audit, composed of 
three Directors, is appointed by the Directors to make the necessary arrange- 
ments, in communication with the Secretary, for funding the capital, and audit- 
ing the annual Account Current. Every Director is liable to be employed in 
this and every other Sub-Committee ; and the ordinaiy period of employment 
on the Committee of Finance and Audit is held to be from the 1st January, or 
other date of nomination, to the 31st December following. 

Art. 69. The management of the affuirsof the Fund in F.urope is conduct- 
ed by a Committee, formed in London of 24 Subscribers resident permanently 
or temporarily in the United Kingdom, whose original appointment was made 
or recognized by the Board of Direction in India; but who fill up all va- 
cancies in their body, and elect their Piesid^t. The names of the President 
and Members, and all changes in the Committee, are required to be duly re- 
ported, for the information of the Board of Direction in India. 

Art. 70. The Home Committee of management hold general meetings 
quarterly on the 2d Mondays in January, April, July and October, at the office 
of the Agents in London, to dispatch any business requiring attention. Three 
Members form a quorum and are competent to transact business. When the 
President is absent from a meeting, the Members mesent call one of themselves 
to the chair. One of the Agents, or some qualified person employed by them 
with the permission of the Home Committee, is to act as Secretary at the Com- 
mittee’s meetings. Copies of all the proceedings of the Home Committee, Sub- 
Committee, and annual meeting of Subscribers, are to be forwarded to the Board 
of Direction in India after each meeting. 

Art. 71. The Home Committee are authorized to make such arrangements 
as they consider requisite for the transaction of the business of the Fund iu Eu- 
rope, either by the nomination of a standing Sub-Committee, of which three will 
form a quorum, or by holding special meetings in addition to the regular quar- 
terly meetings, and also to convene a meeting of the Subscribers at large when 
the Committee may deem it requisite. 

Art. 72. The general business of the Fund is conducted, under the orders 
of the Directors, by a Secretary appointed by them, who must be an Officer of 
the Army and a Subscriber to the Fund. 

Art. 73. The Secretary to the Military Fund, being appointed by the Di- 
rectors, is removable from office by the same authority. 

Art. 74. His salary is 350 Rupees per mensem ; and the sum of 300 Ru- 
pees per mensem is allowed for his office establishment, to cover all ordinary 
and current expenses on account of Writers, stationery, and contingencies of all 
kinds, except Printer’s charges. 

Art. 75. The Secretary is not allowed to accept, or perform the duties of, 
any other appointment, without the previous and express permission of the Di- 
rectors. 
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Art. 76. The atterftlance of the Secretary at hi# office is required to be for 
the same periods daily, and under the same rules, as in the Government offices 
at Madras in general. , 

Art. 77. With the»exception of returns and correspondence of a confiden- 
tial nature, all the books and records of the Fund are open to the inspection of 
any Subscriber at the Military Fund Office in Fort St. George, from 11 o'clock 
a. m. to 3 o'clock p. m., every day, except Sunday. 

Art. 78. The following books are to be kept in the office, all entries there- 
in being authenticated by the signature or initials of the Secretary : 

1. Ledger : containing a Dr. and Cr. account with each Individual Sub- 
scriber, balanced annually, with Index. 

2. Cash Book : containing the receipts and payments, and balanced 
monthly. 

3. A nominal Roll of Subscribers and their families: containing dates of 
arrival in India, admission and promotion of Subscribers, date of marriages, 
births and deaths, &c. 

4. A Monthly Report Book : containing the admission of new Subscrib- 
ers, with Promotions, Alterations, and Casualties. 

5. List of Cadets and Chaplains : to whom a communication is required 
to be made agreeably to the Regulations. 

6. Book showing the Amount of Stoppages made by Paymasters monthly, 
under their separate heads. 

7. Book containing a list of all Letters received and answered. 

8. Book showing all sums drawn by Subscribers for Equipment and In- 
come Allowance, Passage Money, &c. and the deductions therefrom when the 
Minimum of the Subscriber has not been realized by the Institution, at the time 
of his requiring the above aids. 

9 . Book of Accounts Current with Subscribers who have received Loans. 

10. Book containing the Accounts Current with the General Treasury. 

11 . Book of Certificates, granted to Subscribers proceeding to Europe on 
fuilough and sick eeitificate. 

12. Book containing copies of all Letters despatched. 

13. Files of Printed Letters despatched. 

14. Office Acquittance Roll. 

Separate Books containing Printed Extracts from the Minutes of Meetings 
of Directors, Circulars to Subscribers, files of Letters Received, and drafts of Let- 
ters Despatched, arc also kept in the office, • 

Art. 79. The accounts of the Fund are to be kept in sterling money, and in 
Company's Rupees; the latter at tiie rate of two shillings and three pence per 
Rupee. No other currency is to appear in the accounts. 

Art. 80. Immediately after the audit of accounts is completed annually, 
every member indebted to the Fund is to be informed of the amount due by him 
up to the date of the audit. 

Art. 81. All the manuscript books in use are to he kept available and ready 
for the inspection of the Directors at every monthly meeting ; and it is the duty 
of the Secretary, whenever a book, from any cause, is not properly written up, 
to report and explain the circumstance to the Directors. 

Art. 82. Letters received on the business of the Fund, of an ordinary 
nature, may be replied to by the Secretary without being first laid before the 
Directors in meeting. In like manner all ordinary communications, to Sub- 
scribers and others, may be made by the Secretary whenever necessary; but 
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no letter of any kind is to be despatched from his dffice unless the draft of it 
has been previously passed by three Directors, whose initials in ink must 
appear thereon. 

Art. 83. Files of printed copies of the Records of Proceed ines of the Di- 
rectors in Meetings, of Circular Letters to the Subscribers, and of Reports and 
Letters from Actuaries and others, are to be regularly kept and laid on the table 
at all Meetings of the Directors. 

Art. 84. No arrears of business 'are to be allowed to accumulate in the 
office, and whenever any arrear occurs or exists, it is to be at once reported and 
explained to the Directors by the Secretary. 

Art. 85. The Secretary is answerable for the safe custody of the office re- 
cords and furniture, of which complete and correct lists are always to be kept in 
the office. 

Art. 86. The Secretary is vested with the entire control and management 
of his office establishment ; and has the power of discharging and entertaining 
writers and other office servants; but is required to report, for the information 
of the Directors, every alteration in the establishment, either by casualty, 
or by reduction of, or addition to monthly pay, at the next meeting after 
its occurrence. 

Art. 87. Should the Secretary be prevented by illness or other reason from 
attending his office for more than thieedays consecutively, he is required to re- 
port the circumstance to the Directors at their next meeting. 

Art. 88. Should the Secretary be prevented, by any cause, from attending 
a Meeting of the Directors, he is, if possible, to give timely previous notice of the 
circumstance, mentioning at the same time some Subscriber who has consented to 
act in his stead. 

Art. 89. Prior to applying for leave of absence from the Presidency, the 
Secretary must notify his intention to do so for the information of the Directors. 
During absence, he is not entitled to any part of the salary of his appointment, 
which is payable in full to the Officer nominated to officiate for him. lie is 
however allowed to make arrangements to provide a substitute, and to nominate 
the latter ; who will be appointed to officiate, accordingly, if approved by the 
Directors. 

Art. 90. Each Cadet and Assistant Chaplain on his arrival in India is to 
be informed by the Secretary of his enrolment as a member of the Fund, and 
required to state his condition as bachelor, married, or widower; his date of 
birth; and, if married, the date of his marriage, the date of his wife’s birth, 
hei®fchristian name, or names, and the date of birth and name or names of each 
of his living children; and if widower, the date of birth and name or names of 
each of his living children, and also whether he has been furnished with a copy 
of the Regulations in Europe. On the receipt of this statement the Secretary 
is to apprize the Subscriber of the contributions required of him, and the man- 
ner in which they must be paid ; and, if necessary, supply him with a copy of 
the Regulations. 

Art. 91. The Secretary is to take care that no incorrect or incomplete copy 
of the Regulations is kept in use in, or sent out of, the office. All corrections 
or alterations directed from time to time are to be made in every copy in use in 
the office, or about to be supplied to a Subscriber or Annuitant, either by print- 
ed fly-leaves or in manuscript. 

Art. 92. Subscribers and Annuitants proceeding to Europe are to be fur- 
nished by the Secretary with Certificates for delivery to the Agents in London ; 
which documents are to contain complete statements, for the guidance of the 
Agents, of payments to be made on account of the Fund to and by the parties 
in question. 
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Art. 93. According to the original rules of the Fund, the Ageut in England, 
as well as the Secretary in India, was required to be an Officer of the Army and 
a Subscriber to the Fund ; but under a regulation established on the 5lli of June 
1835, the present Agents hie the members of a Mercantile firm in London, who 
have been required to furnish personal security to the amount of 3,000£ tor the 
due fulfilment of their engagement. 

Art. 94. The Agents to the Fund in England are appointed by the Board 
of Direction in India, nnd are removable by the same authority : but in the 
event of the sudden resignation, or bankruptcy of the Agents, or in any other 
case of emergency, the Home Committee are empowered to nominate temporary 
Agents. 

Art. 95. The total salary of the Agents is 275£ per annum, which is to 
cover all expenses on account of office establishment and contingencies of every 
kind, including the necessary expenseb of printing, postage, messengers, &C.&C., 
attendunt on the preparation of the records of the proceedings of the Home Com* 
mittee and Sub-Committee, for which an extra allowance, of 50£ per annum, 
is granted. 

Art. 96. The office of the Agents in London is to be open to all Sub- 
scribers from 11 o’clock a. m. to 3 o’clock P. m. every day, except Sunday, to 
enable them to refer to the books and records whenever necessary ; and the 
Agents are to furnish information on all matters connected with the Fund on 
application from Subscribers and Annuitants. 

Art. 97. The Agents in England are to keep themselves supplied with a 
sufficient number of correct copies of the Regulations, by reprint of the last nf 
those forwarded from India, of which it is their duty to furnish a copy to each 
newly appointed Assistant Chaplain and Cadet gratis, and to eucli other 
Subscriber or Annuitant at the fixed price, on application for the same. 
They are to report to the Secretary at Madras, for the information of the 
Di lectors, the dates of all marriages, and births of children, of Subscribers 
resident in Europe. 

Art. 98. All payments to the Fund by Subscribers resident in India, 
Cape, New South Wales, China, &c., are to be made in India, in Indian cur- 
rency ; and all payments by Subscribers resident in Europe or elsewhere beyond 
the limits of the East India Company’s Charier, are to be made in London, in 
English currency, agreeably to Tables A, B, C, and G. 

Art. 99. All payments from theTund to the parties resident in India, at 
the Cape, in Australia, China, &c., or their Agents, are to be made in India, in 
Indiun currency ; and to puriies resident in Europe or elsewhere beyond the 
limits of the East India Company’s Charier, or their Agents in London, in Eng* 
lisli currency, agreeably to Tables E and F 0 

Art. 100. Payments from the Fund to parties resident in Europe ere 
made by the Agents, on account of the Institution, by certificates on the Trea- 
sury at the India House. Every certificate to be made out in favor of the party 
actually entitled to receive the same. 

Art. 101. According to the original rules of the Fund, all donations to it 
are reserved for the purpose of forming a capital ; all other income being avail- 
able to meet current and duly authorized demands. 

Art. 102. According to the original rules of the Fund, all money belong- 
ing to it in India is to be vested in the Honorable Company’s Securities. It is, 
accordingly, the particular duty of the Sub- Committee of Finance und Audit, 
in communication with the Secretary, to make arrangements for so vesting the 
money of the Fund ; a floating balance sufficient to meet all current demands 
being always left in the Government Treasury at Madras. 

Art. 103. Should the available means of the Society at any period fall 
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short of the liabilities for the time being, the Directors «re empowered to order 
proportionate atul equal deductions according to Table D to be made trom all 
annuities, to cover the temporary deficiency. Subsequently should a surplus 
income exist, the deductions are. to be made good, (without interest), out of 
such surplus. 1 

Art. 104. The votes, on all subjects, of the Subscribers in India are call- 
ed for by Circular Letters under the signature of the Secretary, forwarded, with 
the permission of His Excellency the Coimnunder-in-Chief obtained through the 
Adjutant General of the Army, to *Corps, Departments, and individual Sub- 
sctibers. The votes of the Subscribers in Europe are collected by the Agents in 
London under the instructions of the Home Committee, and transmitted to the 
Secretary at Madras. 

Art. 105. The period allowed for voting on any reference, or question 
which can be decided by a simple majority ot votes, is three months, and accord- 
ingly, at the termination of the third month from the dale of the Circular Letter 
by winch the question or reference was submitted for the votes of Subscribers, 
it is considered disposed of according to the votes then received. 

The period allowed for voting on a proposition which cannot he carried un- 
less two- thirds of the votes received use in favor of it, is five months. 

Art, 106. No proposed salary or donation, unprovided for by the rules, 
can be granted ; no proposed new rule can be established ; and no proposed 
alteration or revision ol uny existing rule can be made, unless two-thirds of the 
votes received are in favor of the proposition. All other questions referred for 
the votes of the Subsciibers are decided by a simple majority of the votes re- 
ceived.

1. Officers of the above description will be allowed, on proof of health, to 
insure survivorship pensions for iheir wives, to the full extent of the regulated 
pensions to widows of Subscribers of corresponding rank on the regular esta- 
blishment, or for one-quarter, a half, or three-quaiters of such reguluted pension, 
ou payment of an equivalent single or monthly premium according to age, to be 
determined on the principle laid dbwn in Article 162, Davies’ 1st Report (Foi- 
mula A — A B taken from Tables 10 and 32) the amount of which premium can 
be ascertained on application to the Secretary. 

2. In the event of the parly preferring to insure by monthly instead of a 
single premium such monthly payment will cease on the death oj either the husband 
or wife y and whichever mode of payment be adopted, the pension will be conti- 
nued to the widow for Ufe without being subject to suspension in case of her 
remarriage, 

II. Pensions to Children. 

1. Officers of the above description at present in the service will also be 
allowed to secure for each of their children the full amount, or such proportion 
of the pensionary benefits heldout to the children of members of the regular ser- 
vice as their means wiki allow, the proportions being restricted, as in the case of 
widows, to a quarter, a half, o I three-quarters* 

2. Thus to secure the same pensionary advantage as is allowed the children 
of regular Subscribers, payment of the equivalent, as regulated by the last two 
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columns of Tables 21* iP for sons, and by the corresponding columns of Table 
26* if fox daughters^ must be made by tingle premium , and for half the above 
benefits half the amount vyll he charged. 

Application to insure for any of the above benefits, supported by certificate 
of health and of dates of birth of parents and children, must be preferred Within 
six months from the date on which the Rule is passed by the Army : or the ap- 
plication will not be admitted. 

Those who insure to the full extent of the pension allowed to widows of 
Members of the regular establishment, wilvbe allowed to effect a further Assur- 
ance on promotion to a higher grade, or for any additional children that may be 
born to them, and those who insure for less than the fixed rates will be allowed 
to augment their original amount insured, on production of a fresh certificate of 
health and at the rates prescribed for their then ages : but to obviate complexity 
of accounts such additional insurance by either party can only be allowed to & 
effected by a single payment ; and if for an additional phild the application 
must be made within six months of the date of birth. 

The pensions assured to widows and children of the said Officers will be 
issuable without deduction on account of minimum ; and it must be distinctly 
understood that Officers insuring as above are not eligible for personal benefits, 
either to themselves or families. 

The case of Officers who may hereafter receive commissions on the regular 
establishment will be provided for on receipt of the revised Tables under prepa- 
ration by the Actuary. 

If an Officer of the Non-effective Establishment who shall have effected an 
assurance for his family 9hall be dismissed from the service, or leave Ids contri- 
butions unpaid for three months, such assurance will be null and void, and all 
advantages to his family will be forfeited. 

All payments must be made in India in Rupees} and through Paymasters or 
other official channels, or into the General Treasury at Madras. Instalments 
must be paid monthly as above from the Assurer’s abstracts*? , 

On demise of wife or children the policy becomes void so far as the deceased 
may have been interested in it, but no part of the payments made on account of 
the deceased can be returned, and in the event of re-marriage a new assurance, 
on the foregoing terms and conditions, if desired, can be entered into.

5th. All married Officers shall sub- 
scribe to the Fund within three months 
after joining their regiments or stations, 
and bachelors within three months after 
their niurriuge : any Officer neglecting so 
to do, shall at no future time be admitted 
as a subscriber, unless by the sanction of 
the General Committee, always pajing 
up arrears from the date of his joining, 
or marriage, as the case may be ; or, if 
in India at the time, from date of the re- 
vision of these regulations — 1st August 
1827. 


8th. That in order to ascertain the circumstances of any widow or family, 
who may have become destitute by the death of any regimental officer, such 
widow shall memorialize, or represent the case of herself and family, through the 
commanding officer of the corps, from the casually which lias occurred, m or- 
der to its being brought to the consideration of a committee, and the command- 
ing officer shall, as far as his knowledge will enable him, state bis opinion of 
any ca9e so received. 


10th. As it may often happen that officers die while the corps they belong 
to is stationed by itself, or remotely detached, it shall be in the power of every 
commanding officer of a regiment so situated, to assemble a committee of any five 
officers (being subscribers,) to hear and decide upon the case of uny willows and 
children, so become destitute, and seeking relief from this Fund. It shall also be 
competent for the Commander-in-Chief at either Presidency, to assemble a speci- 
al committee, to report on the case of any lady who may become a widow whilst 
the regiment to which her husband belonged shall be at another distant station, 
or on service beyond sea. 


15th. To prevent doubts and misconceptions which might possibly arise 
hereafter, it is distinctly declared, that no widow who is not in distressed circum- 
stances, or no lady continuing to reside in this country after the death of her hus- 
band, can expect any provision or pension for herself or children from the fund, 
further than is stated in the 8th clause of the schedule of awards. It is also de-

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dared that no widow is entitled to passage-* money og allowance for travelling, 
unless she shall actually proceed to sea, or on her journey in the manner for which 
any allowance may have been drawn, and should shf> have received such allow- 
ance, she will be required to refund ; and further, that no widow, under any cir- 
cumstances, shall be entitled to any assistance from this fund, unless the applica- 
tion shall be made, in the usual form, within six months after the demise of her 
husband. 

ldth. Orphan children are eligible for the benefits of this Fund, but awards 
for them must be specially made by a general or sub-committee, and sanctioned 
by the Coramander-in-Gliief of the presidency, who is requested to appoint some 
eligible person to take care of them, and provide a passage, &c. &c .

3d. If an officer shall die at Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, or within 14 
days’ march of the three presidencies, his widow shall receive an allowance, equal 
to the full pay and allowance of her deceased husband, for two months, and no 
longer, unless it shall be certified by a Queen’s medical officer, that she is, from ill 
health, or a$ approaching confinement, unable to proceed to sea ; in which case 
this allowance may be extended to such further period, (on no occasion exceeding 
in the whole four months,) as may be considered necessary by the medical officer. 

4th. Subsistence according to the same rate to be granted to such widows 
whose husbands may die at a greater distance from either presidency. 

5th. The nature of the climate nouuimitiing persons to travel at all seasons 
of the year, and the months noted in the annexed scale, No. 1,* having been as- 
certained to be the only practicable ones, any lady becoming a widow at any 
other period, shall, in addition to all other claims, be allowed subsistence until 
she can proceed on her journey. * 

6th. An Officer travelling being allowed no additional pay, unless on* 
duty, the full pay and allowances of her deceased husband’s rank are deemed 
sufficient to enable her to proceed to the presidency. 

7th. Every lady receiving subsistence under Regulations 5 and 6, shall be 
entitled to one month’s full pay and allowance, and no more, over and above the 
time required for her journey to the presidency, unless it is shewn by a medical 
certificate, that she is, from ill health or an approaching confinement, unable to 
travel ; but in no case shall the allowance be drawn for a period exceeding three 
months in addition to the time allowed for travelling. 

8th. Any lady intending to reside in the East Indies, shall be allowed to 
draw for the number of months’ march required to proceed to the place of intend- 
ed residence, under the restrictions, Sec. allowed to those proceeding to England, 
and three months’ full pay and allowance in addition, in full of all demands on 
the Fund.

The pensions to commissioned, warrant, and non-commissioned officers and 
soldiers are payable half-yearly, at the India House, in London, without deduc- 
tion, at Midsummer and Christmas ; but if non-commissioned officers and 
soldiers receive their pensions in the country, (which if they reside more than 25 
miles from London they are permitted to do by the special leave of the Court of 
Directors, who will appoint a proper person for paying them,) a shilling will be 
charged on each payment for the person who pays them. 

The pensions of commissioned and warrant officers are payable as they fall 
due : Non-commissioned officers and privates paid in advance, on their landing, 
foi the broken period to the end of Lite first half-year, and afterwards half-yearly 
in advance.

This Institution, which is attached to the Presidency General Hospital, 
was established by the Right Honorable Sir Frederick Adam, k. c. n., by u 
General Order of Government, dnted 13ih February 1835, for the instruction in 
44 Medicine and Surgery” of East Indians, and Natives, entering the Medical 
branch of the Service. The benefits of instruction have been since thrown open, 
gratis, to the community at large. 

The course of education consists of Materia Medica, Chemistry and 
Pharmacy, Anatomy mid Physiology, Surgery and Practice of Medicine, Mid- 
wifery and Diseases of Women and Children, Diseases of the Eye, and Medi- 
cal Jurisprudence, with Clinical Instruction on Medicine and Surgery. 

A building has been appropriated solely to the objects of- the Institution, 
the foundation of which was laid in December 183G. 

A separate building for conducting Piactical Anatomy lias been added, and 
a Laboratory has been recently constructed. 

A Museum has been formed, which, in addition to morbid specimens, 
possesses numerous anatomical preparations for illustrating that branch of the 
course of instruction. 

The Institution is supplied from time to time with a selection of works 
on the several branches of study, for the purpose of forming a Libiary of refer- 
ence, and of providing the pupils with such woiks as may be required as text 
books ftfe instruction. 

The course of instruction extends from October to July inclusive; and the 
Annual examination of the School is held in July. 

The pupils in attendance at the School, consist of Medical Apprentices , 
Native Medical Pupils , Stipendiary and Private Students . The two former are 
promoted, respectively, to the ranks of Assistant Apothecary and Native Second 
Dresser, for the duties of the Army, and the Stipendiary Students are nominat- 
ed for appointment as Native Apothecaries for employment in the Civil Depart- 
ment. The number of pupils in attendance at the School on the 1st October 
1848 was about 130. 

The period of instruction for each class of Students is as follows, viz. :

Parties desirous of being married should apply direct to some Surrogate 
residing neat them ; but from places where there is no Surrogate, application 
should be made to the Registrar, who will procure a commission, under the epis« 
copal seal, authorising some person to administer the usual oaths and grant the 
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necessary license. None but a Clergyman of (he Church of England can marry 
by virtue of an episcopal license. Parties who cannot on account of distance 
obtain the services of a CleVgyman to marry them, must state the fact, and apply 
to the Town Major, Fort Si. George, who will obtain the permission of the 
Right Honorable the Governor for their marriage, under which the Senior Judicial 
Officer of any station is authorized by Government to marry them. 

In the case of a minor in II. JVL or the Honorable Company’s Service, the 
written consent of the Governor must be obtained previous to the publication of 
banns, or the grant of a license.

Whereas a certain Table of Fees to our Registrars was lately intended to be 
adopted and certified by our late well beloved John Mathias Lord Bishop of 
Calcutta, in and for our several Archdeaconries ; and Whereas in conse- 
quence of the death of the said John Mathias, and of the Archdeaconries of 
Madras and Bombay having been since made separate Disoceses, and in con- 
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sequence also of our disapproval of many of ihe Items in such Table from the 
curtailments in the stipends of the Clergy ; — We Daniel Lord Bishop of Cal- 
cutta have thought fit to revoke, and accordingly do revoke and cancel a cer- 
tain instrument under seal bearing date the Twentieth day of July 1831, under 
which it was intended to certify such Fees : And whereas we still consider that 
a reasonable certain and consistent Table for all the business hitherto usually 
charged for and to be done, should be certified and established to prevent 
exaction, and contention, and in order "that nothing may be unreasonably de- 
manded or exacted or unlawfully taken by those employed, but such as seem 
to us suitable, customary and unobjectionable in their nature, and at the same 
time afford a moderate professional remuneration to those Registrars whose 
services are thus rendered ; We therefore as far as we lawfully may and can, 
having considered and given our best consideration to the subject, do certify the 
foregoing graduated scale to be in our opinion reasonable and such as may not 
be (with reference to the usages in the Dioceses elsewhere) improperly taken by 
our Registrars and Secretaries for business considered to be of a voluntary and 
piivate kind, and where the acts done are not exclusively for Government objects 
or of the state, and of a nature for which public provision is made. 

And we order that a Table of these Fees be placed up in some conspicuous 
part of the Registry. 

In testimony whereof we have affixed our hand and Seal dated this Thiity- 
first day of May, in the Year of Our Lord One thousand Eight hundred and 
Forty-two, and in the Eleventh Year of Our Consecration.

Rules for Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains. 

H Fort St. George ; June 2, 1840. 

The following Rules for the guidance of Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains, 
revised under instructions from the Honorable Court of Directors, are published 
for general information, in modification of the Order of Government dated 30th 
July 1839. 

1. Every Chaplain and Assistant Chaplain, on his arrival at the Presidency 
from England or elsewhere, shall report the same to the Secretary to Government 
in the General Department, as well as to the Chief Ecclesiastical authority in 
the Diocese. 

2. Every Chaplain and Assistant Chaplain must report his arrival at his 
Station to the Chief Ecclesiastical authority in the Diocese, to the Civil Auditor, 
and to the Chief Civil or Military authority of the Station.* 

3. Funerals are to be appointed at sun-rise and sun-set, and the Clergy- 
man is to attend at the latter time if he receives notice of a funeral before 3 o'clock 
J>. M., but if the notice arrives after that hour, the interment is to take place on 
the morning following : cases however may occur which may require a deviation 
from the general rule. 

4. Commanding Officers, in concurrence with the Chaplain, will fix the 
time for officiating at divine service on Sunday with the Soldiery. 

5. Attested copies of the Registers of Baptisms, Marriages and Funerals, 
must be transmitted regularly every 3 months to the Registrar of the Archdea- 
conry, viz. on the [31st March, 30th June, 30th September, and 31st Decem- 
ber.] f 

6. ^ All Marriage Certificates of Europeans, being Soldiers, or persons em- 

ployed in the Military Department, under the rank ~of Commissioned Officer, 
shall specify distinctly the birth of the female, whether European, Indo Briton, 
Native, &c. * 

7. The Chaplain is to enter carefully all the Marriages, Baptisms, and 
Burials of Soldiers and their Children in the Regimental Register Book of the 
respective European Corps, as well as in the usual Register kept by the Station 
Chaplain. 

8. ^ The Chaplain of every Station, where any of Her Majesty's Regiments 
are stationed, must forward to the Registrar of the Archdeaconry, for transmis- 
sion to the Chaplain General’s Office, half yearly, and for any broken period 
that may occur previous to his leaving the Station in which he is employed, a 
copy, duly signed by himself and by the Officer in Command of the Station, of 
the Regimental Registers of Marriages and Baptisms now kept in conformity 
with the general Regulations oh this subject. 

9. The Chaplain at a Military Station is to visit regularly, at least twice in 
each week, the European Hospital or Hospitals. He is carefully to superintend 

* This rale it made applicable to a Chaplain's departure to, or return from, out-stations 
of hit district. 

a ' tWC< * (under authority) subsequently to the promulgation of these Rules.— 
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and inspect the European Regimental and other Schools, visiting them for this 
purpose not less than once a week, and to represent any matter concerning their 
management to the Commanding Officer, which may require -his- nolice. Pro- 
vided, however, that in the performance of the above duties he shall not interfere 
with the religious perst/asion of those who do not profess the tenets of the Church 
of England. He is to report to the Commanding Officer on the 1st of January 
and the 1st of July in eacli year, and oftener if necessary, the stale of the Euro- 
pean Regimental Schools, the qualifications and conduct of the Master, and the 
proficiency of the Scholars. 

10. All communications from the Clergy are to be addressed to Government 
through the Lord Bishop, in order that lie may make such remarks thereon as his 
Lordship may think proper ; when the Diocese shall be vacant, communications 
are to be addressed through the Archdeacon, or other Chief Ecclesiastical autho- 
rity. All applications for change of station must be made direct to the Right 
Honorable the Governor, or his Private Secretary, and to the Lord Bishop or 
Chief Ecclesiastical authority in the Diocese. 

11. A Chaplain directed to visit the Out-Stations of his District periodical- 
ly, is permitted to draw a travelling allowance at the rate of 200 Rupees per men- 
sem, calculated at the rate of one day’s allowance for every 10 miles, allowing for 
a halt on the 7th day : provided however that the allowance drawn on this ac- 
count shall in no case exceed 200 Rupees per mensem. The documents required 
in support of the travelling expenses of Chaplains will be — 1st, the order or au- 
thority of the Lord Bishop for proceeding on such journey ; and 2dly, their own 
declaration on honor that the journey so authorized has been performed.* 

12. Any Chaplain leaving his Station, whether with or without the orders 
of Government, shall he bound to report the circumstance to the Civil Auditor. 

13. Any Chaplain who may be removed from one station to another, shall 
in like manner report to the Civil Auditor ihe dates of his departure from the 
one and ofhis arrival at the other, and the Civil Auditor is restricted from pass- 
ing the bill of any Chaplain appointed to a new station, for the allowance be- 
longing to such Station (without the special orders of Government), until he 
shall have received a report of his arrival at the place ofhis appointment. 

14. Any Chaplain returning to the Presidency after a sea voyage for the 
recovery of his health, or otherwise, shall (unless the contrary is specially sanc- 
tioned by Government) be required to rejoin bis station within the time that may 
be prescribed for travelling to tlie Station to which he stands appointed. 

15. When a Chaplain proposes to quit his principal Station, for the occa- 
sion of visiting^ any ofhis appointed smaller Stulions, or when lie intends to ap- 
ply for temporary leave of absence, be must give timely notice to the Chief Ci- 
vil and Military resident authorities (and state in his application for Jeave that 
such has b^on done), in order that if there be any cogent reasons against the ab- 
sence of the Chaplain, they may be submitted to the Governor in Council. 


In reference to the foregoing revised Rules for the guidance of Clin plains 
and Assistant Chaplains, the Right Honorable the Governor in Council directs, 
the republication of the following Rules for regulating the absence and travel- 
ling allowances of Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains, which forms Chapter VI. 
of the General Rules for the grant of leave of absence, and for regulating deduc- 
tions from salaries and deputation allowances, promulgated on the 21st Feb. 1840.

“ The practice of baptizing in private houses is to be avoided by the Chap- 
lain as much as possible, and the Clergyman is to attend at the place appointed 
for divine service on some fixed day and hour in each week, for the purpose of 
baptizing Soldiers* children ; however, this is not to be considered as authoriz- 
ing the Clergyman to decline attending at any time or place to administer pri- 
vate baptism to such infants as may be in a weak, or precarious state of health.’*

Chaplains' Visits to Ont-Statlons* 

Extracts from Court’s* Despatch, 12 th April 1842. 

<l In Section 27 of the Regulations respecting leave of absence and deputa- 
tion and travelling allowances winch we have recently approved, you will find a 
rule on the subject of travelling allowances on joining a Station, and when any 
change takes place except at the desire of the Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain. 

3. But to avoid inconvenience and guard against the possibility of misun- 
derstanding, we think it desirable that for every circle of stations the Lord Bishop 
should be requested to frame a plan determining the periods at which each place 
shall be visited by the Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain officiating in such circle, 
which plan being approved by Government shall continue in force till varied by 
the same authority. As minute local information will be necessary to the suc- 
cessful formation of such plan, we can only offer a few suggestions on the subject. 
The frequency of ecclesiastical visits should be governed in a great degree by the 
extent of the Christian population of the place to be visited. A place may con- 
tain not more than 3 or 4 members of the English Church, and though it might 
not be right to exclude those few persons from the benefit of Christian ordinances, 
it is obvious that in the present slate of our Ecclesiastical Establishment such a 
place could not be visited frequently without injury to others of greater import- 
ance. An annual visit might in some cases be all that could reasonably be 
afforded ; while to others, visits twice, three or four times a year might be expedi- 
ent ; and to others again, which might be more populous, it might be desirable 
that visits should be made once in six week?, or once a month. 

4. When a circle of Stations may from the deficiency of our Establishment, 
or any other cause, be left without a resident Clergyman, we are of opinion that 
the Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain of a neighbouring district should, as desired 
by the Lord Bishop, be appointed to visit the station thus deprived ofelerical ser- 
vices. In such cases the most convenient course will be for the Lord Bishop to 
bring the subject to the notice of Government, and submit a plan of visitation. 
Such plan being approved, the Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain who can most con- 
veniently discharge the required duty should be specially appointed thereto, and 
thereforward be entitled to draw travelling allowances in conformity with the pro- 
visions of the plan, and in accordance with our Finaucial^ Despatch of the 30th 
October 1839. 

6. We should lament that the practice of visiting stations at which no 
Clergyman is permanently resident should be discontinued, and it would be un- 
just to subject the Clergy to the expense attendant on such visits. Under these 
impressions we deem it proper to sanction the payment of such reasonable charges, 
not exceeding those authorized in our Despatch of the 30th October 1839, before 
referred to : and we are encouraged in this view by the fact that although Chap- 
lains and Assistant Chaplains when absent from their duty are subjected to the 
same deductions as Civil Servants, no charge is incurred in providing for the 
duty of the absentee. The deductions may thus be regarded as a fund, meeiing 
to a certain extent the extra charges incurred by occasional or provisional visits 
of the Clergy to Stations at which they do not reside.**

E x tracts from an Ecclesiastical General Letter to the Supreme Government, 
dated the 22 d November, 1826. 

Para. 2d. We have lately directed our attention to the Regulations under 
which Chaplains are permitted to retire from the service, and from an anxious 
desire to promote the respectability and comfort of that class of our Servants, we 
have resolved that the retiring pay of Chaplains after a service of eighteen years, 
including three years Fuilough, be augmented from £292 per annum, the pay of 
Major, to £365 per annum, the pay of Lieutenant Colonel, and tlmt in cases of 
bad health certified in conformity with existing regulations, Chaplains shall be 
allowed to retire after ten years' actual service upon £200, 15, O, the half pay of 
Lieutenant Colonel, instead of £173, 7, 6, the hall’ puy of Major; and upon the 
production of similar certificates after seven years' actual service upon £173, 7,6, 
the half pay of Major, instead of £127, 15, 0, the half pay of Captain. 

3d. We have further to acquaint you that we have determined to abolish 
the designation of Junior Chaplains; and we desire that the Chaplains be here- 
after distinguished only by the title applicable to the Stations at which they are 
placed — such as Chaplains at the Presidency and District Chaplains.

Extracts from a Letter from the Honorable the Court of Directors. 

Ecclesiastical Department; August 31, 1836. 

Para. 1. Our attention has been drawn by the Government of India, on the 
suggestion of the Lord Bishop of Calcutta, to the necessity of increasing the 
number of Chaplains, for the purpose of extending the benefit of religious ollices 
more widely than the present Establishment will admit. 

2. While we were fully sensible of the importance of the desired object, and 
very anxious to promote its success, we felt that we should not be justified in 
making such an addition to the amount of Ecclesiastical chaiges, as would result 
from the appointment of an increased number of Chaplains upon the existing 
scale of remuneration. We determine therefore to make such new arrangements 
with regard to the Chaplains on the Bengal Establishment, as shoulc^^able us 
to add to their number, and thus provide more adequately for the spirilMu benefit 
of the European residents, without any serious increase of expense. We have 
resolved to extend the principle of those arrangements to your Presidency, with 
the view of accomplishing the same beneficial purpose. 

3. We intend that the number of Chaplains under your Government shall 
be increased from 23 to 29. The salaries are to be apportioned as follows ; — the 
two Chaplains at the Presidency will receive the same amount as at present; nine 
will receive Company’s Rupees 700 per mensem, and the remaining 18 Company's 
Rupees 500 per mensem. These salaries will constitute their entire emoluments 
from the Company. The payments heretofore made under the name of palanquin 
money will cease, and we shall on no account sanction any exlru allowances, 
whatever may be the grounds upon which they may be claimed. 

4. The Chaplains receiving the lower amount of 500 Rupees per mensem 
will be termed Assistant Chaplains, and in future all appointments will be made 
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to this Class. 7’lie Assistant Chaplains will succeed to the higher rank, and the 
higher rate of salary, according to seniority, as vacancies occur in the superior 
class, after it shall have l>e£U reduced by casualties to the prescribed number 
of nine.* 

5. As vacancies #rise they will be supplied in the following manner ; on 
the occurrence of the first vacancy two Assistant Chaplains will be appointed, on 
the second only one, and on all succeeding vacancies, the same principle wilt be 
acted upon, viz. that of an alternate appointment of two and one until the esta- 
blishment attains the full extent of 29, to which we have restricted it, after which 
each vacancy will give rise only to a single appointment. 

6. The principle which we have adopted throughout these arrangements 
requires that the furlough and retiring allowances should be modified so as to 
meet the intended changes. These allowances will in future be on the following 
scale : 

Furlough Allowances . 

After 7 years’ residence £191 12 6 per annum . .(full pay of Captain.) 

If compelled by sickness to retire 

to Europe before completing 

7 years’ residence £127 15 0 per annum, .(half pay of Captain.) 

lletiring Allowances. 

After 10 years’ service (including 

3 years' furlough) £292 0 0 per annum,. (full pay of Major.) 

After 10 years’ actual service (if 

compelled by ill health to 

quit the service) £173 7 6 per annum, .(half pay of Major.) 

After 7 years’ acinal service (do. 

do. do.) £127 15 0 per annum .. (half pay of Captain.) 

The present Chaplains* will be entitled to the existing scale of allowances, as 
well for sei vices as on furlough and retirement ; these regulations being wholly 
piospective, and only affecting ail appointment made after the date of this des- 
patch. 

7. The location of the Chaplains under the new arrangements, will be 
best regulated by reference to the opinion of the Lord Bishop.

As by the Regulations announced in that Letter, Chaplains may retire 
on the full pay of Lieutenant Colonel after 18 years’ Service, (including 3 years 
for a furlough) we have considered the Widows of tl/ose who die in the service 
after completing thut period to be eligible to the benefits of Lord Clive’s Fund 
in the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 

13. The Widows of Chaplains who have completed 7 years' actual ser- 
vice in India are admissible in the rank of Major ; and those of Chaplains of less 
service in the rank of Captain, being the ranks the pay of which is reeeiveable by 
those classes of Chaplains respectively when on furlough. 

14. You will communicate a copy of these Paragraphs to the Govern- 
ments of Madras and Bombay. 


Extracts from a Letter from the Honorable the Court of Directors , 
dated 14 th March 1838. 

Para. 25. u We have to acquaint you that the claims of the Chaplains ap- 
pointed under the new arrangement, and of their widows, to the benefits of Lord 
Clive’s Fund, will be adjusted upon the principles laid down in our letter to the 
Government of Bengal, dated 9ih October 1833 (No. 93) paras. 12 and 13. 

26- Chaplains who have not served seven years in India will therefore he 
entitled, if admitted to the benefits of Lord Clive’s Fund, to a pension of £03 
17 6 per annum, and their widows to one moiety of that sum- 

27. The widows of Chaplains who have completed seven years' actual 
service in India, if admitted to the benefits of Lord Clive’s Fund, are entitled to 
pensions as the widows of Captains. 

28. The widows of Chaplains who have completed fifteen years' actual ser- 
vice in India, if admitted to the benefits of Lord Clive’s Fund, ure entitled to pen- 
sions as the widows of Majors. 

29. We are of opinion that Chaplains appointed under the new arrange- 
ment should rank as Subscribers to the Military Fund —as Captains until they 
have served fifteen years in India, and subsequently as Majors."

Hales for the appointment of X>ay Trustees.

Fort St. George, August 24, 1844. 

The Most Noble the Governor in Council resolves to establish the following 
Rules for the appointment of Lay Trustees to the several Chaplaincies, in sub- 
stitution of those of the 1st of March 1833. 
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First . — Two Lay Trustees shall be appointed to each Chaplaincy. 

Second. — At Civil Stations, or Joint Civil and Military Stations , the Senior 
Civil Servant of the Statioif shall be a Trustee, provided he is a communicant of 
the Church of England, and has no objection to hold the office. 

At Military Statfom — The Officer Commanding the Cantonment, or Garri- 
son, under the same provisos. 

Should either of these Officers not te desirous of holding the office, it will be 
his duty to report the same to Government, and to name for the appointment the 
Officer next in seniority, Civil or Military, qualified for the Office, who may be 
willing to undertake the duty. 

Third . — The Chaplain, in communication with, and with the concurrence 
of the Lord .Bishop, will nominate, for the approval of Government, a Gentleman 
iu the Service of Her Majesty or the Honorable Company to act as a Co-Trustee, 

Fourth . — The Lay Trustees shall, in conjunction with the Chaplain, form 
a Committee of Management on all Church matters, and shall meet for business 
once iu each month, or oftener if necessary. All papers, or references on sub- 
jects before the Committee, must be signed l>y both the Lay Trustees, unless for 
special reasons to be assigned. 

Fifth . — The Chaplain or Officiating Chaplain present shall, as a mark of 
respect* due to religion in the person of her Ministers, preside at all meetings of 
ihe Committee of Management, and sign all proceedings and letters as President, 
and the two Lay Members, in the order of their relative official rank. 

Duties of the Fay Trustees . 

1. It shall be the duty of lifts Lay Trustees to present to the Bishop, or li is 
Archdeacon, at their Visitation, or immediately by letter, and af^any time on the 
inquisition of the Lord Bishop or his Commissary, auy inegularity or scandal on 
tiie part of the Chaplain, or in connection with the Chaplaincy, which may have 
occurred within the District. 

2. To aid and assist the Chaplain in the performance of his duties. 

Duties of the Standing Committee of Management. 

The Committee of Management shall take charge of the School and Charily 
Fu mis connected with the Chaplaincy ; see that the Church Yard and Burial 
Ground ate kept in becoming order ; take charge of the Plate, and the careol the 
goods, repairs and ornaments of the Church, or other building appropriated to 
ihe performance of Divine Service, and represent to Government, through the 
Ecclesiastical Head, any deficiency in these particulars which they may think it 
necessary or desirable to supply. 

The Chaplain, as President, will report to Government any vacancy in the 
office of Lay Trustee.

Official Returns of tbe Clergy. 


Ecclesiastical Department. 

Willi a view to ensure regularity and completeness in Hie Official Returns of 
the Reverend the Clergy, it is directed by the Archdeacon, under instructions 
from the Honorable the Court of Directors, and with the approbation of Govern- 
ment, that in future the following regulations be observed, viz. 

1. That when any Chaplain or Minister applies for permission to return to 
Europe, or for any permanent leave of absence from his Station, he shall forward 
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with his application a declaration that he has duly made his Official Returns to 
the Registrar, or is prepared to do so, up to the day on which his departure from 
his Station is to take place. * 

2. That the same rule is to apply to Clergymen removing from one Station 
to another; and that every Chaplain so removing shall before quitting his Station, 
not only forward his Returns up to the clay of his departure, but trausmit also a 
declaration to the Authorities that he lias done so. 

3. That, in case of the death of a Chaplain at his Station, a copy of the 
entries in the Registers from the date of his last Quarterly Returns to the period 
of his demise, shall be made by the local public authority in whose official pos- 
session the original public Registers may happen for the time to be lodged or 
come, and be immediately forwarded by such local Officer to the Register ; the 
same being, however, first duly examined and authenticated by the Chief lay 
public authority of the Station ; this being considered the best mode at present 
of providing for the completeness of the General Quarterly Returns which are 
transmitted to England by the orders of the Honorable the Court of Directors.

Rules for tbe Registry of Baptisms, Marriages and Funerals. 

1st. Entries in a Church Register can be made by a clergyman only, and of 
such duties onl^as have been performed by himself. The entry must be made 
on the same day on which the service recorded is performed. 

2d. Should there be no Register book at the place where the duty is per- 
formed, or no chaplain resident to make the prescribed quarteily returns, the 
clergyman officiating must transmit to the Registrar of the Diocese by post, a cer- 
tificate of the baptism, marriage, or funeral as soon as the service is over. 

3d. Where the services of a clergyman cannot be obtained, baptisms, mar- 
riages and funerals are to be performed by the Senior Judicial Officer or Com- 
manding Officer at any station, in conformity with the orders that have been issued 
by Government; and in case of great emergency, a child may be baptized by the 
parent or guardian, or by some friend acting for the parent or guardian ; but it 
is to be clearly understood that, when affy other than a clergyman administers 
the ordinance, the office for private baptism is alone to be used; and that a 
certificate by the person officiating at the baptism is to be despatched the same 
day to the Registrar of the Diocese, to be filed among his records.

fundamental rules. 

1. — Tli at the name of the Society be The Madras Diocesan Additional 
Clergy Society. 

2. — That the Right Reverend the Lord Bishop he President, and that the 
affaiis of the Society be conducted by a Committee consisting of the President 
the Venerable the Archdeacon, and eleven oilier Members of the Society, being 
Members of the Church of England, of whom not less than six shall be Laymen, 
to be chosen annually by the Subscribers, but with power to fill up vacancies 
until the ensuing Annual Meeting * and that one of the Clergy be requested to 
undertake the duties of Secretary ; and that accounts be kept with Messrs. Ar- 
buthnot and Co. for floating balances, and with the Government Agents for in- 
vestment. 
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3. — That the Clergy in the Mofussil he requested to become Corresponding 
Members of the Committee; ami that the Committee ,l!e empowered to add also 
to the number of Corresponding Members Lay Gentlemen, at their discr* tion. 

4. — That, the Subscription he not limited, but the surliest he thankfully re- 

ceived, and that Subsciiheis of one Rupee a month, and upwards, or Donors of 
100 Rupees, be Members of the Society ; and be entitled to vote at all General 
Meetings. p 

5. — That all Subscriptions raised for the Society be transmitted by the Cor- 
responding Members direct to the Secretary in Madras, 

6. — That, before an application for a Clergyman he complied with, the Sta- 
tion applying be required to satisfy the Committee of a suitable provision being 
made for his residence rent free. 

7. — That in addition to a residence thus provided, the monthly stipend of 
the Clergyman be fixed by the Committee, 100 Rupees being the minimum ami 
300 Rupees the maximum ; and that it be payable from-the date of his appoint- 
ment if engaged within the Presidency ; or fioin the day df his luiuiing if engaged 
in Europe. 

8. — That a travelling allowance be granted to the Clergyman upon his first 
joining his Station, or iipqn his Station being chunged, at the rate of 8 Annas a 
mile. 

9. — That the Fees for the Clergyman's license be paid by the Society, but 
that the Society be responsible for no further payments. 

10. — That a Clergyman leaving his Station with the permission of the Com- 
mittee be allowed to draw three-foui tlis of his salary for one year, and one half for 
the second year: hut after the expiration of two years, he be entitled to no allow- 
ance duiing his absence. 

11. — That the Bishop of the Diocese be entitled to grant one month’s leave 
of absence in each year to the Clergymen in connexion with this Society without 
any loss of their allowances. 

12. — That, with a view to give stability to the Society, all surplus funds, 
after defraying the current expenses, be invested in Government Securities, and 
form the Capital of the Society. 

13. — That no engagement be at any time entered into by the Society, unless 

(1.) The Capital be not less in amount than the aggregate of three yeais’ 
salary of all the Clergymen on the Society’s list after the engage- 
ment is made, and unless also 

(2.) The Income ol the Society be sufficient to meet the current expenses 
thus increased, without the prospect of entrenching upon theCapital. 

14. — That a guarantee be given in writing to each Clergyman, when taken 
upon the Society’s List, that in case of such a defalcation of funds as to render it 
necessary, three years’ notice shall be given him before any diminution be made 
in his salary, unless for other causes his connexion with the Society be dissolved; 
that this notice shall he given only in case the capital becomes less in amount 
than the aggregate of three years’ salary of all the Clergymen on the Society’s List, 
and not sooner; that this notice shall be given first to the lust Clergyman brought 
upon the Society’s List, and then to the last but one — and so on m the inverse 
order of their appointments ; and shall be cancelled by a counter notice from the 
Society when the funds so improve as to repair the defalcation. 

15. -7-That when it is necessary to send to Europe for a Clergyman to meet 
an application from a station, the Committee he at liberty to make arrangements 
regarding the expenses of his coming to this country. 

Ifi- — That it be necessary for Clergymen, or Candidates for Holy Orders, 
upon applying to be engaged in the service of the Society, to transmit to the Se- 
cretary the usual testimonials, together with $ Medical Certificate of general health 
arid strength equal to the performance of ministerial labour in India. And that 
a copy of the Rules of the Society be forwarded to each by post, whether ill Eu- 
rope or Iudia, upon the fir*l opeuing of negotiations. 
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17. — That the selection and engagement of Clergymen in connexion with 
this Society be vested in mg Committee, who shall present their nominee to the 
Bishop *for his Lordship’s License; and that no Clergyman or Candidate for 
Holy Orders shall be placed on the list of the Committee, mid presented to the 
Bishop, but with the consent of two-thirds of the number of the Committee. 

18. — That a Meeting of the Committee shall be held quarterly in the months 
of March, June, September and December; and that all papers be circulated in 
the intervals, — the ordinary business of the Society being conducted by the Se- 
cretary: but that no grant be made, no Clergyman engaged, nor any extraordinary 
outlay incurred without the sanction of the Committee; and that a Special Meet- 
ing be summoned when requested by the Piesident or any two Members of the 
Committee. 

19. — That a General Annual Meeting of the Society be held in the ipontli of 
January ; when the Annual Report shall be presented to the Subscribers with a 
Statement of the Accounts ; and that the Committee shall have power to call a 
Special General Meeting at their discretion ; and no Fundamental Rule shall be 
altered or rescinded but on the recommendation of the Committee at a General 
Meeting of the Society, after fourteen days’ notice of the proposed alteration shall 
have been given in the Fort St. Geo/ge Gazette. 

20. — That this and all the foregoing Rules be considered Fundamental Rules 
of this Society. 

21. — That the Committee have power to make such Subordinate Regulations 
and bye-laws as they shall deem necessary ; provided they be not at variance 
with the Fundamental Rules of this Society.

REGULATIONS. 

I. — The Committee shall be designated the Madras Corresponding Com- 
mittee of the Colonial Church Society. 

II. — The objects of the Committee shall be two-fold — First, to provide 

Clergymen for important stations at present without them. Second, to render such 
aid to Chaplains or other Clergymen in the discharge of their pastoral duties as 
they may be desirous to accept, and the Committee may have it ih its power to 
afford. 1 
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III. — AH ordained persons that may be supported by this Committee shall 
be under the ecclesiastical jurisdiction of the Diocesan. 

IV. — It shall be considered as a fundamental principle of the Committee 
that no persons shall be maintained by its Funds, but stifb as* are believed after 
the fullest inquiry, to be men of true piety and sound evangelical principles, as 
well as attached to the doctrines and discipline of the Church of England. 

V. — This Committee shall have a President, 4 Vice-Presidents, and be com- 
posed of 12 Members of the Church of Enyland, including a Treasurer and 
Secretary. Five Members to form a quorum for ordinary business. The Presi- 
dent and Vice-Presidents to have a vote as oilier Members of the Committee. 

VI. — In case of any vaftancy, the remaining Members of the Committee 
shall elect one to fill it, regard being had to the two preceding Rules, — this 
nomination being subject to the approval of the Parent Committee. 

VII. — No grant can be made for the support of any Clerical or Lay Agent 
except at a Meeting of the Committee at which 7 of its Membeis at least are 
piesent, or if 3 of the Members object to the grant as opposed to Us fundamen- 
tal principles. 

VIII. — An Annual Meeting of the Subscribers shall be held, when the Pro- 
ceedings of the foregoing year shall be leported, and the Accounts presented; and 
the Report and Statements of Accounts shall be published and furnished to every 
Subscriber. 

IX. — In conformity with Rule TV. of “ Rules for the formation and guid- 
ance of Corresponding Committees in connection wiih the Committee of the Colo- 
nial Church Society," tins Committee shall be considered subject to re-appoint- 
ment annually by the Parent Committee. 

X. — The whole of the Funds obtained by this Committee from the time of 
their becoming a Corresponding Committee o( ihe Colonial Church Society, shall, 
after deducting incidental expenses, be held subject to the decision of the Puient 
Society.

The 
Schools are supported by the Society, aided by the profits of the Press, and by 
local contributions.

The special object of this association is to ameliorate the moml and spiritual 
condition of those numerous Europeans and lndo- Unions in Madras and its 
subuibs, who through poverty ignorance and neglect are, to a Lamentable extent, 
living without God in the world. 

The broad principle on which it stands is that of an operative Evangelical 
alliance — to^mbrnce all who look to Christ as all and above all; and who uie 
constrained by his love to work together, though now they see not eye to eye iu 
minor things, to promote his glory. All such persons are invited to join it ; and 
by becoming contributors to its support are constituted members of it. 

The power by which this association proposes to act for the accomplishment 
of its object, is simply that of the wiitien word of God, in direct dependence on 
the Holy Spirit’s almighty co-operation. 

The agency by which it will apply this power is that of simple men of God 
of humble grade; qualified by personal experience of the preciousness of * ** the 
truth as it is in Jesus”, to make the same known in the hofises of the poor.

1st. That it is expedient that a Central Collegiate Institution, or Univer- 
sity, should be established at Madias. 

2d. The Madras University to consist of two principal departments, — a 
College for the higher branches of literature, philosophy and science, and a High 
School for the cultivation of English literature and of the vernacular languages of 
India, and the elementary departments of philosophy and science. 

3d. The governing body to be denominated the President and Governors. 

4th. The College department to be placed under a Principal and Profes- 
sors. The High School under a Head Master and Tutors. 

5lh. Members of all creeds and sects shall be admissible, consistently with 
which primary object care shall he taken to avoid whatever may tend to violate 
or offend the religious feelings of any class. 

6th. It shall form no part of the design of this Institution to inculcate 
doctrines of religious faith, or to supply books with any such view. 

7ih. No pupils shall be admissible in any department but such as are able 
to read and write the English language intelligibly. 

8th. Pupils shall pay according to such rates as may be hereafter esta- 
blished by the President and Governors. 

9th. Should any sums be hereafter bestowed upon the institution for the 
purpose of endowing Scholarships in the High School, or Studentships in the 
College, the students and scholars appointed to them shall be admitted in such 
manner as may be determined by the President and Governois. 

10th. The first President and Governors shall be appointed by the Gover- 
nor in Council. Ther^shali he 14 Governors, 7 of whom shall be Native Hin- 
doos or Mu sselmen, besides the President. The appointment of the President 
and 6 of the Governors shall rest permanently with the Governor in Council, 
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lltli. Vacancies shall be effected by any continued absence from the limits 
of Madras for ihe space of two years, or by departure for England, or for any 
permanent residence in any other Presidency, or by resignation addressed to the 
Secretary, or by removal under order of the Governor in Couucil. 

12th. Every Doflor to the amount of 5000 Rupees shall, if, and while resi- 
dent within the limits of Madras, become a Life Governor, and if not resident in 
Madras, shall have power to appoint | Governor who is so resident (subject to 
the continuation of the Governor in Council,) to hold on the same terms as the 
other Governors. Butin all cases of persons so becoming Life Governors, the 
Governor in Council may appoint a Governor who is not a Native, in case such 
Life Governor or his appointee be a Native ; and the remaining Governors may 
elect a Native Governor in case such Life Governor or his appointee be not a 
Native. ' 

13th. The President and Governors shall frame general Rules for conduct- 
ing the current affairs of the Institution, and they shull meet not less than once 
per month, five forming a quorum. 

14th. In all questions to be decided by vote the President shall have a cast- 
ing vote. 

15di. The first business to be done at all Meetings when the President 
shall hapnan to be absent, shall be to uppoint a Chairman, who shall possess a 
casting voW. 

16th. All Rules and Regulations to be made by the President and Go- 
vernors shall be confirmed within six months by the Governor in Council in 
default of which they shall be considered iheuafter as annulled. ' 

17th. The Governor in Council shall have power to remove not only any 
President or Governor, hut also all persons holding any office or appointment 
whatever in the Institution. The President and Governor shall have power 
lo remove ul! persons holding any office or appointment under them in the In- 
stitution.

I, The object of this Institution is, not only to train youths for future em- 
ployment in the Missions of the Society, but also to provide a sound, useful 
geueiul education, based upon Christian principles, for those who may be des- 
tined for the var^ius departments of Civil nnd Commercial business. All classes 
are admissible, whether European, East Indian, oi Native, and every effort is 
made to inculcate right feelings and gentlemanly habits, and to improve the 
moral and religious character of those who are placed in it. 

II. The Reading and Exposition of the Holy Scriptures, and Memoriler 
repetition of them, are daily essentials throughout the whole course of Education. 

II T. In addition to the religious course, which is in strict accordance with 
the principles of the Church of England, the education comprises instruction in 
the English, to which most time and attention are devoted, — Latin, Greek, Tamil, 
Teloogoo, and Ilindoostanee Languages; Wilting, Arithmetic, and Book-keeping, 
Mathematics and Natural Philosophy, Geography and History, especially of 
India. French, Drawing, and other branches of Education, not enumerated 
above, will be taught if required, and charged as Extras. 

IV. Boys are admitted under 15 years of age, and every boy is required 
to learn at least one of the Native Languages.

The object of this Fund is to afford relief to the Widows and Orphans of 
persons not in the covenanted service of Government, and others, who have no 
similar institution to look to for making a provision for their families. It consists 
of two branches, namely, a Widows’ branch and a Children’s branch. The be- 
nefits of the former are secured by the payment of a donation (equal to two years* 
subscription,) ns enhance money, and a monthly subscription, for winch the 
widow will enjoy a pension equal to six times the rate of subscription. In the 
Children’s branch, a monthly subscription on account of each child, will secure 
a pension equal to four times the amount of that subscription, until a specified 
age. The capital of the fund exceeds two lacs and thirty thousand Rupees, 
invested in Government Securities : it has about 330 Subscribers in its connexion, 
and its present liabilities do not exceed 10,000 Rupees per annum, whilst its 
income is equal to 40,000 Rupees per annum.

Rules ®f Proceeding*' 

ls^. — That, on application being made to the Registrar of the Court, he shall 
enter in the Cause Book to be provided for that purpose, the name of the parties 
and the sum demanded, and the account of consideration on which the same is 
due or demanded ; that thereupon he shall fill up a summons directed to the De- 
fendant containing these particulars, and commanding him to appear in the said 
Com tat a time and place to be iherein expressed, which summons shall, if 
against a Native, be delivered to a Peon of the seid Court, or if against an Euro- 
pean to a Serjeant or Bailiff of the said Court, to be forthwith served on the 
Debtor or Defendant, either personally, or by leaving the same at the dwelling 
house, shop or bonlique of the Defendant, or Debtor, three full days before the 
day of appearance, exclusive of the day of seivice and for appearance. 

2d. — That if the Defendant shall not appear at the return of the first sum- 
mons, a second summons shall be served in the like manner as the first, and if 
on the return thereof he shall still make default, then, on due proof being made 
by the summoning Officer of the service of the said 1st and 2d summons, on 
attachment shall be granted against the Defendant, and on the return of such 
attachment arid affidavit made of the personal service thereof, or of either of the 
summonses, if the Defendant shall still neglect to attend, and no good cause he 
affixed in excuse of such neglect, the Registrar shall within four days after such 
returns enter an appearance for him, and thereupon the Court shall proceed to 
hear the cause exparte , and shall give judgment thereon, with stay Of execution 
for ten days, within which time the Defendant shall be at liberty, on payment of 
the costs of the said 1st and 2d summons and of the said attachment, and not 
otherwise, to pray that the said judgment may be set aside, and that he rouy be 
heard in his defence against the Plaintiffs demand. 

3d. — That no Lands, Gardens, or Houses, shall on any pretence be seized 
or sold under any execution from this Court, to satisfy any judgment or decree 
obtained thereon. 

4th.— That if at the return of any summons at any Court day or adjourn- 
ment, the Creditor or Plaintiff shall not appear, or uppenring shall not make 
proof of his, her, or their debt, or demand, to the satisfaction of the Court r a 
nonsuit shall be entered against such Creditor or Plaintiff, and the Court shall 
uward such costs against him, her, or them, as the case may seem to require* so 
as they be not inconsistent with the table of fees established for the Court. 

5ih. — That in any case wherein the Commissioners shall give judgment for 
any debt or sum of money or costs, they shall be, at liberty, on the request of the 
Defendant or Debtor, for his ease and conveniency, on their being satisfied of 
his inability to make immediate payment of the whole, to order and direct at what 
particular day and times, and by what instalments, such debt, sum of money, or 
costs, shall be paid and satisfied, and that upon the first default or failure ,©f any 
of the instalments, the Court may, on the application of the Creditor or Plaintiff 
and on proof of the default, award execution for the whole debt or such part 
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thereof as shall remain unpaid, together with such /farther costs as to the Court 
shall seem reasonable to be recovered by the same process, and in like manner 
as is directed for the recovery of the debt and costs first decreed. 

6th. — That it shall be in the discretion of the Court by which of She parties 
the costs are to be paid, or to apportion the same between the parties. 

7th**— That in case wheTe the debt shall not exceed Twenty-five Pagodas the 
names of the parties, the amount sued for, and the decision of the Court there- 
on, shall be entered in a book to be kept for that purpose, in a manner similar to 
that in. which the recoid of the proceedings in the present Court of Requests is 
kept; and that in cases where the amount of the debt or demand does exceed 
that sum, a record of the complaint of the plaintiff, the nature of the defence of 
the defendant, the names of the witnesses examined, and the judgment of the 
Court thereon, shall be entered agreeably to the form approved by the Governor 
in Council for the purpose.

For complaints of assaults and misdemeanors, summonses are issued at the 
Police Offices from 3 p. m. every day, except Sundays and festival day ^ 

At the General Police Office the Chief Magistrate at a. m. hears the 
night cases, and the reports from the divisions aunexed'.to that Office, and re- 
ceives Petitions. 

At 11a. m., n Deputy Superintendent of Police and a Rotation Magistrate 
take their seats on the Bench, and proceed to dispose of all cases the decision of 
which requires the presence of two Justices. 

The Chief Magistrate occasionally presides in the investigation of caste* 
religious and family disputes, and charges preferred against Police Officers. 

The Chief Magistrate from 11 a. m. to 4 p. m. is accessible to all parties in 
his own office, administers oaths, investigates committable cases, &c. 

At the Town and Marine Police, a Deputy Superintendent of Police at 10 
▲. m. hears the night cases, and the repoits from the Divisions annexed to that 
Office. 

At 11 a. m. the Deputy Superintendent of Police and a Rotation Magis- 
trate take their seats on the Bench, and proceed to dispose of all cases the deci- 
sion of which requires the presence of two Justices. They Rre Joined by the 
Master Attendant whenever charges are preferred under the Marine Police Re- 
gulations, and on all occasions when his professional knowledge renders his pre- 
sence desirable. 

The Lock-up Houses, Justices’ Jail, House of Correction, and House of 
Industry, are under the special orders of the Chief Magistrate. 

The Chief Magistrate, and the Police Magistrates, visit the Jails monthly 
in rotation. 

All religious and other processions are under the directions of the Chief 
Magistrate. 

Correspondence on general points affecting the Police or its Establishment 
passes through the Office of the Chief Magistrate. 

Complaints against Police Officers are preferred to the Chief Magistrate.

1st. “ The Assessment is collected in advance, and is levied for the sole 
purpose of lighting, watering, cleansing, and repairing the roads, streets, and 
drains, at 5 percent, on the annual value of all houses, buildings, and grounds, 
in the town and suburbs of Madras.” 

2d. u That after bills for Assessment have been presented, and the de- 
mand duly made, a warrant of distress shall be issued against the goods and 
chattels of the owners, or occupiers, refusing, or neglecting to pay the amount 
due on the said bills.” 

3d. “ That if houses are occupied for six months, to pay a year's assess- 

ment; if fora less period than six months, to pay for the half year.” 

4th. ** That when houses are unoccupied, notice be given to the Collector 
of Assessment in writing annually within three months from the date of their 
becoming vacant, or that the Assessment be paid by the proprietor or subsequent 
occupieis of them. It is to be understood, that no exemption will be permitted 
<ni the plea of vacancy, unless this rule is strictly complied with.” 

5th. “ The great difficulty of levying a large proportion of the Assessment 
bills, except by sealing and distraint, having been brought to the notice of the 
Justices iu Sessions, and that the fund is thereby chargeable with a heavy ex- 
pense for officers, stationery, piintmg, &c.

ACT No. XX. or 1847. — Passed on the 18 th December 1847. 

An Act for tbe encouragement of learning in tbe Territories subject 
to tbe Government of tbe East India company, by defining and 
providing for tbe enforcement of tbe rlgbt called Copyright therein. 

Whereas doubts may exist whether the right called Copyright can be en- 
forced by the Common Luw of England in those parts of the Territories subject 
to the Government of the East India Compuny into which the Common Law of 
[England has been introduced : 

And whereas doubts may exist whether the said right can be enforced by 
virtue of the principles of equity and good conscience in the other parts of the 
Territories subject to the Government ol the East India Company . 

And whereas for the encouragement of learning it is desirable that the exist- 
ence of the said right should be placed beyond doubt, and that the said right 
should be made capable of easy enforcement in every part of the suid Terutories : 

And whereas it is doubtful whether the Act of Parliament 5 and 6, Victoria, 
C. 45, entitled li an Act to amend the Law of Copyright ” although such Act 
extend lo every part of the British Dominions, has made appropriate and suffi- 
cient provision for the enforcement in every part of the said Territories subject to 
the Government of the East India Company of the said right by proprietors 
thereof : and whether the said Act cf Parliament has made provision for the en- 
forcement of the said right by or against any persons not being subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Courts established by ller Majesty's Charter : 

I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that the Copyright in every book pub- 
lished in the life-time of its author within the suid Territories after the passing of 
the Act of Parliament 3 and 4, Wm. 4, C. 85, entitled u an Act for effecting 
an arrangement with the Last India Company and for the better government of 
His Majesty’s Indian Territories lilt the 30 th day of' April , 1854, M shall endure 
for the natural life of such author, and for the further term of seven years com- 
mencing at the time of his death, and shall be the property of such author and 
his assigns i Provided always, that if the said term of seven years shall expire 
before the end of forty-two years from the publication of such book, the Copy- 
right shall in that case endure for such period of forty-two years ; and that the 
Copyright in every book published after the death of its author, and after the 
passing of the Act of Parliament last aforesaid, shall endure for the term of foriy- 
two years from the first publication thereof, and shall be the property of the pro-

and his assigns. ^ 

II. And whereas it is expedient'to provide against the suppression of books 
of importance to the public : It is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Gover- 
nor General in Council, on complaint made to them that the proprietor of the 
Copyright in any book published after the passing of this Act within the said 
Territories, has afier the death of its author refused to republish or to allow the 
re publication of the same, and that by reason of such refusal such book may be 
withheld from the public, to grant a licence to such complainant to publish such 
book in such manner and subject to such conditions as they may think fit, and 
it shall be lawful for such complainant to publish such book according to such 
licence. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that a Book of Registry wherein may be 
registered as hereinafter enacted the proprietorship in the Copyright of books 
and assignments thereof, and licences affecting such Copyright, shall be kept in 
the office of the Secretary to the Government of India for the Home Department, 
and shull at all convenient times be opened to the inspection of any person, on 
payment of Eight Annas for every entry which shull be searched for or inspected 
in the said book, and that such Officer shall whenever thereunto reasonably re- 
quired, give a. copy of any entry in such book certified under his hand, to any 
person requiring the same, on payment to him of the sum of Two Rupees, and 
such copies so certified shall be received in evidence in all Courts and in all sum- 
mary proceedings, and shall be prima facie proof of the proprietorship or assign- 
ment of Copyright or licence as therein expressed, but subject to be rebutted by 
other evidence. 

IV. And it is enacted, that if any person shall wilfully make or cause to 
be made any false entry in the Registry Book aforesaid, or shall wilfully pro- 
duce, or cause to be tendered in evidence any paper falsely purporting to be a 
copy of any entry in the said Book, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanour, and 
shall be punished with imprisonment with or without hard labour for a term not 
exceeding three years. 

V. And it is enacted, that after the passing of this Act, it shall be lawful 
for the proprietor of Copyright In any book published after the passing of the 
said Act of Parliament 3 and 4, Wm, 4, C. 85, to make entry in the Registry 
Book of the title of such book, the time of the first publication, and the name 
and place of abode of the publisher thereof, and the name and place of abode of 
the proprietor of the Copyright of the said book, or of any portion of such Copy- 
right in the form in that behalf given in the Schedule to thi9 Act annexed, upon 
payment of the sum of Two Rupees to the said Secretary, and that it shall be 
lawful for every sucli registered proprietor to assign his interest or any portion 
of his interest therein, by making entry in the said Book of Registry of such as- 
signment, and of the name and place of abode of the Assignee thereof in the 
form given in that behalf in the said Schedule, on payment of the like sum j and 
such assignment so entered shall be effectual in Law to all intents and purposes 
whatsoever, without being subject to any stump or duty, and shall be of the same 
force and effect as if such assignment had been made by Deed. 

VI. And it is enacted, that if any person shall deem himself aggriev- 
ed by any entry made under colour of this Act in the said Book of Regis- 
try, it shall be lawful for such person to apply by motion to the Supreme 
Court of Calcutta, or if the Court shall not be then sitting to any Judge of 
such Court sitting in Chambers, for an order that such entry may by expunged 
or varied, rind that upon any such application to the said Court, or to a Judge 
as aforesaid, such Court or Judge shall make such order for expunging, vary- 
ing or confirming such entry, either with or without costs, as to such Court or 
Judge shall seem just, and the said Secretary shall, on the production to lum 
of any such order for expunging, or varying any such entry, expunge or vary 
the same according to the requisitions of such order. 

VIY. And it is enacted, that if any person, shall after the passing of this 
Act print, or cause to be printed, either for sale or exportation, any book in 
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-which there shall be subsisting Copyright without the* consent in writing of the 
proprietor thereof, or shall have in his possession for sale or hire any such book 
so unlawfully printed without such consent as aforesaid, such offender, if he 
shall have so offended within the local limits of the jurisdiction of apy of the 
Courts of Judicature established by Her Majesty’s Charter, shall be liable to 
a special action on the case in such Court, and if he shall have so offended 
in any other part of the Territories subject to the Government of the East 
India Company to a suit in the Zillah Court within the jurisdiction of which he 
shall have so offended, which shall and may be prosecuted in the same man- 
ner in which any other action of damages may be brought and prosecuted there, 
and if he shall have so offended in any such last mentioned part of the Territo- 
ries subject to the Government of the East India Company in which there is no 
Zillah Court, to h suit in the highest local Court exercising original Civil juris- 
diction in such part of the said Territories. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that after the passing of this Act, in any 
suit or action brought in any of the Courts of Judicature established by Her Ma- 
jesty’s Charter under the provisions of this Act against any person for printing 
any such book for sale, hire or exportation, or for selling, publishing or exposing 
to sale or hire, or causing to be sold, published or exposed to sale or hire, or for 
having in his possession for sale or lure any such book so unlawfully printed, the 
defendant on pleading thereto shall give to the plaintiff a notice in writing of uny 
objections on which he means to rely on the trial of such action, and it the nature 
ofhis defence be that the plaintiff in such action was not the author or first pub- 
lisher of the book in which he shall by such action claim Copyright, or is not the 
proprietor of the Copyright therein, or that some other person than the plaintiff 
was the author or first publisher of such book, or is the proprietor of the Copy- 
right therein, then the defendant shall specify in such notice the name of the per- 
son who he alleges to have been the author or fiist publisher of such book, or die 
proprietor of the Copyright therein, together wiLh the title of such book, and the 
time when and the place where such book was first published, otherwise the de- 
fendant in such action shall not at the trial or hearing of such action be allowed 
to give any evidence that* the plaintiff in such action was not the author or fiist 
publisher of the book in which he claims such Copyright as aforesaid, or thut he 
was not the proprietor of the Copyright therein, and at such trial or hearing no 
other objection shall be allowed to be mude on behalf of such defendant than the 
objections stated in such notice, or that any other person was the author or first 
publisher of such book, or the proprietor of the Copyright therein than the person 
specified in such notice, or give in evidence in support of his defence any other 
book than one substantially corresponding in title, time and place of publication 
with the title, time and place specified in such notice. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that after the passing of this Act, in any such 
suitor action as last aforesaid brought in any Zillah Court or other local Court as 
aforesaid, the defendant shall state in his answer all such matters as he means to 
rely on, and which by the last preceding Section the defendant in any suit or ac- 
tion brought in any of the Courts of Judicature established by Her Majesty’s 
Charter is required to give notice of in writing, otherwise such defendant shall 
be subject to the same consequences for any omission in his answer »s a defend- 
ant is made subject to by the last preceding Section for any omission in his notice. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that when any publisher or other person shall 
within the said Territories before or at the lime of the passing of this Act, but after 
the passing of the said Act of Parliament 3 and 4, Wm. 4, C. 85, have projected, 
conducted and carried on, or shall hereafter project, conduct or carry on, or be 
the proprietor of any Encyclopedia, Review, Magazine, Peiiodical work or work 
published in a series of Books or Parts, or any book whatsoever, and shall have 
employed or shall employ any persons to compose the same, or any Volumes, 
Parts, Essays, Articles or Portions thereof, for publication in, or as part ol' 
the same, and such Work, Volumes, Parts, Essays, Articles or Portion* 
shall have been, or shall hereafter be composed under such employment on 
the terms that the Copyright therein shall belong to such Proprietor, Pro- 

1 actor. Publisher or Conductor, and paid for by such Proprietor, Projector 
Publisher or Conductor, the Copyright in every such Encyclopedia, Review, 
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Magazine, Periodical wort and work published in a series of Books or Parts, and 
in every Volume, Part, Essay, Article and Portion so composed and paid for 
shall be the property of such Proprietor, Projector, Publisher or Conductor, who 
shall enjoy the same rights as if he were the actual author thereof, and shall have 
such term of Copyright therein as is given to the authors of Books by this Act, 
except only that in the^case of Essays, Articles or Portions forming part of and 
first published in Reviews, Magazines or other Periodical works of a like nature, 
after the term of twenty-eight years from # the first publication thereof respectively, 
the right of publishing the same in a separate form shall revert to the author for 
the remainder of the term given by this Act. Provided always, that during tiie 
term of twenty-eight years the said Proprietor, Projector, Publisher or Conductor 
shall not publish any such Essay, Article or portion separately or singly without 
the consent previously obtained of the author thereof or his assigns: Provided 
also, that nothing herein contained shall alter or affect the right of any person 
who shall have been or shall be so employed as aforesaid to publish any* such 
bis composition in a separate form who by any contract, express or implied, 
may have reserved or may hereafter reserve to himself such right, but every 
author reserving, retaining or having such right shall be entitled to the Copyright 
in such composition, when published in a separate form according to this Act, 
without prejudice to the right of such Proprietor, Projector, Publisher or Con- 
ductor us aforesaid. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Proprietor of the Copyriglit in 
any Encyclopedia, Review, Magazine, Periodical work, or other work published 
in a series of Rooks or Parts, shall be entitled to oil the benefits of the Registra- 
tion in the Office of the Secretary to the Government of India for the Home 
Department, under this Act, on entering in the said Book of Registry the title 
of such Encyclopaedia, Review, Periodical work or other work published in a 
series of Books or Parts, the time of the first publication of the first Volume, 
Number or Part thereof, or of the first Volume, Number or Part first published 
after the passing of this Act in any such work which shall have been published 
lieietofoie, and after the passing of I lie said Act of Parliament 3 and 4, William 4, 
C. 85, and the name and pluce of abode of the Proprietor thereof and of the 
Publisher thereof when such Publisher shall not also be the Proprietor thereof. 

XII. And it is enacted, that all copies of any Book wherein there shall be 
Copyright, and of which entry shall have been made in the said Registry Book, 
und which shall have been unlawfully printed without the consent of the Registered 
Proprietor of such Copyright in writing under his hand first obtained, shall be 
deemed to be the property of the Proprietor of such Copyright and who shall be 
legistered as such, and such Registered Proprietor shall, after demand thereof in 
writing, be entitled to sue for and recover the same or damages for the detention 
thereof. 

XIII. And it is enacted, that if the case be within the jurisdiction of any 
of the Courts of Judicature established by Her Majesty's Charter, such Regis- 
tered Proprietor shall be entitled to sue for and recover such copies or damages 
for the detention thereof in an action of Detinue, from any party who shall detain 
the same, or to sue for and recover damages for the conversion thereof in an action 
of Trover, and that if the case be within the jurisdiction of any Zillah Court or 
other local Court as aforesaid, the Registered Proprietor shall be entitled to sue 
for and recover such copies or damages for the detention or conversion thereof, 
in such form as is in use in the said Zillah or other local Courts for the recovery 
of specific personal property or damages for the detention or conversion thereof. 

XIV. And it is enacted, that no Proprietor of Copyright in any book first 
published after the passing of the said Act of Parliament 3 and 4, Wm, 4, C. 
85, shall maintain under the provisions of this Act any action or suit at law or 
in equity, or any summary proceeding in respect of any infringement of such 
Copyright, unless he shall before commencing such action, suit or proceeding 
have caused an entry to be made in the Book of Registry at the Office of the 
said Secretary of such book pursuant to this Act. Provided always, that the 
omission to make such entry shall not affect the Copyright in any book, nor the 
right to sue or proceed in respect of the infringement thereof, except the right to sue 
or proceed in respect of the infringement thereof under the provisions of this Act. 
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XV. And U 18 enacted, that if any action or snjf shall be commenced of 
brought in any of the Courts of Judicature established by Her Majesty's Charter 
against any person or persons whomsoever for doing or causing to be done any 
thing in pursuance of this Act, the defendant or defendants in such action may 
plead the general issue and give the special matter in evidence , and if upon such 
action a verdict shall be given for the defendant, or the nlaintiff shall become 
nonsuited or discontinue lus action, then the defendant shall have and recover his 
tail costs, for which he shall have the same remedy as a defendant in any case 
by Law hath m the said last-mentioned Courts. 

XVI. And it is enacted, that all actions, suits, bills, indictments, infor- 
mations and other criminal proceedings for any offence which shall be commit- 
ted against this Act shall be brought, sued and commenced within twelve calen- 
dar months next after such offence committed, or else the same shall be void and 
of none effect 

XVII. Provided always and it is enacted, that nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall affect, alter oi vary any right subsisting at the time of passing tins 
Act, except as herein expressly enacted , and all contracts, agreements and obli- 
gations made and entered into hefoie the passing of this Act, and all remedies 
i elating thereto, shall remain m full force, any thing herein contained to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

And 
that the word “Thuggee” when used m such Acts shall be taken to have meant 
and to mean die offence of committing or attempting any such Child-stealing qr 
Robbery by a Thug. And that the expression 44 Murder by Thuggee” when 
used in such Acts shall be taken to have meant and to mean Murder whgfcffh* 
ployed as the menus of committing such Child-stealing or such Robb^ryuya

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ACT No. IV. op 1848. — Passed on the 2Q& February 1848. 

An Aet for regulatlor Coroner’s Juries. 

It is hereby enacted, that from and after the First day of May, Iff 18, on all 
Inquests to be held by the Coroners of Calcutta, Madras or Bombay, no greater 
number than five Jurors shall be necessary, and that emery finding of a Jury 
consisting of five Jurors shall be to all intents and purposes as good, valid and 
effectual in £aw, as if such finding had been the finding of twelve Jurors. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that when any person shall have been duly 
summoned to attend as a Juror by any of the said Coroners, and shall fail or 
neglect to attend at the time and place specified in such summons, it shall be 
lawful for any such Coroner to cause such person to be openly called in bis Court 
three times to appear and serve as a Juror, and upon the non-appearance of such 
person and proof that such summons has been served upon him, or left at bis 
usual place of abode, to impose such fine upon the person so making default, not 
exceeding Fifty Rupees, as to such Coroner shall seem fit, and such Coroner shall 
make out and sign a Certificate, containing the name and surname, the residence 
and trade, or calling of every person so making default, together with the amount, 
of the fine which shall have been imposed, and the cause of such fine, and shall 
transmit such certificate to one of the Magistrates of the Presidency of which he 
is the Coroner, and shall cause a copy of such certificate to be served upon the 
person so fined, by having it left at his usual place of residence, or by sending 
the same through the Post Office, addressed as aforesaid, and thereupon such 
Magistrate shall cause such fine to be levied according to the provisions of Act 
No. II. of 1839, in the same manner as if such fine had been imposed by himself. 

III. And whereas it is expedient to make provisions for supporting Coro- 
ner’s Inquisitions and for preventing the same from being quashed on account 
of lech n ical defects : 

It is therefore hereby enacted, that no Inquisition found upon or by any 
Inquest of any of the said Coroners, nor any judgment recorded upon or by vir- 
tue of any such Inquisition shall be quashed, stayed or reversed for want of the 
averment therein of any matter unnecessary to be proved, nor for the omission of 
the words ** with force and arms,” or of the words “ against the peace,” or of 
the words “ against the form of the Statute,” or for the omission or insertion of 
any other words or expressions of mere form or surplusage, nor for the inset lion 
of the words <l upon their oath,” instead of the words u upon their oaths,” nor 
for omitting to state the time at which the offence was committed when time is 
not of the essence of the offence, nor for stating the time imperfectly, nor because 
any person or persons mentioned in any such Inquisition is or are designated by 
a name of office or other descriptive appellation instead of his, her or their pro- 
per name or names, nor by reason of the non-insertion of the names of the Jurors 
in the body of any such Inquisition, or of any difference in the spelling of the 
names of any of the Jurors in the body of any such Inquisition and the names 
subscribed thereto, nor because any Juror or Jurors shall have set his or their 
mark or marks to any such Inquisition instead of subscribing his or their name 
or names thereto, nor because any such mark or marks is or are unattested, pro- 
vided that the name or names of such Juror or Jurors is or are set forth, nor be- 
cause any Juror or Jurors has or have signed his or their Christian name or 
names or other name or names which is not or are not a family name or names 
by means of an initial or partial signature only, and not at full length, nor be- 
cause of any erasures or inter-lineations appearing in any such Inquisition, un- 
less the same shall be proved to have been made therein after the same was 
signed, nor (except only in cases of murder or manslaughter) for or by reason of 
any such Inquisition not being duly sealed or written upon parchment, nor by 
reason of any such Inquisition having been taken before any Deputy instead of 
the Coroner himself, nor because the Coroner and Jury did not all view the body 
at one and the same instant, provided that they all viewed the body at the first 
silting of the Inquest, and in all or any such cases of technical defect as are here- 
inbefore mentioned, it shall be lawful for any Judge of Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Court at the Presidency at which such Inquest shall have been held, if he shall 
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so think fit, upon the occasion of any such Inquisition being called in question 
before him, to order the same to be amended in any of the respects aforesaid, and 
the same shall forthwith be amended accordingly. 

IV. I And it is enacted, that it shall be luwful for each of the Coroners of 
Calcutta, Madras and Bombay from time to time to appoint, by writing under 
his hand and seal, a fibund proper person, such appointment being subject to the 
approval of the Governor of the Presidency of which lie is the Cqroner, to act 
for .him as his Depuly in the holding of inquests; and all Inquests taken and 
other acts performed by any such Deputy Coroner under and by virtue of any 
such appointment shall be deemed and taken to be the acts and deeds of the 
Coroner by whoii) such appointment was made. Provided that no such Depu- 
ty shall act for any such Coroner except during the illness of the said Coroner, 
or during his absence for any lawful and reasonable cause. Provided also that 
every such appointment may at any time be cancelled and revoked by the Coro- 
ner by whom the same was made.

An Hot to amend the Law regarding the taking of M ochulkas or Venal 

Recognizances. 

(Inapplicable to Madras.) 


ACT No. VI. of 1848 — Passed on the 4 th March 1848. 

An Act for equalizing tlie Duties on Goods imported and exported on 
Foreign and British Bottoms, and for abolishing duties on goods 
carried from Port to Port in the Territories subject to the Govern- 
ment of the East India Company. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the Twenty-fifih day of March 
1848, all Goods imported on Foreign Bottoms by Sea into any Port of the Presi- 
dencies of Fort William in Bengal, Fort Si. George, or Bombay, shall be charged 
only with the same rates of duty as such Goods would now by law he charged 
with if such Goods were imported into any of the said Ports on British Bottoms, 
any thing in any Act of the Council of India contained to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the said day all Goods ex- 
ported on Foreign Bottoms by Sea, from any Port of the said Presidencies, shall 
be charged only with the same rates of duty as such goods would now by law be 
charged with if such goods were exported from any of the said Foils on British 
Bottoms, any thing in any Act of the Council of India contained to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the said day no duty 
shall be charged on any Goods lawfully carried from any Port in the Territo- 
ries subject to the Government of the East India Compnny to any other Port 
in the said Territories, any thing in any Act of the Council of India contained to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

IV. Provided always, that nothing in this Act contained shall apply to 
the articles of Salt or Opium. 


ACT No. VII. of 1848 . — Passed on the 2 5th March 1848. 

An Hot to except certain free Ports from the operation of Section III., 
Hot Vo. VX. of 1S48, and otherwise to amend that Hot. 

I. In modification of Section III., Act No. VI. of 1848, it is hereby en- 
acted, that the provisions of the said Section shall not apply to Goods exported 
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from any part of the Territories subject to the Government of the East India 
Company, to any of the ports in the Straitsof Malacca, or to any o! the ports 
in the Tenassenm Provinces, or to any of the ports in the Province of Arrucnn, 
nor to Goods imported from any of those ports into any port of the raid Terri- 
tories. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that no drawback shall be allowed on the 
re-export of Goods from any port in the Territories subject to the Government 
of the East India Company to any otfcer port m the said Territories, to which 
the operation of Section III., Act No. VI. of 1848, may extend. 


ACT No. VIII. of 1848 . — Passed on the 2 5th March 1848. 

To modify tlie provisions of Sections 9, lO, LX, and X3 of Regulation 
V. IS 12, of tiie Bengal Code. 

(Inapplicable to Madias.) 


ACT No. IX. of 1848 . — Passed on the 25 th March 1848. 

An Aot to repeal Acts Wo. XXX. of 1839 and No. XXX. of 1820, and 
to raise funds for Polloe and Municipal purposes throughout the 
Settlement of Prince of Wales* Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places subordinate or annexed thereto, 
by levying an Assessment upon the rents, produce and Income de- 
rived from Buildings and Lands within the said Settlement, and 
by taxing Carriages, Waggons, Carts, Horses, and Mules kept or 
used within the same.

Whereas it is expedient to extend some of the Provisions of the Law for the 
conviction of Thugs and Dacoits to other gangs of Thieves and Robbers, It is 
enacted as follows : 

I. Whosoever shall be proved to have belonged, either before or after the 
passing of this Act, to any wandering nans of persons, associated for the purposes 
of theft or robbery, not being a gang of Thugs or Dacoits, shall be punished with 
imprisonment with hard labour for any term not exceeding seven years. 

IL Any person accused of the offence of belonging to any such gang as* 
aforesaid, or of the offence of unlawfully and knowingly receiving or buying pro- 
perty stolen or plundered by any such gang, may be committed by any Magis- 
trate within the Territories of the East India Company, and may be tried by any 
Court which would have been competent to try him if his offence had been com- 
mitted within the Zillah where that Court sits. « 

III. No Court shall on the trial of any offence under this Act require any 
Futwafrom any Law Officer. "

ACT No. XIV. of 1848.— Passed on the 17 tk June 1848. 

To enable tbe Supreme Court of Calcutta to issue Commissions for 

taking Affidavits.

ACT No. XV. of 1848. — Passed on the 17 th June 1848. 

An Act to forbid trading by tbe Officers of the Supreme Courts. 

For the better discharge of their duties by the Officers of the undermention- 
ed Courts of Justice, It is enacted as follows : 

I. No Officer of any of the Courts of Judicature established by Royal 
Charter, within the Territories subject to the Government of the East India Com- 
pany, or of any Court established for the Relief of Insolvent Dehtois within the 
said Territories, shall directly or indirectly by himself, or by any other person or 
persons on his behalf, accept from any person or persons any gift or reward for 
any actor behaviour in his Office, other than his legal salary and fees and pro- 
fits of office ; or hold any office in any Bank or Public Company, except as 
hereinafter excepted ; or carry on or be concerned in any dealings as a banker 
or trader, or as agent, factor, or broker, either for his own advantage, or lor tbe 
advantage of any other person or persons : except such dealings as it may be 
part of the duty of any sucl^ Officer by virtue of his office to carry on. 

II. This Act shall not be construed to forbid any Officer of any of the 
said Couits, who is also a practising Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor or Proctor in 
any of the stud Courts, from taking tbe usual fees and emoluments of Advocates, 
Attorneys, Solicitors or Proctors ; nor to apply to any Advocate, Attorney, So- 
licitor, Proctor, Sheriff, Assignee, Receiver or Committee, so lar as he is held to 
be in that capacity, merely tor some purposes, an Officer of any of tbe said 
Courts. 

III. This Act shall not be construed to forbid any Officer of any of the 
said Courts from bolding any unpaid office in any Society for Charitable pur- 
poses, or for the advancement of knowledge, or for the encouragement of Science, 
Art, or Manufactures. 

IV. Every Officer of any of the said Courts, who shall knowingly offend 
.Against this Act, slmll, on conviction thereof, be liable to be punished by depriva- 
tion of his office ; and also, by the sentence of the Court before which he shull 
l>e convicted, may be declared incapable, and in that case shall become incapa- 
ble, of beiug appointed to the same or any other office of the same Court, or to 
serve Iier Majesty or the East India Company in the Territories under the 
Government of the East India Company, or in such part of the said Territories 
as shall be specified in the sentence ; or in the discretion of the Court may be 
otherwise punished by fine, or fine and imprisonment, for his misdemeanor, as 
to the Court shall seem fit, regard being had to the nature of his offence.

ACT No. XVI. of 1848. — Pastid on the \st July 1848. 

An Act to remove certain restrictions on the Salt Trade. 

(Inapplicable to Madras .) r 


ACT No. XVII. of 1848. — Passed on the 2 6th August 1848. 

An Act for substituting Stamp Duties instead of Institution Fees in tbe 
Courts of the District XMCoonsifXfc in the Presidency of Madras; and 
for refunding Stamp Duties on Plaints in certain cases. 

Whereas it is expedient to substitute Stamp Duties for Institution Fees in 
the Courts of tbe District Moonsiffs in the Presidency of Madras, and to autho- 
rize the return of the whole or part of the Stamp Duties paid on Plaints in all 
Civil actions which are dismissed on application of the parties. It is enacted as 
follows : 

I. Section XVI. and Clause 2, Section LVII. Regulation VI. 1816, and 
Sections IV. and V. Regulation II. 1834, of the Madras Code, shall be repeal- 
ed from the First day of September in this year. 

II. From and after the said First day of September, so much of Regula- 
tion XIII. 1816, and Section VII. Regulation VII. 1818, of the Madras Code, 
ns relates to the levying of Stamp Duties instead of Fees on the institution of 
Civil actions, shall be applicable to the Courts of District Moonsiffs in the Pre- 
sidency of Madras. 

III. Whenever a suit pending in any Civil Court within the Territories 
subject to the Presidency of Madras shall be dismissed on application of the 
parties, the plaintiff shall ^be entitled to claim from the Court a certificate, stating 
tbe amount of Stamp Duty paid on tbe Plaint, with specification of the number 
and endorsement of tbe paper filed, and whether the suit was dismissed before or 
after the completion of the pleadings. 

IV. On presenting any such Certificate to the Collector of the District 
within three calendar months after the dismissal of the Suit, the plaintiff shall be 
entitled to receive back half of the said Stamp Duty, if the certificate purports 
that the suit was dismissed after the completion of the pleadings ; and if before, 
the whole of the said Stamp Duty : Provided always Jpiere be no exception taken 
to the paper or endorsement thereon. 


ACT No. XVIII. of 1848. — Passed on the 26th Avgust AS. 

An Act for tbe Administration of tbe Estate of tbe late Nuwab of 
Surat, and to continue privileges to bis family. 

( Inapplicable to Madras.) 


ACT No. XIX. of 1848. — Passed on the 2d September 1848. 

For better defining tbe law as to revision of tbe sentences of Subor- 
dinate Criminal Courts in tbe Presidencies of Bengal and Madras. 

Whereos it has been doubted how far Section V. Regulation IX. 1831 of 
the Bengal Code is repealed by Act XXXI. 1841, and what power the Fouj- 
durew Adawlut at Madras has under Section XXXV, Act VII. 1843, It is en- 
acted as follows : 

1. So much of Section V. Regulation IX. 1831, of the Bengal Code, as 
is now in force, and also Sectjgn XXXV. Act. VII. 1843, are repealed. 
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II. Thf Nizamut Adawlut in the Presidency of Bengal and Foujdaree 
Arinwliit in the Presidency of Madras, in any case in which it shall appear to 
either of them, upon a review of the* Abstract Statements or Culendars of pri- 
soners punished without reference, that the sentence passed is one which cannot 
lawfully De passed on a person convicted of the offence, as stated in the Abstract 
Statement or Calendar shall annul the sentence ; and shall certify to the sub- 
ordinate Court the sentence or sentences which may lawfully be passed for such 
offence : and thereupon the subordinate Court shall pass u new sentence ac- 
cording to Law, and shall amend the record in accordance therewith. 

III. The said Nizamut Adawlut or Foujdaree Adawlut, in any cnse in 
which it shall appear to either of them, upon a review of the Abstract State- 
ments or Calenduis of prisoners punished without reference, that the verdict or 
judgment pronounced on any prisoner was not warranted by the evidence, 
or that his sentence was too severe, may, if it thinks fit, require the Judge of the 
Comr in which the conviction was had to certify under his hand all the evidence 
taken in the case affecting sucli prisoners, with any observations which the Judge 
may he desirous of making in explanation of the verdict, judgment or sentence ; 
and theieupon the Nizamut Adawlut or Foujdaree Adawlut, as the case may be, 
may annul such veidict, judgment and sentence, if the verdict or judgment shall 
appear to it not wai runted by the evidence, or mitigate the sentence, if it shall 
appear too severe ; and in either case shall certify its proceedings to the Com t 
in which the conviction was had, which shall thereupon make such ciders' us are 
con foi ina hie to the decision of the Nizamut Aouwiut, or Foujdaree Adawlut, 
and, it necessary, amend the lecord in accordance therewith. 

IV. Instead of proceeding under this Act, the said Nizamut Adawlut or 
Foujdsiree Adawlut may, whenever it thinks fit, cull fm^he whole lecord of any 
ciinmud trial in any subordinate Court, and pass iheretffPsuch orders us it thinks 
fit, hut not so us io enhance the punishment awarded, or punish any person 
acquitted in the subordinate Court.

L All agreements, whether made in speaking, writing or otherwise, bv 
wav of gaming or wagering, shall be null and void f and no suit shall be allow- 
i m ,m y Court ol Law or .Equity lor recovering any sum of money or valuable 
t mig alleged to be won on any wager, or entrusted to any person to abide the 
event of any game, or on which any wuger is made. 


II. Tilt several Courts of Justice established by ltovul Charter, instead of 
direct in" un issue to be died on a feigned wager for ascertaining any disputed 
fact, III the exercise as well of the Equity or Admiralty or uny other Jurisdiction 
us ot the common Law Jimsdictiun of the Court, may issue summonses to wit- 
nesses mid cause them to he examined orally i n open Court as witnesses ■» 
the cause ; mid the witnesses so summoned* shall be bound to attend uud civ. 
their evidence in the same manner, and under the like penalties for neglect or 
disobedience, or for giving false evidence, as any witness duly summoned to 
give evidence according to the piactice of the Court before the passing of ibis 
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ACT No. XXII. of 1848. — Passed on the 10 Uh October. 1848. 

An Act to simplify XndlotmentS for Eorgrery. 

For better avoiding llie failure of justice in Criminal proceedings^ for For- 
gery, It is enacted as follows : 

I. In any infonMfation or Indictment laid or brought in the Courts esta- 
blished by Royal Charter, for forging, or in any manner uttering, any forged in- 
strument or writing, it shall not be needed to set forth any exact copy thereof ; 
but it shall be enough to describe such forged instrument or writing, in such man- 
ner as would sustain an indictment lor stealing it. 


ACT No. XXIII. of 1848. — Passed on the tOth October 1848. 

An Act to amend a Clerical Error In Act No. XXV. of ISftO. 

( Inapplicable to Madras .) 


ACT No. XXI V. of 1848. — Passed on the 10 th October 1843. 

An Aet for providing: for tbe exercise of certain powers by file 
Governor General during: bis absence from tbe Council of India. 

Whereas it is expedient that ihe Governor General should visit the North 
Western Provinces and other parts of India unaccompanied by any .Member 
of the Council of Indiu^^t is enacted as follows : 

I. During the absence of the Governor General from the Council of India, 
it shall be lawful for the Governor General alone to exeicise all the powers 
winch may be exercised by the Governor General in Council, except such 
powers as may by a Resolution of the Governor General in Council be exer- 
cised by the President in Council during the absence of the Governor General, 
and except the power of making Laws and Regulations. 

II. This Act shall commence from the day on which it shall be notified 
by an Order published in the Official Guzette, that Ihe Governor Geneial has 
quitted Calcutta for the purpose of so proceeding as aforesaid.

8. Interest on loans is charged from the date on which the amount is plac- 
ed as a float mg balance at the disposal of the borrowers, according to notice 
given, and is allowed, at die sume rate, upon all remittances from the date of 
their realization. 

9. Constituents of the Service when writing to the Agency are requested 
to add their rank, or official designation, to obviate the delay of reference. 

10. All accounts with the Agency are hrought up periodically to the 30tli 
of June and 31st December, und interest thereon is credited or debited to those 
dates half-yearly. 

11. Parties already indebted to the Bank cannot have a second loan, so as 
to have two accounts with different sureties and different terms of payment open 
Ht the same lime, but the balaifce due on the former account must be deducted 
from the new loan. 

12. When a debtor dies, the balance, after discharging his own debt in full 
of any Policy of assurance upon his life, will, at the discretion of the Directors, 
be detained ap security for the payment of the balance of any account for which 
he may be responsible as a surety.

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15. The Committee give a preference to applications for loans repayable 
within a short date.

17. The Bank renders accounts once in the half-year when called for. 

18. No letters bearing postage will he received by the Agency, except from 
Paymasters, Deputy Paymasters, or £lher public authorities, or from places 
where no postage can be levied. At the close of* each half-year, and in closing 
each loan account, a charge of 8 Annas for incidental expeuses is made. 

N. B.— In cases of Regimental Loans the Bank strongly recommends In- 
surances on the lives of the three Senior Officers for the amount of their respec- 
tive shares, but it is optional with them to adopt the arrangement.

Financial Department , Fort St. George , April 4, 1834. 

The Riuht Honorable the Governor in Council directs that the following 
Rules of a Savings’ Bank, established in Madras under the guarantee and re- 
sponsibility of Government, be published for general information. 

1st. The Bank to be denominated “ the Government Savings’ Bank/’ 

2d. All classes, British and Native, may invest their savings iu the Go- 
vernment Savings’ Bank. 

3d. The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the interest due 
thereon at the undermentioned rate, is secured to the Depositor under guarantee 
of the Government. 

4th. The general direction and control of the Bank shall be vested in a 
Committee of Management, to be nominated by the Governor in Council. The 
Committee shall meet at such stated periods as may be necessary for the due and 
efficient control of the proceedings of the Bank. 

5th. The Government Agents are charged with the immediate superintend- 
ence and execution of all details connected with the Bank. They will be also 
ex-officio Members of the Committee of Management. The Sub-Treasurer, as 
one of the Government Agents, will be ex-officio Secretary to the Bank. 

6th. A Register of Deposits will be kept, and generally such other ac- 
counts as may be determined ou and approved of by the Managing Committee. 

7th. Any sum not less than one Rupee will be received in deposit. 

8th. Whenever any sum deposited by one individual shall amount to 500 
Company's Rupees, the same will be transferred from the Bank deposit in the 
General Treasury, and subscribed on account of the Depositor to the five per 
cent. Bengal Government Loan of the 31*1 March 1841, until further notice, 
unless an intimation of its withdrawal, or the withdrawal of a portion of it, be 
given by the Depositor within one month after it has reached that amount ; and 
all Government Securities shall be handed over to the Government Agency at 
the expiration of 3 months (subject to all the Rules which obtain in that De- 
partment) unless counter instructions be immediately received from the Pro- 
prietors. 

9th. Interest at 4 per cent, per annum will be allowed on deposits until 
further notice. 

10th. The interest will be calculated on a deposit from the 1st day of the 
month succeeding that in which it shall be received, and up to the last day of 
the month preceding that in which it shall be withdrawn, No interest will be 
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^Uowed for broke a periods of a month, nor Calculated * on fractional parts of a 
Rupee. 

lllk The Government reserves to itself the power of lowering or raising 
the rate of interest, such alteration not to affect deposits above 500 Company's 
Rupees previously invested in Public Securities, and due notice to b4 given in 
the Fort St. George Gazette of the intention of Government six months before 
the alteration shall take effect. * 

12th. ^A>ll deposits will be regularly entered in a book at the time they are 
made, and the Depositor of the deposit made at the Presidency will be furnished 
with a small book having a duplicate of the entry. This book is to he brought 
to the Bank whenever any sum is deposited or withdrawn. The account thus 
kept will be closed on the 30ih April of every year, and the balance of interest 
due at (hat period will be paid to the Depositor, or carried to account, thence- 
forward to accumulate at compound yearly interest, until it shall amount to 50# 
Company's Rupees, when the same will be transferred from the account of the 
Bank, and subscribed on account of the Depositor to the Bengal Government five 
per cent. Loan, as per Rule VIII., unless notice of withdrawal be given within 
one month as above, or unless the rate of interest " be altered as provided for in 
Rule XI. 

13th. No person or persons to deposit money for the benefit of any other 
person or persons , except Parents on behalf of and on account of their Children 
being minors . If such deposits are made in the Children s names, they cannot be 
withdrawn without an authority from the Children , — no trust will be allowed to 
appear on any deposit . Provided however, that this llute shall not be constnied 
to prohibit Individuals resident out of Madras, or females , who according to the 
manners and customs of the country do not usually make their appearance in public , 
from making their deposits in their own names , by the hands of other persons ns 
Agents on their behalf 

14th. No sum deposited to be transferable, excepting on the personal ap- 
plication of the depositor, supported by written sanction. When peculiar cir- 
cumstances lender a deviation from this Rule necessary, the case shall be sub- 
mitted to the Committee of Management for their sanction. 

15th. No person will be allowed to deposit any money without making 
known his or her name, together with his or her profession, business, occupation, 
calling, and residence. A duplicate of this description will be entered in each 
Depositor's book, to be produced whenever eny sum is afterwards deposited or 
withdrawn. 

16th. Depositors will be at liberty at any time to withdraw any sums or 
portions of sums deposited by them, receiviivg interest calculated up to the end 
of the month preceding that in which the withdrawal is made. 

17th. As a general rule, deposits, with the interest due thereon, will be 
repaid to the Depositors personally in all practicable cases. In the cases of 
individuals unable to attend in person, the Secretary will exercise his discretion 
in regard to repayments of deposits to responsible persons duly authorized by 
such absentees to receive the same. 

18th. Military Officers and Soldiers, European and Native, will be allow- 
ed to invest their savings in the Government Savings' Bank, through the Pay- 
masters of Corps or Divisions ; aud Officers and Servants of the Civil Establish- 
ments, European and Native, through the Residents, Collectors, and other Offi- 
cers in charge of Public Treasuries, or who are competent to sign Pay Abstracts 
of Civil Establishments ; and Residents, Collectors, Paymasters, ana other Offi- 
cers in charge of Public Treasuries, are hereby authorized to receive Subscrip- 
tion to the Bank, or to deduct monthly from their Abstracts such sums as the 
parties within their circle of payment may be desirous of depositing, not being 
less than one rupee, nor more than 5Q0 Company’s rupees. 

19th. The deposits referred to in the preceding rule are to be brought to 
the credit of Subscribers on the last day of the month in which the payment or 
deduction is made ; and Rules XVL and XVII, respecting the withdrawal 
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of deposits by parties subscribing through Residents, Collectors, Paymasters, and 
other Officers in charge of Public Treasuries, wilt be carried into effect; under 
instructions which will be furnished to them by the Accountant General.* 

20th. Incase of the death of a Depositor, the sum at his credit, will be 
paid to Ais or her Executors or Assigns ; or in case of no will, according to the 
law on this head, or the Regulations of the Service if the deceased be Military. 

21st. In case of any difference between the Secretary of the Bank and any 
Depositor, it shall be referred for the decision of the Committee of Management. 

22d. A general statement of the Funds of the Bank shall be annually made 
out to the 30th April after the 1st May. The same to be submitted for the in- 
formation of Government, and published in the Fort St. George Gazette. 

23d. The Bank to be open on Tuesdays and Fridays, and all balances 
above 500 Rupees to be paid over at the close of each day’s proceedings by the 
Secretory into the General Treasury, where an account with the Bank will be 
opened and kept. 

The Government Savings’ Bank will commence business on the 1st proximo.

Sealed Tenders of Gold and Silver, specifying the weight and description of 
the Bullion tendered, will be received daily, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from ten till four o'clock at the Mint: the Tenders to be addressed to the Mint 
Master. 

All private Bullion tendered to the Mint for Coinage shall be weighed in the 
resence of the Mint Master, or bis Deputy, and the owner or his agent as noti- 
ed in the written tender, the Mint Master granting a receipt for the weight of 
the Bullion. It shall then be melted in the presence of the owner or his ag?nt, 
and again weighed in his presence and that of the Mint Master or an Assistant 
in his confidence, the musters for Assay being previously taken in the presence

in the Mint Master's receipt, which shall be filed in the Assay Office ywhen ex* 
changed with the owner of the Bullion for the Certificate, due advice of which 
Certificate is to be furnished to the Accountant General, *n whose Office it will 
be registered and passed for payment at the expiration of diirty days from the 
receipt of the Bullion iuto the Mint. • 

A charge of one per cent shall be levied on Gold, and two percent on all 
Silver, being private Bullion, as seignorage to meet the expenses of Coinage,* 
and a charge for refining shall be added on all Bullion below certain standards, 
agreeably to the following scale.

Rules and Regulations' 

1st. — That the Madras Chamber of Commerce is formed with a view to 
watch over and protect the interests of Trade ; to receive and oolleot information 
on all matters or mercantile interest, bearing upon the removal of grievances and 
the promotion of the common good ; to communicate with authorities and with 
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individual parties thereupon ; to receive references on Matters of custom or usage 
in doubt or dispute, deciding on the same and recording the decision made for 
future reference; and to form by that and other means a code of practice, whereby 
the transactions of business by all engaged in it may be simplified and facilitated. 

2d. — That all Merchants, and other persons engaged in the generCl Trade of 
Madras, be eligible as members. ^ 

3d. — That after the first General Meeting all Members be elected by ballot 
at the Quarterly General Meeting, hauing been first proposed by one member 
and seconded by another ; previous notice to be given by entry in a ballot book 
to be kept for the purpose. A majority of two-thirds requisite for election. 

4th. — That voting by proxy be not allowed, nor by parties whose subscrip- 
tions shall be in arrears. 

5th. — That the power of expulsion be reserved to the Chamber, to be decided 
by ballot by a majority at a General Meeting. 

6th.— That the executive duties of the Chamber shall be conducted by a 
Chairman and five Directors, three of whom to form a quorum for the dispatch 
of business. The Chairman on all occasions to have a casting vote. 

7th.— The Chairman and Members of Committee shall be chosen by ballot, 
and two Directors, one of whom shall be the Chairman, shall go out annually iu 
rotation. Those going out first to be decided by Lot. 

8th. That in the event of the Chair becoming vacant in the course of the 
year, a Special Meeting shall be called to elect a member, to fill it for the re- 
mainder of the term, who shall be eligible for re-election at the General Meeting 
in December. 

9th. — That every member on election shall pay an entrance fee of Rupees 

100 . 

10th. — That the subscription payable in advance for each member be 15 Rs- 
per annum. 

1 1th,— That only Resident Members do subscribe. 

12th. — That the Funds be puid as realized into the Bank of Madras, and 
that when exceeding one thousand Rupees, they be invested in Government 
paper. 

13th. — That the ordinary expenditure be at the discretion of the Chairman, 
and the extraordinary be made by him with the Sanction of the Committee. 

14th. — That Quarterly General Meetings be held on the second Monday of 
March, June, September and December of each year, to ballot for candidates, 
and that at such meetings the correspondence of the Chamber shall be laid ou 
the table. 

15th. — That at tbe Meeting in December the Treasurers' accounts be sub- 
mitted, and that a majority of die said meeting be competent to amend, idler, 
revoke, or introduce Rules for the regulation of the Chamber ; such majority to 
consist of not less than one half of the members at the time resident at Madras. 
It shall be competent however to the Quarterly General Meetings to exercise 
when necessary the functions devolved specially on the Annual Meeting by this 
Rule ; but one month's previous notice to be given of the matter to be proposed. 

15th.— That Special General Meetings may be convened on the requisition 
of any eight members of the Chamber, at which such business may be transacted 
as may come within the authority of the Annual General Meeting. One month's 
previous notice however to be given of the matter to be proposed. 

17th.— That a fee of 15 Rs. shall accompany all references to the Chamber. 

18th. — That the Chairman shall provide a room for the accommodation of 
the Chamber.

1. In compliance with instructions received from the Hon'ble the Court 
Of Directors, the Right Hou’ble the Governor General in Council is pleased to 
direct that the following Regulations lor conducting the Government Agency 
business at the several Presidencies, be published for general information* 

2. The Governor General in Council has been pleased to authorize the 
Government Agent at Fort William, and the Accountants General and the Sub- 
Treasurers at Fort St. George and at Bombay for the time being, to act under 
the responsibility of the Hon'ble East India Company, as Agents for the pur- 
poses Hereinafter mentioned of the public Creditors of Government, whether 
residing in Europe or elsewhere. The Government Agent at Fort William 
is also authorized to act as Agent, for the purposes heiein after mentioned, to 
absent Proprietors of Shares in the Capital Stock of the Bank of Bengal, and 
the Accountants General and the Sub-Treasurers at Fort St. George and at 
Bombay are also authorized to act as Agents, for similar purposes, to absent 
Proprietors of Shares in the Capital Stock respectively of the Bank of Madras 
and of the Bank of Bombay. 

3. The Officers abovemen tioned are authorized to receive charge of, and 
to grant receipts in duplicate for, any obligations or Loan Acknowledgments 
of the Government of India, or for Certificates of Shares in the abovemenlioned 
Banks at their respective Presidencies which the Proprietor may wish to de- 
posit with them, and the Accountant General and the Sub-Treasurer at Fort 
St. George are also authorized, on the application of the Proprietor, to receive 
charge of and to grant receipts in duplicate for Promissory Notes of the Go- 
vernment of Fort St. George issued on account of theTanjoie Debt. No Note 
or Certificate is to be received in deposit which shall not appear to be made 
out in the name of or be regularly endorsed *o the person depositing it, or on 
whose account the deposit may be made.

Government, the Banks, and all the Houses of Agency kept their accounts at 
42 Fanams the Star Pagoda: the Shops and Bazars at 44 or 45. 

The Star Pagoda exchanged in the Bazar for about 45 Fanams, but it 
fluctuated according to circumstances. 

The coins in circulation were the Star Pagoda, the Arcot Rupee — 3j=s=l 
Star Pagoda ; — (it exchanged in ihe Bazar tor 12 Fanams 60 Cash ;) the double 
and single Fanam, and the Doodie, 8 of wliic.h=l Fanam. 

There was also a copper coin sent out from Europe of 20, 10, 5, and 1 
Cash value, the latter being worth 8, 75ths, or about ihe 9ih part, of a farthing. 

The Currency was altered in January 1818, by a Piodaination which con- 
stituted the Silver Rupee the standard coin. To this the public accounts were all 
converted at an exchange of 350 Rupees per 100 Pagodas ; and the new Silver 
coinage was made to consist of Rupees, Half and Quarter Rupees^ Double and 
Single Annas, the Rupee containing 1G5 grains of pure silver and 15 crams of 
alloy, and weighing 180 grains, and the other Coins bearing the due proportion to 
the same. 

The Act of the Legislative Council of India (passed in 1835) assimilating 
the currency over the Country, changed the design, hut left the new coinage of 
a precisely similar value to that of Madras according to the above Regulation.

1- H is hereby notified that beneath the Master Attendant’s Office on the 
Beach, is an Office where Boats and Cattamarans can be procured, and where 
Registers of all Licensed Boats, Cattamarans, and their respective Owners, and 
Crews, are kept, and are open to public inspection, and in which copies of the 
Act No IV of 1842, for the better management of the Boats and Cattamarans, 
aud foi the amendment of certain Harbour Regulations, are suspended. 

2. If a Boat or Cattamaran is required for any extraordinary service to a 



370 BOAT AND CATTAMARAN REGULATIONS, Jfcc, 

Slap or Vestel, either at anchor or under way beyond the limits of the Port, then 
the amount of hire which may be demanded may be referred to the Muster 
Attendant or his Deputy for adjustment.;— N. B. — For the purposes of the fore- 
going Rule, a Ship at anchor in, or beyond 10 fathoms, and a Ship at any dis- 
tance under sail beyond that depth of soundings in any line of bearing from the 
Master Attendant’s Flag staff, shall be considered as without the litoits of this 
Port. 

3. In cases of great emergency, by night or by day, the Owners of Boats 
and Cattamarans kept for the purpose of being let out on hire, shall aid and 
assist the Master Attendant and his Deputy by every means in their power, and 
shall induce the Boat men and Caltamaran men to perform the service required, 
and when great personal risk shall have been incurred, or arduous services per- 
formed, and those on whose account such duties are undertaken refuse to re- 
munerate the Crew for the same, the Master Attendant will bring the merits of 
the case to the notice of Government. 

4. The Boat and Cattam&ran men are not to be employed on board any 
Ship or Vessel in these Roads : any wilful breacli of this Regulation will be 
considered desertion and neglect of duty, and will render the persons offending 
liable to the punishments provided for such desertion and neglect by Section 15 
of Act No. IV. of 1842. 

5. All Owners of Boats and Cattamarans, and all other persons, either 
belonging to any Ship or Vessel in the Madrns lloads, or to the Boats and 
Cattamarans to be let on hire, are cautioned against the transhipment of any 
goods or passengers or ballast without first obtaining a permit from the Collec- 
tor of Sea Customs or his Deputy, any person or persons found guilty of any 
such transhipment being liable to the penalties provided in Section 23 of the 
Marine Police Regulations. 

6. All Owners of Boats and Cattamarans mint make known to their re- 
spective Crews the lull intent and purport of the several port signals, which, ns 
occasion may require, will be displayed at the Master Attendant’s Flag staff, 
•specially the recall signal for all Boats and Cattamarans, which is a white pend- 
ant with a Ted ball ; and when this signal is hoisted, all Boats and Cattamarans 
must immediately repair to the shore. 

7. The Crews of Boats and Cattamarans kept for the purpose of being let 
on hire shall not be changed or transferred from one Boat or Cattamaran to 
another, without the sanction of the Master Attendant. 

8. The Accommodation Boats shall be' kept in the same good order as 
heretofore, and are always to be provided each with an awning, and with seats 
and cushions, and in case they shall not, in the judgment of the Master Attend- 
ant, be kept in proper order, the Owners shall be deprived of their Licenses until 
the same shall be put in proper order for the reception of Passengers. 

9. All Owners of Boats and Cattamarans are to make known to their re- 
spective Crews, that the Officer or Peon in charge of the Police or Revenue Boat, 
is authorised and empowered by Section XIX. of Act No. IV. of 1842, to stop, 
search, and detain any Boat and Cattumaran plying to and from the Ships and 
Vessels in the Hoads, and that all Boat men and Cattamaran men who may 
impede or obstruct any Police Officers in the execution of bis or their duty, will 
render themselves amenable to the penalties provided for in Section XIX. of the 
above recited Act. 

10. Should any difference or dispute arise between the Owner or Owners 
of Boats and Cattamarans let on hire, and any person or persons hiring the 
same, as to the amount of hire for services performed, the party or parties may 
^efer the case for adjustment to the Master Atteitda^ or his Deputy, in which 
case each parly shall sign a paper agreeing to abide by die decision of the said 
Master Attendant or his Deputy, and such paper shall be retained in the Office 
of the said Master Attendant.

Notice is hereby given, that on ami after the 1st day of .January 1844, a 
Light will be exhibited on. the new Light House erected nl Madras minieil imply 
to the Norlhwaid o| the Walls <£ Fort St. George ; and that on ami after the said 
1st day of January 1 844, the Light heretofore and now exhibited on the Old 
Light House within the Walls of Fort Saint George, will be discontinued. The 
New Light (to be exhibited) will be elevated 128 feet above the mean level of the 
Sea, and may be seen from the D^ck of a Ship at the distance of 20 miles. The 
Light is of the “ Flashing Description” and the duration of the Flashes to that of 
the Eclipses or Dark peiiods is in the ratio of 2 to 3, — but us the nature of the 
Motion is Reciprocating instead of Rotatory, the above ratio merely expresses 
the average proportion of the Light and Dark intervals, which are themselves 
variable according to the position of the spectator. The rapidity of movement is so 
adjusted, that the duration of the Flashes will vary from 0* to 48", and that of the 
Eclipses from 0* to 72 # the sums of the duration of Light and Darkness heating 
however, in every position, the constant ratio of 2 to 3. Fiom the South East- 
ern extremity of the Pulicat Shoal the New Light House b^nrs S 23 w W., and 
is distant 13 miles ; but no Ship or Vessel when hauling in fiom the Northward 
for the Madras Roadstead should bring the Light to hear to the Southwaid of S. 
28° W., or S. S. W. 1 W., — unless her position is well asceiluined. Comman- 
ders of Vessels are hereby warned of the serious usk they incur by incautiously 
approaching the dangerous vicinity of the Pulicat Shoal, ns hazy weather or 
other causes may obscure the Light,— true soundings therefore and a vigilant 
look out are imperatively called for. The limits of the Madras Roadstead 
(in 8 or 0 fathoms) are comprised within the following hearings, viz. from the 
Northward the Light House will bear S, 56o W., and from the Southward N. 
810 w. or from S. W. b. W. to W. $ N. 

The New Light House at Madras is in Latitude 13° 5 ' 10" North, and in 
Longitude 80° 20' East of Greenwich.

Fort St. Georoe, September 19, 1837. 

Tlie fallowing Rules for the management of the Post Office Department, ore 
republished for genenj. information. ^ 

Fort Willtam, General Department, 30 Ih August 1837. 
links for the management of the Post Office Department , passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council on the 3 Oth August 1837. 

I. All existing Rules, General Orders and Proclama- All existing Orders 
lions for the guidance of the Post Office Department of rescinded, 
the different Presidencies and Settlements of India, as well 
as all Circular Orders of the ileuds of the Department, 
saving such as relate to Dawk travelling and matters of 
account, shall cease to have effect from the 1st of October 
next, and the following Rules and Orders shall be substi- 
tuted for the same, to be in force at all Post Office Stations 
in any of the Presidencies, Settlements or Possessions of 
the Company, and to take effect from the abovenientioned 
date. 


ESTABLISHMENT OP GENERAL AND PROVINCIAL POST 
OFFICES, RECEIPT OF LETTERS, &C. 

II. There shall be a General Post Office at each of the 
Towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and Post Offices 
at such other places throughout India und in the Settle- 
ments subordinate thereto, as the Governor General of 
India in Council shall from time to time direct. The im- 
mediate charge of each General Post Office, and the con- 
trol of the several Provincial Post Offices subordinate 
thereto, shall be vested in Post Masters General, each of 
whom shall respectively exercise his functions within sucli 
limits as may be determined by the said Governor General 
of India in Council, and the duties of the Provincial Post 
Offices shall be severally conducted by subordinate Officers, 
to be styled “ Post Masters.” The Post Masters General 
at Madras and Bombay and the Post Masters subordinate 
to them, shall he appointed by the Governors in Council of 
those Presidencies respectively, and shall exercise their 
functions in subordination to the said Governors in Coun- 
cil. The Post Master General and Post Masters of the 
Presidency of Fort William shall be appointed by the 
Governor General of India in Council, and shall exercise 
their functions under the direct control of the said Gover- 
nor General of India in Council. 

III. The existing Post Masters General and Post Mas- 
ters, and all existing Officers of the Post Office Department, 
shall continue in office until removed or otherwise directed, 
and shall act in their respective offices with the powers 
conferred by the Act No. XVII. 1837, and by these rules, 
in like manner as if they had been appointed specifically 
under their provisions. 

IV. Letters papers and parcels shall be received 
wherever a Post Master or Post Office Writer is stationed, 
for despatch, bi Land to every part of India or to Ceylon,

Post Office communication : the latter, unless super- 
scribed for stme particular Ship, will be sent by the first 
vessel that sals direct to the country to which the letter is 
addressed, and if there be no vessel so proceeding direct 
to the place addressed, the letter shall be foiavarded by 
such circuitous route as shall appear to the Post Master 
General or Post Master to afford tha means of most speedy 

and secure transmission.

V. Letters papers or parcels required to be transmit- 
ted to Foreign Countries vist Great Britain or Ireland, 
must be addressed to the care of an Agent or other person 
in the United Kingdom by whom the Foreign Postage 
demandable at the London General or other Post Office 
may be paid. That Postage cannot be received in this 
country, and unless it be paid through an Agent as above 
described, the letters are liutde to be returned to India. 

VI. Letters intended for delivery in India may be paid 
for ill advance, or be sent beating Postage,* at the option of 
the sender, and the name of the sender of any such letter 
shall not be demanded at any Tost Office. But Newspapers, 
Printed Papers or Parcels will not be received bearing 
Postage, unless the sender shall give Ins name and address, 
in order that the regulated Postage may be recovered from 
him, in case of such paper or parcel being refused by the 
party addressed. 


VII. Letters papers or parcels intended for despatch 
by Sen should be stamped or superscribed, “ Ship/' and 
Ship Postage must be paid in advance thereon, in addi- 
tion to any Inland Postage to which they may be seve- 
rally liable. 

VIII. On letters papers or parcels intended for deli- 
very in Ceylon Postage must be paid in advance to Point 
Calimere, except in case of letters received for Ceylon 
from Ship, which may be forwarded bearing Postage. If 
letters for Ceylon are received from Ship under cover to re- 
sidents in India, such letters, superscribed “ Ship Letters,” 
and bearing postage as such, will be received for transmis- 
sion to their destination in like manner as if received direct 
from the Ship. 

IX. Letters from Ceylon will be charged inland Postage 
from Point Calimere, or the place where the same are land- 
ed in India. 

X. The Table of Distances for calculation of Postage 
shall, until otherwise ordered and duly notified, be the Fo- 
lymetrical Tables prepared under orders of the Governor 
General of India in Council by the Committee for revising 
the Customs and Post Office Departments, and printed at 
the Official Gazette Press at Calcutta. Copies of these 
Tables shull be Jurnished lor the use of the Post Masteis,

Letters, papers or parcels shall l>e received at any 
General or Provincial Post Office for delivery at the sta- 
tion itself, within the ordinary range of delivery, and shall 
be charged.

XII. Every thing received by Post from Sea-ward, not

Bat unless for the cause above specified, all Post 
Office author' ies are prohibited from detaining, except un- 
der Section XXIV of the Post Office Act, any letter, paper 
or packet received for delivery by Post. » 

XIV. All letters, newspapers, or ether papers and pack- 
ets received for despatch by Post or Banghy post, shall be 
weighed at the Post'Office of despatch, and shall be stamped 
and marked single, double, &c. as the case may be, and 
shall have the postage to which they are severally liable 
marked on them ; which stamp or mark shall regulate the 
postage to be levied from the party concerned, whether the 
letter, paper, &c., be sent “ Paid” or “ Bearing Postage.” 
In order to obviate delay, Service and Free Letters shall 
never be re- weighed prior to delivery, nor newspapers, ex- 
cept in case of suspicion. Banghy parcels shall in all cases 
be re-weighed on delivery. The re-weighing of private 
letters prior to delivery shall be at discretion of the Post 
Master General or Post Master. 

XV. In the event of any letters declared or required by 
Clauses VII. and VIII. preceding, or by Clause LIX. fol- 
lowing, to be post paid, or papers or parcels reaching any 
Post Office, on which it shall appear that the entire regu- 
lated postage, whether Inland or Ship, has not been paid, 
such letters, papers or parcels shall not be detained or ie- 
turned to the sender, but shall he delivered or forwarded to 
their destination, as the case may be, and the amount defici- 
ent shall be recovered from the party through whose negli- 
gence the under charge has occurred. 

XVI. Persons not belonging to the Department cannot 
be admitted into the interior, nor permitted to examine the 
Records of any Post Office, without the special permission 
of the Post Master General o: Post Master, to whom appli- 
cations for information or redress must be made, either in 
person or in writing, by the party requiring the same.

XVII. At each General Post Office, Banghy Parcels

p. m. on payment of an extra half rupee each, as a fee for the 
trouble of re-sorting and re-packing the Mails, which fee 
shall be distributed, at the discretion of the Post Master Ge- 
neral, amongst the Post Office Servants on whom the addi- 
tional labour may fall, to be paid by the sender, whether 
the letter, paper, or parcel be forwarded “bearing postage” 
or 44 paid.”

XVIII. At the receiving Houses established at Cal- 
cutta, Madras and Bombay, or at any receiving house* 
which are or may be similarly established at other large Sta- 
tions, letters, papers and packets not exceeding 12 tolas in 
weight will be received daily from 11 a. to 4 p. m. for 
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transfer to the General or Sudder Post OfltyL as the case 
may be. No extra postage shall be leviable inereon, 

XIX. At Provincial Post Offices, bangh/ parcels and 
newspapers will be received, for despatch at the ordinary 
rates of postage, from 10 a. m. till 4 p. m. and letters till 5 
p. m., after which hours respectively they will be received 
till p. m., on the sunder paying an extra half rupee each, 
to be appropriated as provided in Clause XVII. 

XX. Although all Post Offices will be open for receipt 
of letters, papers and parcels as above, official references 
shall be made to Post Office Authorities ouly between the 
hours of 11 and 5, Sundays excepted. 

XXI. At each General Post Office there shall be two 
deliveries daily, the first delivery not to be later titan 10 
a. m. and the other at 3 p. m., at which hours respectively 
the Peons shall quit the Office with the letters, &c. entrust- 
ed to them.* All letters, papers or parcels received from 
3 p. m. till 9 A. M., shall be sent out at the first delivery, 
and all from 9 a. m. to 3 p. m. at the second delivery, and 
Mails received after 3 p. m. shall not be opened till the fol- 
lowing morning, except in case of public emergency, or of 
letters, papers or parcels received from seaward. 

XXII. At Provincial Offices the delivery of letters, 
papers and parcels must depend upon the hour of the arri- 
val of the Mails at each Station, after which they shall be 
delivered with all possible despatch. 

XXIII. The Delivering Peons are prohibited from de- 
livering letters, papers or parcels out of the usual course, 
and without immediate payment of the exact amount of 
postage ; and they are not bound to give change. Should 
they be subject to detention they are not to deliver the 
letters, papers or parcels, but to return them in the evening 
to the Post Office, for future delivery. 


N. B.— Under tlie provisions of Section III. Act XXI. 1835, 
Copper Coin is not a legal tender in payment of any demand, ex- 
cept for fractions of a Rupee; 

XXIV. Whatever postage is marked on a letter, paper 
or parcel, must be paid at once on delivery, after which any 
complaint of overcharge will be duly attended to. In all 
complaints of overcharge or unnecessary delay in delivering 
letters, papers or parcels, the covers or envelopes bearing 
the Post Office Stamp must be presented for inspection, 
and as all Post Office Peons wear a badge regularly number- 
ed, when any complaints are preferred against any indivi- 
dual the number of the badge should be specified.f

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XXV. each General Post Office the Mails shall 
be despatched daily at 8 p. h. and the Bang hies us soon 
after as possible. 

XXVI. At Provincial Post Offices the Packets shall be 
made up at 5 p. m., for all Mails to be despaired in the 
course of the night ; but for Mails which usually pass in 
the course of the day, the packets shall be made up half au 
hour before the expected arrival of such Mails, which are in 
no case to be subje&ed to any detention. Notice of the hour 
at which each packet is closed shall be hung up outside 
the Office, both in English and in the language of the Dis- 
trict, after which hour letters, papers or parcels received 
shall not be forwarded till the following day. 

XXVII. The Post Master at any Station, or person in 
charge of the Office, shall have power to refuse letters, pa- 
pers or parcels bearing the appearance of having been 
opened und reclosed, or otherwise improperly dealt with, 
unless the writer or sender thereof shall attest with his full 
signature that they were sent in that state. 

XXVIII. In order to protect as far as possible the 
public mails from the chance of robbery, Officers in charge 
of Post Offices shall not knowingly receive money, bullion, 
precious stones, or jewels, for despatch either by letter or 
bangliy post. 

XXIX. Letters once delivered into any Post Office can- 
not be recalled by the sender under any circumstances 
whatever. But newspapers and parcels may be recalled, 
on the person claiming the return of the same satisfying 
the Post Master that he was the sender thereof, and on his 
paying tire postage which would have been due on such 
paper or parcel if forwarded. 

XXX. u Forward Letters," or parcels, i. e. those which 
follow the persons addressed from Station to Station, shall 
be considered as so many fresh despatches, and shall be 
liable to postage as such from each Station whence they 
are forwarded in succession. But newspapers which fol- 
low persons in like manner, and letters forwarded to officers 
and persons marching with Corps and Detachments on 
duty, shall not be deemed to be a fresh despatch, or be 
chargeable with fresh postage beyond the maximum rate 
as leviable thereon, unless the former shall have been opened. 
Letters and parcels also forwarded to Corps or Detach- 
ments on march, by any cross or temporary Dawk, shall 
not be charged separately for the increased distance. 

XXXI. The servants at the several Post Offices are 
not bound to give change to parties sending or receiving 
letters in any case.* 

XXXII. Receipts will not be granted for letters papers 
or parcels received at any Post Office for despatch, unless 
they are presented ready written, either in books or in se- 
parate slips of paper, along with the letters papers or 
parcels. Receipts so presented will be duly stamped in 
all cases, and will also have tlie weight, whether single, 
double, &c. and the amount of postage noted on them, 
when the postage is paid in advance.

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XXXI n. In order lo obviate as far atff^cli cable all 
delay, or mistakes in the delivery of letters, it ^ particularly 
recommended that all persons arriving at on quitting any 
Station, or changing their residence at the same, will send 
to the Post Office a notification thereof in writing.

XXXV. On the arrival of any Ship or Vessel off any 
British Indian Port, a printed Notice, under the signature 
of the Post Master General or Post Master of the Port 
or Station, shall be delivered to the Commander by the 
first Boat despatched to board the Vessel, according to the 
requisition of which the Commander shall proceed to dis- 
pose of such packets as he may have on board, as direct- 
ed in Section XV. of the Post Office Act, a copy of which 
clause shall be communicated to the said Commander. 

XXXVI. The Post Master General, or Post Master of 
the Port or Station, shall grunt receipts for INI ail packets 
that may he delivered to any officer or person under his re- 
quisition, and if after delivery so made, the packet be lost 
before it reach the Post Office, the Commander shall equal- 
ly be entitled to a receipt, in discharge from all responsibi- 
lity for the same. 

XXXVII. The Master Attendant, or such other Officer 
ns may be directed by Government, shall furnish the Post 
Master General with early intimation of the intended depar- 
ture of all Vessels to Europe, the Mauritius, Austiulia, Capo 
of Good Hope, St. Helena, the Red Sea, Persian Gulpli, 
China, or any Eastern Settlements, and the Post Master Ge- 
neral shall cause a list* of those Vessels for which packets 
are open to be published weekly in the Olficial Gazette of 
bis own Presidency. 

XXXVIII. The Post Master General shall also cause 
to he published weekly, in the Official Gazette of the Presi- 
dency, a Noticef of the several dates up to which packets 
have been despatched by each Vessel that may have left the 
port. 

XXX IX. Letters, papers or parcels to places on the 
Coast, to which the means of conveyance by Land arc pro- 
vided, will be received for transmission by Sen, at the usual 
rates of ship postage, if they are endorsed u Ship.” 

XL. Persons despatching letters papers or parcels from 
out-stalions, for transmission by Sea, will on application at 
the Post Office of despatch, after the lapse of a sufficient pe- 
riod, receive stamped acknowledgments of their receipt at 
the General Post Office.

XLIV. All public despatches are to be made up in the 
most compact form possible, and whenever two or more let- 
ters are despatched from any one office to the same indivi- 
dual, by the same day’s post, they are to be put up under 
one cover, provided they do not in the aggregate exceed 12 
tolas weight. 

XLV. When the number of letters received at any Post 
Office shall cause the weight of a mail to exceed the regu- 
lated weight, the Post Master General or Post Master is 
authorized to keep back a proportion of the heavier public 
despatches till the following day. But private letters, ex- 
cept in cases of bulky letters from sea, and public letters 
marked “ despatch,” shall not be so kept back.

XLVI. Despatches to be transmitted by express must 
beur on the face of them the words “ by express,” and the 
signature in full of the Officer sending them. 

XLVII. As the employment of expresses interferes with 
the celerity and regularity ot the ordinary mails, and is at- 
tended with expense, Public Officers are enjoined to employ 
them as sparingly as possible, and any Public Officer des- 
patching an express, when the exigency of the Public Ser- 
vice does not in the opinion of the authority to whom he is 
subordinate require it, will be held answerable for the ex- 
pense attending that method of transmission. Public ex- 
presses from a General Post Office can be ordered only 
through a Secretary to Government. 

XLVII I. Expresses may be employed by private indi- 
viduals, at the discretion of the Post Master General or Post 
Master applied to, on a payment being made at the rate of 
4 annas per mile in advance.

The following Order of the Government of India, amending, and modifying 
the Holes for the management of the PostOffice Department, passed by the Right 
Honorable the Governor General of India in Council on the 30th of August last, 
is re-published for general information.

With reference to the list of Public Officers entitled to frank Letters, Pac- 
kets and Parcels bonft fide on the public service, which is included in the Rules 
for the management of the Post Office Department, passed by the Right Honor- 
able the Governor General of India in Council on the 30ili August last, the 
Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council has been pleased so 
far to amend and modify the Rules therein contained respecting Commissioners 
of Circuit and Revenue and their Covenanted Assistants, and the Register of the 
Sudder Dewanny Adawlut and Secretary to the Sudder Hoard of Revenue and 
to the Hoard of Customs, Salt and Opium, as to provide that the Register of the 
Sudder Dewanny and Nizamut Adawlut and the Secretaries to the said Hoards, 
shall have power to nominate an Uncovenauted Assistant in their Offices respec- 
tively to frank Official Letters sent to the Post Office with the Despatch book of 
the Office, and the Post Masters General being informed of the name of the 
Assistants so nominated, shall cause Letters duly signed by them and entered in 
ihe Despatch book of the Offices, respectively to be transmitted free in like man- 
ner us if signed by the heads of the Offices. With respect to Commissioners of 
Circuit and Revenue, when there may be no Covenanted Assistant present with 
them, or in charge of their Offices, it shall he competent to the Commissioner to 
employ his Uricovenantcd Assistant to frank the official covers of the office, 
notice being duly given to the nearest Post Master and to the Post Master 
General. The Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council fur- 
ther is pleased to direct the Assay Masters to be included amonust the Public 
Officers of List No. 1. instead of being required to forward their Official Letteis 
through the Mint Master, as ordered in List No. 3, and likewise to amend the 
following heads of List No. t. For “ Agents Political or Agents to the Governor 
General," read Agents Political or Agents to the Governor General and their 
Assistants also Political Officers on mission, or in charge of Offices, by what- 
ever name designated. For tl Residents at Foreign Courts," read “ Residents 
at Foreign Courts and their Assistintts” 

The Governor General of India in Council further directs, that when there 
shall be a Superintendent of Police appointed to any Piesidency or other Divi- 
sion or Territory, that Officer and bis Assistants shall exercise the same privilege 
in the franking of Letters bonfi fide on the Public Service as Commissioners of 
Cncuit and Lund Revenue, and their Assistants respectively.

Para. 1. Instances having occurred of Letters, addressed by parties in In- 
dia lo the individual members of our Couri, being transmitted to this country by 
the Mediterranean Mpils, under the impression that such letters are exempt from 
the duty of postage, it is necessary that we should apprize you, that the privilege 
of receiving letters so addressed free 4f postage, does not attach to letters sent 
from the East Indies by packet, vi& Mediterranean ; and we direct that you 
forthwith take the necessary measures for giving public notice thereof throughout 
your Presidency. 

2. You will, however, clearly understand, that the privilege of franking 
enjoyed by individual Directors, and other public functionaries, so faros respects 
the Indian duties of postage, continues in full force.

It is further notified, that the practice of forwarding letters under covet* to

1. The arrangements for the conveyance of the Mails direct between 
Madras, Suez, and other Ports being now in operation, the scale of British 
Steam Postage and British Packet Postage chargeable on letters is as follows, 


viz. 

On every letter not exceeding \ an ounce weight 8 As. or one Shilling. 

On do. above £ and not exceeding 1 ounce 1 Rupee or two do. 

On do. above 1 oz. and not exceeding 2 ounces 2 Rs- or four do. 

On do. above 2 oz. and not exceeding 3 ounces 3 -Ite- or six do. 


and so on increasing one Rupee or two Shillings for every additional ounce weight, 
or any fraction thereof. 

2. British weights not being in general use in this country, the following 
Coins of the Hon'ble Company's currency are recommended as the best sub- 
stitutes. 

In lieu of J an ounce, one Rupee and one Copper Pie. 

In lien of 1 ounce, two Rupees and two Pice. 

3. Letters weighing half an ounce are reckoned as single ; and such as 
weigh one ounce are double. 

4. Letters for places on the Continent of Europe ; letters directed to any 
place to which Great Brituin does not ueccessarily form u channel of communi- 
cation ; and letters forwarded via Marseilles, Malta or Alexandria, are subject 
to Red Sea (Steam) Postage. All such letters must, as heretofore, be prepaid 
in India, but if endorsed via “ Southampton” they may be forwarded “ bearing,” 
and if directed ffi un Agent in Englaud they may be prepaid. 

i» 
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5. No Steam Postage on letters for the United States, nor to British Colo- 

nies in America or the West Indies, can be prepaid in India, whether sent by 
way of Marseilles or via Southampton, unless they are addressed to Agents in 
Great Britain. t 

6. The same rule applies equally to letters despatched through Marseilles 
for places in England, Scotland, Ireland, Wales, and all the British inlands. 

7. Letters for places in the United Kingdom, superscribed to the cure of 

any person in Egypt, must be prepaid : at the rute of the regulated lied Sea 
postage. i 

8. No Steam Postage is chargeable in India on Newspapers received from 
and despatched to England, or from one British Indian Port to another. Inland 
Postage, however, to and from Bombay or Stations in the interior, must be paid. 

0. YamphleU are charged Steam Postage with reference to letter weight : 
thus a Parcel containing one or more Pamphlets is liable to be charged just as 
letters are, according to weight. 

10. The optional prepayment of Steamer Postsige applies to letters sent by 
the Southampton toute to places within the United Kingdom and vice versa, and 
between British Indian Ports. * 

11. All letters posted or received at the General Post Office for transmis- 
sion to Europe by the Overland Mails, whether direct or via Bombay, will be 
sent byway of Marseilles unless they are superscribed vi£“ Southampton.” 

12. The Inland (Indnni) Postage is quite distinct from Steam Postage : 
Inland Postage must be paid in advance by the bender at the Posting Office, on 
letters forwarded from Out-Stations to Madras or Bombay, or iiom either one 
Presidency to the other for transmission by the Steameis. 

The word “ Paid” therefore should be written only on letters the Steam 
Postage for which senders intend to Pre-Pay. 

13. British Packet Postage will be levied on all Price Currents and N^s- 
papers conveyed between any poit of thp Madras Ihesidency and any port in the 
East Indies, China, &c. by the Contract Steamers fiom Madras.

The fallowing revised Rules for the employment of Palankeen Bearers, to 
have effect from the 15th Instant, are published for general information. 

Regulations for Palankeen Bearers employed at Madras and Its 

vicinity. 

Para. 1. Palankeen Bearers of all descriptions (9) nine in a set to be 
paid, exclusive of the Palankeen, at the rate of (3$) three Annas and half .each 
per day, or Rupees (6) six for a month, allowing the Head Bearer seven (7.) 

2. The daily hire of Palankeen Bearers is (3J) three Annas and half each. 

If employed for four hours or a shorter period, they are only entitled to halt" 
hire, but if above four hours, then they are entitled to full hire — their employ- 
ment in any other manner must be by agreement between them and the party 
requiring their services. r 

3. Palankeens duly numbered are stationed at the places specified in 
Table A, and all persons, hiring a Palankeen and Rearers, will be enabled to 
ascertain the particular Palankeen and Bearers he may employ, and in the 
event of any loss of property or misconduct on the part of the Bearers, the 
number of die Palankeen should be immediately reported, with the mailer of 
complaint, to the Post Master General or his Deputy, or to either of the Police 
Offices. 

4. A set of Bearers, required to go beyond the precincts of Madras or 
Saint Thomas 7 Mount, Palaveram, Poonamallee, Red Hills, and Eimore, or any 
place not exceeding 12 miles, it supplied by the Public Autliorilies, shall consist 
of (10) ten, but if lequired for a greater distance of (12) twelve. 

5. Bearers, hired to go beyond the precinct9 of Madras, to be paid accord- 
ing to the distance, calculating the rate of hirefct (3J) three Annas and half each, 
for every 10 English miles. 

0. If a person, going beyond the precincts of Madras, remains at a place, 
lie must, for the first day, pay each Bearer (1) one Anna batta. If he remains 
moie than one day, he must pay each Bearer (3J) three Annas and a half per 
day. 

Regulations for Posted Bearers. 

7. Travellers within the frontier will be furnished with Dawk Bearers, on 
application to the Post Master General, or his Deputy at the Presidency, be- 
tween the hours of 10 A. M. and 5 p. M., or at all hours on emergency; and at 
out stations to the Collector or Assistant Collector, Post Master or other 
Authority, duly notified in ibe Fort Saint George Gazette, stating the places at 
which they will halt, and the number of hours they will remain at each place. 
The Officer nddiessed will receive the deposit mentioned in para. 8, order the 
Rearers to be posted through the different Authorities, and inform the* Applicant 
in the event of any difficulty being experienced in laying his Dawk. Jn some 
places* 10 days notice will be requisite. Officers laying the Dawk will furnish 
the Ti livelier with a list of places where the Bearers are posted in hi9 district, 
and the same rule will be observed by each Authority on his entering his range. 

8. To protect Government from loss on account of demurrage, and to pro- 
vide Bearers for the convenience of the Travellers* the application for a Dawk, 
in the case of Travellers not belonging to the Madras Presidency, or the Civil 
and Military Services, should he accompanied by n sum, as a deposit, equal to 
t) Annas per mile for the whole distance the Dawk is to be laid, or the security 
of an House of Agency for the payment of the requisite deposit, when ffalled 
upon, will answer the purpose ; but an assurance in writing, from those connect- 
ed with this Presidency or United Service of being answerable on demund for 
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any extra charge that may be incurred, will, at the discretion of the Pflst Master 
General or any local Authority, be considered as equivalent to cash de&osut, — 
otherwise it will not be attended to, and the Public Authorities' are prohibited 
from issuing instructions to post Bearers until the deposit or a reference to pay- 
ment has been made. Of this amount (1) one Anna per mile will be deducted 
on account of the Bearer Fund, and the remaining (5) five Annas paid to the order 
of the Traveller, should no charges of batta be incurred by him.* 

9. When the Traveller proceeds by Dawk, beyond tlu Frontier, he will be 

required to pay as a deposit, to cover any additional expences, (1) one Hu pee for 
every 2 miles. * 

10. Each Traveller is henceforth required to pay the Bearers the regulated 
hire, personally, on his arrival at the stage, according to the Memorandum which 
may be furnished to the set, by the Collector, Post Master, Superintendent of 
Police, or other Officer on whom the duty of posting Bearers may devolve ; but 
all demands on account of demurrage shall first be submitted to the Post Master 
General for adjustment. 

11. At the conclusion of the Dawk, the Traveller is requested to counter- 
sign each of the lists of stages furnished to him, and leturn the same, post not 
paid, to the Authorities respectively who issued them, fiom the nearest Post 
Office, for official record, noting upon them any cause of complaint, which will 
be attended to. If the document is lobe returned to or at Mudias, it should be 
sent to the Post Master General. The Post Masters in the interior will be au- 
thorized to remit the postage charged on these documents. 

12. If Bearers are detained on the road, they are to receive (1) one Anna 
each for the firstday, and (3i) three and half Annas for each succeeding day, 
irom the party for whom they are posied, whether they are used or not, and after 
remaining 3 full days they will be discharged and without fuither instructions 
return to their homes, unless notice is given (or their furthei retention, and the 
party ordering them will be charged with batta for the same, and in addition to 
half hire forgoing out and returning both inclusive. Bearers carrying an empty 
Palankeen shall be entitled to (1) one Anna and (6) six Pice per mile, for the 
distance they convey the same, if addition to tiavelhng hiie to which they may 
be entitled under these Rules. 

13. All applications on the subject of posting Bearers (except when made 
on service by one Public Officer to another) shall be post paid, and superscribed 
“ Bearer Service,” in order that no delay maj occur in their being opened by the 
proper Authority. If this rule is infringed, the Traveller will be held respon- 
sible for any charge that may be incurred consequent thereon. 

14. A set of Dawk Bearers will comprise fourteen men, viz. twelve Palan- 
keen Bearers, one Masaljee, and a Cowry Cooly, for which the charge shall 
be at the rate of (5) five Annas per get, except in the Provinces, for every 
mile they carry a loaded Palankeen, exclusive of the charge for torch and oil, 
nnd this charge shall be the same, whether a Cowry Cooly be employed or not. 
As Cowry Coolies are not to be procured in some places 2 Coolies will be em- 
ployed, and a charge made for the second at the rate of 4 P. 28J cent per mile. 
The charge for torch and oil, at the rate of (8) eight Annas for 20 miles, should 
be paid Ify the Traveller on his arrival at each stage. No gruluiiy is to be 
awarded to the Bearers by the Traveller.

tl With reference to para. A of the ievised Regulations for Posted Bearers, it is hereby 
notified, that the existing practice of levying the Bearer Fund from Officers in Government 
employ after arrival at the relay nr station, has been attended with inconvenience, trouble 
and unnecessary correspondence; to save which, the aggregate amount of Bearer Fund will 
hence 'orth be levied in advance lor the whole distance the U a wk is laid, as far as lies within 
the Madras Territories, by the Authorities by whom the Dawk is laid.

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15. oTlie rate of hire to be paid to the Bearers in the Provinces will be fixed 
by the Jr>cal Authorities. When Bearers are brought from a distance, the Tra- 
veller if ;ill only be required to pay the Tegular hire and travelling hire, and no 
Bearer $und charged for that portion ofithe distance. 

16. Sets of Bearers shall receive (3) three Pice each Bearer for every mile 
they travel Jo their post, which allowance is called travelling hire, except for such 
part of the road as they travel over again witli the loaded Palankeen, for which 
part they shall not b$ entitled to travelling hire, unless the distance which they 
travel to their post exceeds 40 miles, in which case they shall be entitled to tra- 
velling hire for the whole distance, notwithstanding they return over a part or 
the whole of it with a loaded Palankeen. 

17. When a Dawk has been ordered and circumstances may render* it 
expedient for the Traveller to postpone bis journey or to abandon it altogether, 
he will, in the event of the salaried Bearers having been refused on his account to 
another Applicant, be liable to the whole charge of (8) eight Annas per mile, in 
like maimer as though he had employed them ; but in the event of no other 
application having been preferred for these Bearers, he will not be liable to any 
forfeit. 

18. In case a set of Bearers, which has been posted for any Traveller and 
has received hire to such post, may be subsequently required for any other Tra- 
veller, such person shall pay the set the established rate for every mile they carry 
him, and if the set be detained, he will be liable to the charge for detention, spe- 
cified in para. 12. 

19. When a set of Bearers is posted or a Dawk laid for a Traveller, either 
by the Post Master General or the Authorities in the interior, no other Traveller 
shall employ them, without the authority or knowledge of the Officer who posted 
the set or laid the Dawk ; but should any individual so act in violation of the orders 
of Government, he will be liable, in addition to the regulated hire of the Bearers 
used, to all and every extra charge incurred by the Traveller for whom the set 
was originally posted or Dawk laid- 

20. In order to facilitate the keeping of accounts, all fractional portions of 
a mile will be struck out. If the fractional paft exceed the half, the Bearers will 
en joy the benefit of a full mile — if less than the half they will not be entitled to 
any hire for the same. 

21. All charges of hire shall be made agreeably to the Table of distances 
and routes in the Madras Road Book. 

22. The load for a Cowry Cooly shall not exceed 50 lbs. weight, divided, 
as nearly as possible, into two equal portions of 25 lbs. each. 

23. It is to be understood, that although Government have directed its 
Public Servants to lay Dawk Bearers for the convenience of the Public, and will 
cause due pains to be taken to ensure regularity and a punctual attendance to all 
requisitions, yet that neither Government nor any of its Officers are to be held 
responsible to the Traveller, for any unavoidable disappointment he may meet 
with on his journey, or for the expenses consequent thereon. 

24. In cases of surcharge, or a charge being made which to the parties 
complaining appears irregular, it will be the duty of the Post Master General at 
Madras to investigate the matter with a view to afford redress. The decision by 
the Post Master General at the Presidency, in all references relative to Dawk 
Bearers, to be considered final, except in instances when the Bearers are posted 
by him or the Deputy Post Master General, in which case the party considering 
lumself aggrieved will be permitted to appeal to Government. 

25. It is to be understood, that nothing in the foregoing Rules is intended 
to interfere with Travellers applying to private individuals to post their Bearers, 
should they prefer making their own arrangements, without the intervention of 
the Public Authorities, but that no Public Officer will attend to a requisition, 
until the required deposit, indicated in para 8, is made, or a reference fof* pay- 
ment is obtained.

CAPTAZVS. 


The following ‘Rule had effect from lsf January 1847. 

1st. Officers at present holding the Brevet Rank of Captain are permitted 
to subscribe according to Army Rank, provided they make known their inten- 
tion to do so without delay. 

2d. Existing Brevet Captains who may not avail themselves of this privi- 
lege as above, will not be allowed to do so at any subsequent period. 

3d. Officers completing the period of qualifying Service will be permitted 
to subscribe as Captains, provided they report iheir intention of doing so within 
three months if in India, or six months if in Europe, calculated from the date of 
being gazetted for Brevet Rank. 

4th. The prescribed subscription and instalment of donation to commence 
from first issue of pay in January 1847, fiom those who are admitted under 
Para. 1. The subscription and donation of those who are admitted under Para. 
3, will be regulated according to existing Rules, applicable to Regimental pro- 
motion. 

5th. Admission to the benefits of the increased Pension to widows will de- 
pend upon the payment of the difference of donation within the period prescribed 
by Regulation as in Regimental promotion. 

6th. So long as the Subscriber remains in the rank of Brevet Captain, he 
will be entitled to personal benefits in the rank of Regimental Lieutenant only. 


ADDXTZORAL ACT OF TBS LSOX SLATIVR COUNCIL OF 
INDIA, 1847.48. 


ACT No. XXV. or 1848 . — Passed on the 25th November 1848. 

An Aot for Restoration of the Jagheer of Banff an apill y . 

Whereas, by Act X. 1843, the administration of justice and collection of 
the revenue in tne districts of Kurnool and Bunganapilly were vested -4n an 
Agent appointed by the Governor of Fort St. George in Council ; and it is now 
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deemed expedient to restore tlitf Jagheer of Bungannpifty, to J>e holdey by the 
Jaghecrdar, subject to the same conditions and reservations as heretofore, it is 
enacted ns follows : 

I. On the First day of January . 1849, the authority oF the Agent of the 

Governor of Fort St. George, appointed under Act X. 4 1843, shall cause as to 
the district of Bunganapilly ; and t no Agent sliull thereafter be appointed for 
Bunganupilly under that Act. % 

II. All lawful proceedings of the said Agent and his Assistants before the 

said First duy of January shall stand good. " c 

III. The Foujdaree Adawlut and Sudder Adnwlut shall continue to have 
and exercise the same jurisdiction respectively as to criminal trials referred 
by the Agent before the said First day of January, and as to appeals from any 
dectee made by the Agent before the said First day of January, us if his authority 
had not ceased in the said district; and their judgments and orders shall be 
executed in the same manner. 

IV. When the Agent shall have duly accounted to the Governor of Fort 
St. George in Council, for all monies received and paid by him in his adminis- 
tration ol the revenues of the said Jagheer, and shall have received, by order of the 
said Governor in Council, a discharge in full of all claims against him for such 
administration, neither he nor any of h|£ Assistants shall be liable to give any 
further account, or to be questioned lor the same or any part thereof in any Couit 
of Justice. 

V. Nothing in this Act contained shall be deemed to waive or abate any 
part of the paramount authority and controul of the East India Company over 
the said district, or of the Sovereign authority ot the British Government. 

THE HUGH LINDSAY. 


Madras, Marine Board Office, 18M October 1848. * 

The following are the Regulations under which private passage and freight 
are assigned in the Honorable Company's Steamer “ Hugh Lindsay in super - 
session of those promulgated under date the 5th of September 1840. 

1. Military Officers are to apply for passage at Madras to tbe Quarter 
Master General of the Army, who will furnish the Master Attendant with a 
Memo, of their names as soon as registered. All other applications for passage 
or freight are to be made to the Master Attendant, to whom the charges on ac- 
count of passengers unconnected with the Service are to be paid in advance, and 
who, on such payment, will grant an order for the reception of the passengers or 
goods, as the case may be, four clear days before the intimated departure of the 
Steamer. At outports application is to be made to the Commander, who is in- 
structed to receive as many passengers and as much freight as there may be 
space for on payment in advance of the stipulated charges. 

2. All applicants for private passage will be registered on payment of one 
half the charges in advance, and will be thereby entitled to cabins according to 
priority of registry ; and should it occur that there are a greater number of re- 
gistered applicants than accommodation available, the earnest will of course be 
returned to all those who cannot be received from this cause. 

3. All Officers, Civil, Military or Naval, of whatever rank, entitled to mess 
at the Commander's or Officers’ Table, will be required to pay according to the 
following Scale for themselves and families, and will be registered according to 
the dates of their applications for passage.

All payments on this account are to be made in advance to the Commander 
in cash, by Officers belonging or proceeding to other Presidencies, and all Nuvul 
Officers. Civil and Military Officers on the Madras Establishment, who land at 
poits in the Madras Presidency, or ‘♦garrisoned by Madras Troops, have the 
option of paying, in arrears on completion of the voyage, either in cash or by 
deductions from their next Abstract**, which will be made under the instructions 
of the Military Auditor General or Civil Auditor, as the case may be, to whom 
the requisite information is to be furnished by the Marine Board. A passenger 
who prefers paying in this manner is required to furnish a written intimation to 
that effect, and a certificate specifying the number of days messed on boaid and 
the advance paid to the Commander, who will attach those documents to his bill 
for table money, which will be payable by the Sub Treasurer or Military "Pay- 
muster at the Presidency according to the service «o which the passengers may 
belong, on the countersignatme of the Secretary to the Marine Board. 

4. All persons unconnected with the Service will be charged according to 
the appended Scale for private freight and passage, payable in advance ; and 
in the event of a passenger embarking for a port to which the Steamer is not 
bound direct, such period as may be occupied in the prosecution of the voyage 
from and hack to the point of embaikation, will be charged ut the rate luid down 
for lay-days. 

5. Cabin and quarter deck passengers will be each entitled to take one ton 
of .baggage, and one servant free of charge, except for diet, which wdl be at the 
rate of 

12 Annas per diem for an European. 

6 Annas ,, Native. 

All servants in excess of one to each passenger, will be charged as deck 
passengers according to the scale of private passage. 

Each servant will be allowed to take the same quantity of baggage as a deck 
passenger. 

G. Deck passengers will be permitted to lake one box measuring (10) ten 
cubic feet and one bed not exceeding two feet six inches in breadth, which must 
he rolled up during the day, 

7. All baggage in excess of the amount mentioned in the two preceding 
articles, must be paid for at the regulated freight. 

8. Cabin and quarterdeck passengers will be messed at the table of tlm 
Commander, or if preferred, at that of the Officers. Deck passengers will make 
their own arrangement for messing, the Ship providing wood and water, with the 
exception of servants, who will be charged according to the scale. 

9. The space available for stowage being limited, no bulky articles will be 
received on board ; and it is particularly requested that the address may be 
wiitten so as not to be easily effaced. Parties shipping freight are requested to 
make arrangements for its being landed immediately on the vessel’s reaching her 
destination. If not applied for during the first twelve hours at outports or twen- 
ty-four hours at Madras, it will be landed at the Custom House at the risk and 
expense of the shipper. 

10. Horses and dogs are most positively prohibited to be received on board.
